The Daily Bulletin is published each day the General Assembly is in 
session. It is designed to help members and staff of the General Assembly, 
state and local government officials, and members of the news media understand 
and follow the progress of pending legislation. Each issue contains blue pages 
followed by white pages. The blue pages comprise, in order: 


-- summaries of House and Senate public bills introduced, 

-- summaries of House and Senate local bills introduced, and 

-- summaries of amendments, committee substitutes and conference 
reports adopted in House and Senate. 


The white pages contain a list of all floor actions that took place on 
bills that day. The list includes symbols indicating which bills were ratified, 
which failed and the dates of any earlier changes to a bill. It is reproduced 
from information entered into a computer-based bill status and history system 
maintained by the Institute and the Legislative Services Office with the 
cooperation of the State Computer Center. 


It is not possible to provide copies of the Daily Bulletin to all state 
and local government officials who might be interested in the activities of 


: the General Assembly because of the high cost of printing and distribution and 


the limits on the production capacities of our staff and equipment. We 

urge those government officials who receive the Daily Bulletin not to look on 
it as a personal copy but to see that it is made available to other officials 
who are interested. The Daily Bulletin is sold by commercial subscription to 
private, citizens and groups.

S 3 Intangibles tax off money/reimburse GS* 105 
Introducer: Rauch Sent to Finance 


"To exempt money from the tax on tntangtble personal property and to 
retmburse local governmental untts for the resulting revenue loss." Amends various 
sections of Ch. 105 to (1) repeal tax on money either on hand or on deposit 
instate at banks, financial institutions or insurance companies or on deposit 
at out-of-state savings and loan associations, and (2) compensate counties and 
cities from’ the staté's General Fund “for: the’ tax Loss.» Adds Arts) 7 tomes: 
setting out distribution formula for funds compensating for the revenue loss. 

Each county and its municipalities will receive the amount the county collected 
from the repealed taxes in the last taxable year before repeal, plus or minus the 
percentage rate of change in NC disposal personal income in the most recent 12- 
month period for which figures are available. The county's allocation will be 
shared with municipalities as provided in GS 105-213 ( distribution of intangible 
tax revenue). Compensation funds are restricted in same ways as intangibles tax 
revenue (e.g., by local acts). Amounts distributed are to be charged to individual 
income tax collections. Effective for tax years beginning January 1, 1985, 

except that distribution formula section effective July 1, 1986.

In: his remarks before the House of Sepzeseeane today, ‘Speaker -Liston 
B. Ramsay identified four "clearly demonstrated needs" the, education of, 
young people in the public schools, in the jennie ictal hicbeeslancn ieee 
and in colleges and universities; health care and other human services; 
protection of the quality of water and air; and providing :good roads... He 
directed attention especially to counties with reduced resources. for public 
schools and to counties -=- 65 in total -- that: are not ‘served by Interstate 
highways. 

He predicted that the following subject matters would .command ‘members’ 
attention: the legal drinking age; day care; hazardous waste disposal}: programs 
for the elderly; and taxes, oss proposals: to reform taxes, increase taxes 
and cut taxes." 

- He noted that twenty years ago the personal income tax.accounted for 272 
of the state tax revenue in the General. Fund .and today. it accounts for 47%,:.and 
that the corporate income tax contribution over thé same :period had Ealieke, from 
14.8% to 9.6%. 

"The term ‘a new source of: revenue" is often heard," the Speaker ‘said. 

‘J would point.out that there is only one : source. of revenue,::namely, the tax- 
payers themselves, and we must forever keep that in mind. "

RECOMMENDED STATE BUDGET 


Two bills introduced in the Senate today, S 1. and S 2, contain the state 
budget for the 1985-87 biennium prepared by former Governor James B. Hunt, Jr., 
as Director of the Budget, before the expiration of his term, and by the Advisory 
Budget Commission. It is anticipated that modifications will be placed before 
the General Assembly upon the recommendation of Governor James G. Martin at a 
later date. 

General Fund. The recommended state budget contains General Fund approp- 
riations of $5.08 billion for 1985-86 and $5.31 billion for 1986-87. The total 
General Fund budget comprises about 60% of the state budget. Of the current 
operations spending, public education (public schools, UNC, and community colleges) 
comprises about 60%, and the Department of Human Resources about 14%. In addition 
to current operations spending, expansion items, capital expenditure increases 
and salary increases total $760 million and $973 million for the two years. 

Highway Fund. The recommended state budget contains Highway Fund 
appropriations of $723 million for 1985-86 and $738 million for 1986-87. The 
latter amount includes a transfer of $39.5 million from the General Fund. High- 
way Fund appropriations make up 70% of the whole transportation program, which 
totals $1.0 billion in 1985-86 and nearly the same amount in 1986-87. 

Total Budget. Spending from all sources, General Fund, Highway Fund, 
receipts of various sorts, and federal contributions, amounts to $8.27 billion 
in 1985-86 and $8.49 billion in 1986-87. The total for the biennium is just 
under $17 billion. 

Departmental totals. The largest budget amounts for 1985-86 and 1986-87 
go to the following departments: public education ($2.07 billion and $2.12 
billion); community colleges ($0.27 billion and $0.28 billion); The University 
of North Carolina ($0.78 billion and $0.80 billion); Human Resources ($0.72 
billion and $0.74 billion) :-and Correction ($0222 bill ionvand sO. 22) p11. onee 

Major provisions. The recommended state budget contains the following 
major provisions: 

1. Salary increase through reinstatement of merit increment and 
annual step programs for public schools, UNC, community colleges and regular 
state employees--$127.6 million and $263.8 million. 

2. Across-the-board salary increase of 5% for all teachers, state 
employees and retirees--$176.7 million each year. 

3. Medicaid increase in provider cost and utilization--$68.5 million 
and-S110. 2 miliion. 

4. Decrease in state aid to public schools due to projected attendance 
drops--$8.9 million and $13.7 million. 

5. Public school teacher Career Growth Program, class size reduction, 
salary adjustments for non-certified personnel, summer schools, staff development, 
increased funds for textbooks, a center for the Advancement of Teaching, expansion 
of computer labs, laboratory and vocational education equipment, job placement 
centers in each high school, early identification of high-risk students, auto- 
mation of recordkeeping--$150.4 million and $216.9 million. 

6. UNC enrollment increases, program expansion, and faculty salary 
support, and Consent Decree compliance--$9.6 million and $14.4 million. 

7. Community colleges enrollment increases, operating expenses and 
small business and cooperative skills training programs--$15.1 million and 
$18.6 million. 

8. Grants to local governments in connection with water supply/waste 
water collection and wastewater treatment--$60 million. 

9. Reserve for repairs to state buildings--$34 million. 

10. New university system facilities--$57.7 and $23.6 million. 

Underlying assumptions. The recommended budget assumes that North Carolina 
will see moderate economic growth, inflation averaging about 4% over the next 
year, continued impact from accelerated corporate tax payments, and general fund 
tax collections growth rate of 7.4% in 1985-86 and 9.2% in 1986-87.

H 12 Resale certificate sales tax change GS 105 
Introducer: Mavretic Sent to Finance 


"Regarding a certtftcate of resale." Rewrites GS 105-164. 28 
governing the use of a certificate of resale in the avoidance of state sales 
and use taxes. Provides that if a merchant sells tangible personal property 
to a purchaser who provides a certificate of resale, the merchant is entitled 
to presume that the property is to be resold, provided that the certificate 
is taken by the merchant in good faith and the purchaser is engaged in business 
of selling tangible personal property and is licensed to collect sales and use 
taxes (now, sale is presumed not to be a retail sale only if merchant makes a 
a "reasonable and prudent" inquiry into the intended use of merchandise). 
Specifically makes purchaser of merchandise under certificate of resale who 
instead uses it himself liable for use tax on it. Provides that misuse of a 
certificate of sale subject to a penalty of $500.

teachers and class size, and replaces it with rewritten GS 115C-82, which (a) 
sets following maximum average class sizes when BEP fully funded: 23 students 
per class in kindergarten through grade six and 26 students per class in grades 
seven-12, with no single class exceeding the maximum average by more than three 
students (except in music, typing, and physical education); (b) provides that 
until BEP is fully funded, unit-wide average class size may not exceed averages 
funded by General Assembly each school year; sets maximum daily load for teachers; 
and (c) authorizes SBE to grant waivers from these statistical standards in 
exceptional circumstances. 

State funds for school operating costs: Adds new Art. 31A to 
GS Ch. 115C providing as follows with respect to state funding of school opera- 
ting costs: (1) provides that state has duty to finance operating costs of 
public elementary and secondary education, except for operating costs of school 
facilities; (2) requires General Assembly to appropriate and SBE to allocate 
funds for all or part of BEP according to following appropriation categories: 
(a) funds will be allocated on basis of average daily membership (ADM) for 
instructional personnel; instructional support personnel; and instructional 
equipment, supplies, and materiai; (b) funds will be allocated on basis of ADM, 
with minimum of one employee per county of following employees: psychologist, 
school social worker, and school nurse; (c) funds will be allocated per local 
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school unit for superintendent, finance officer, and child nutrition super- 
visor; (d) funds will be allocated per school for athletic trainers (one per 
high school), in-school suspension teacher (one for each school with at least 
200 students in grade seven and above), and principal; and (e) funds will be 
allocated on other bases for vocational education, exceptional children, and 
remedial education; (3) provides for state financing of supervision, operation, 
and maintenance of school transportation system; (4) grants discretion to 
local units to spend state funds within above appropriation categories (trans- 
fers between categories permitted with SBE approval) consistent with standards 
of quality for BEP adopted by SBE; (5) establishes system for accountability 
of local school units, with following features: (a) each local school unit 
must submit operating and capital outlay budget to SBE within 30 days after 
start of school year; (b) SBE must prepare and update annually a three-year 
historical record for each school, based on local school board submission to 
SBE of designated data regarding finances; enrollment and attendance; staffing; 
standardized test performance; and promotion, graduation, and dropout rates; 
and (c) each local unit must comply with quality standards to be eligible for 
state funds; units that do not comply must submit plan for compliance; and 
disputes between SBE and local units over compliance will be resolved by 
courts. 

School facilities: (1) New article in GS Ch... 115C provides for 
local financing of school facilities, including insurance, custodial and 
maintenance costs, and energy costs; state money may not be used to build, 
operate, or maintain school facilities unless obligated for that purpose before 
July 1,.19853-and.(2) new GS 115C-516.1 requires (a) SBE to set. school stacey 
standards governing new construction, renovation, replacement and maintenance, 
with standards adequate to support BEP; (b) local school boards to submit 
multi-year facility plans for approval by boards of county comm'rs, with 
judicial resolution of disputes between school boards and county comm'rs, 

(c) boards of county comm'rs to submit financing plans for multi-year plans to 
Local Gov't Comm'n for review and comment and to SBE for approval, with 
judicial resolution of disputes between SBE and county comm'rs. 

Miscellaneous provisions: (1) Repeals Art. 32 concerning loans from 
State Literary Fund (except for loans made before July 1, 1985) and adds new 
Art. 32A, GS 115C-468 and -469, providing that SLF includes all funds derived 
from sources listed in Art. IX, Sec. 6 of NC Constitution and that SLF funds 
will be appropriated by General Assembly to establish and maintain public 
schools; (2) amends GS 115C-21(a)(3) to require Sup't of Public Instruction 
to submit annual report to Governor and General Assembly: (3) rewrites 
GS 113-38 to provide that nat'l forest revenue received by state under 
16 USC 500 will be distributed by State Treasurer to counties in which forests 
generating revenue are located, to be used for public education; and (4) 
provides that local gov'ts must pay costs of independent audits of all local 
expenditure of local, state, federal, and other funds for education.

Defines "historic dollar value" as aggregate fair value in 
dollars of endowment fund at the time it became an endowment fund, each sub- 
sequent donation at time it was made, and each accumulation made pursuant to 
direction in gift instrument at the time the accumulation was added to the 
endowment fund. Sets as standard of conduct for actions of governing boards 
handling institutional funds that they use ordinary business care and prudence 
under facts and circumstances prevailing at the time.

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MENTAL HEALTH LAW RECODIFICATION 


The mental health law recodification introduced in the House 
today repeals present Chapter 122 of the General Statutes and sets out new 
Chapter 122C as the laws governing the delivery of mental health, mental 
retardation, and substance abuse services. Reorganizes and restructures 
statutes, eliminates obsolete language, clarifies numerous provisions, and in 
many instances codifies current regulations or practices. Makes following 
substantive changes. 


Confidentiality of Records. Sets out statutory provisions regarding 
confidentiality of client records and access to client records. (1) Client 


and his legally responsible person (defined as parent, guardian, person 
standing in loco parentis or legal custodian with authority to make treatment 
decisions of a minor or guardian or attorney in fact of adult) have access to 
client's records except information that would be injurious to client's 
physical or mental well-being; if client or legally responsible person is 
denied access, may designate physician or psychologist to whom records must be 
sent. (2) Allows release of client records in following circumstances or to 
following persons without the client's consent: (a) may disclose fact of 
admission or discharge to next of kin if in client's best interest; (b) to 
client advocate employed by or under contract with facility if necessary-to 
fulfill monitoring role; (c) to attorneys for state hospitals; (d) state or 
area facility, NC Memorial Hospital and Department of Corrections (currently 
in law) may share client information when necessary for treatment of the 
client or inmates needing treatment; (e) when imminent danger to health or 
safety of another person or there is likelihood of commission of a felony or 
violent misdemeanor; (f) to health providers giving emergency services to 
client; (g) to those who provide support services to facility under written 
agreement; (h) to state or federal agencies for purpose of establishing 
benefits; and (i) to persons conducting clinical, financial or administrative | 
audits. (3) Makes any other disclosure of confidential information without 
client's consent or order of court misdemeanor punishable by fine not to 
exceed $500. : 


Client's Rights. Divides rights of patients under treatment into those 
that must be given in 24-hour facilities and those that apply in all 
facilities. (1) Sets out following new client rights for all facilities 
(including state facilities, area facilities, general hospital, VA, NC 
Memorial Hospital): (a) provides that client has right to receive age 
appropriate treatment for mental health, mental retardation and substance 
abuse illness or disability (now, institutionalized patients have right to 
receive appropriate treatment for mental and physical ailments and for the 
prevention of illness or disability); (b) requires facility to implement (now, 
formulate) treatment plan; (c) requires that client and legally responsible 
person be informed in advance of potential risks and alleged benefits of 
treatment choices; (d) prohibits use of medication for staff convenience; 

(e) allows voluntarily admitted client to refuse treatment except in emergency 
and allows involuntarily committed client to refuse treatment except in 
emergency or when therapeutic measures are a necessary part of client's 
treatment or habilitation plan; and (f) allows use of physical restraints or 
seclusion when substantial property damage is occurring as well as when danger 
of abuse or injury to persons or as a measure of therapeutic treatment. 

(2) In 24-hour facilities carries forward current provisions regarding 
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sending mail, receiving visitors, exercise, etc., making following changes: 
(a) adds the right to contact and consult with a client advocate; (b) where 
practical must treat minors apart from adults; (c) allows general hospital to 
modify certain client's rights (such as visitation) to conform to rules for 
nonpsychiatric hospital patients; and (d) limits length of restriction on 
client's rights to 30 days (now, 60 days) and adds provision that evaluation 
of restriction must be conducted at least every seven days within that 30-day 
period. (3) Requires state facilities to establish human rights committees 
to protect client's rights and allows area authorities to establish such 
committees. (4) Adds new provisions making it misdemeanor punishable by two 
years imprisonment or fine or both for employee or volunteer to abuse or 
exploit (defined as borrowing or taking personal property from client or 
engaging in any sexual activity with client); provides crime of employee abuse 
or exploitation is in addition to civil or criminal penalty otherwise provided 
by law. Requires employee to report any client abuse, client exploitation or 
accidental injury and provides failure to report or any threat or harassment 
on account of reporting is misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than 
$500. 


Organization of State and Local Systems. (1) Makes following changes in 


area authorities: (a) provides that counties must provide mental health, 
mental retardation and substance abuse services through an area authority; 

(b) deletes requirement that Sec'y of Human Resources must approve area 
director before appointment, leaving decision solely to area board; (c) sets 
out procedure for changing size of an area board; (d) specifies that area 
authority and its employees are not agents of the state and provides law does 
not waive sovereign immunity so as to include state liability for actions of 
an area authority or its employees; (e) provides that when Sec'y has 
disapproved an annual plan and budget changes, reduces or denies payment, and 
then later approves plan and budget, restoration of funds is within his 
discretion; (f) requires contract agencies to make same attempt as area 
authority to collect fees; (g) requires authority to return unspent state and 
federal funds within 60 days after certified audit is rendered (now, 120 days 
after fiscal year); (h) allows area authorities to use state funds to purchase: 
or improve real property used as a residential facility and allows use for 
payments on real property mortgage in name of private nonprofit corporation 
operating residential facility under contract with the authority; (i) allows 
use of local funds to rehabilitate real property used as residential facility 
and owned by nonprofit corporation under contract with the authority; and 

(j) raises statutory base grant allocations from $500 to $1,200 per 1,000 
population to reflect actual allocations that have been appropriated in recent 
years. (2) Makes following changes in state institutions: (a) deletes 
authority for Dep't of Human Resources to acquire property and establish 
additional hospitals not now in existence; (b) allows Sec'y of Human 
Resources, with approval of Governor and Council of State, to close state 
facility; and (c) requires state facility to contract with area authorities to 
establish a coordinated system of client services. 


Admissions and Discharges-—-General Provisions. (1) Sets out new 


provisions for transfer of clients from one 24-hour facility to another, which 
require prior authorization from receiving facility that it will accept 
client, notice to the client and his legally responsible person of the 


transfer, and in the case of a voluntary adult client, consent of the client 
(now, transfer between state institutions governed by regulation but court 
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order required to transfer to or from private hospital). (2) Makes all court 
records in any voluntary admission or involuntary commitment proceeding 
confidential (now, only records of minors are confidential). 


Voluntary Admissions. (1) Requires facility that denies admission to 
voluntary client to give referral to client of another facility that might be 
able to provide treatment. (2) Requires facility admitting voluntary client 
to notify client that it has right to petition for involuntary commitment 
during 72-hour holding period after client requests discharge. (3) Allows 
minor or incompetent adult voluntarily admitted to be discharged on request of 
legally responsible person before court hearing; after court hearing judge or 
facility must release but allows parent or guardian to request hearing to 
determine whether minor will be released. (4) Sets out provisions for 
admission to mental retardation facilities providing that admission to be on 
basis of examination indicating client is mentally retarded and is in need of 

care, habilitation, training, or treatment by facility; parents or legally 
“ responsible person of minor client may admit minor to mental retardation 
facility, guardian of adjudicated incompetent adult may admit, and adult 
client not adjudicated incompetent may admit self. (5) Provides that when 
adult who has not been adjudicated incompetent requests discharge from mental 
retardation facility, he may be held five days for director to petition for 
adjudication of incompetency if he believes client endangering self by 
discharge. .

Involuntary Commitments. (1) Provides that conduct of engaging in 
extreme destruction of property is evidence of “dangerousness to others” for 
purposes of involuntary commitment. (2) Allows previous episodes of 
dangerousness to self or others to be considered when determining reasonable 
probability of future dangerous conduct. (3) Grants immunity from civil 
liability to persons or facilities conducting examinations, treating and 
releasing involuntarily committed clients so long as the person or facility 
follows accepted professional judgment (now, only applies to outpatient 
commitments). (4) Allows magistrate or clerk to issue involuntary commitment 
custody order when finds probable cause to believe that person is mentally ill 
and dangerous to self or others or in need of treatment to prevent further 
disability or deterioration that would predictably result in dangerousness

consecutive days; (e) provides for second and subsequent rehearings for 
respondents at which court may commit for period of up to 365 days. 


Miscellaneous Provisions. (1) Sets as policy of state to provide mental 
health, mental retardation and substance abuse services in the least 
restrictive available setting. (2) Excludes from facilities that must be 
licensed those that provide occasional respite care for not more than two 
persons at one time and whose primary purpose is not to provide care, 
treatment or rehabilitation of mentally ill, mentally retarded or substance 
abusers. (3) Establishes Community of Butner Planning Comm'n (now, set up by 
Dep't of Human resources directive) of seven members, four app'ted by Sec'y of 
Human Resources and three by Granville County Board of Comm'rs to approve any 
ordinance or rule adopted by Dep't for Camp Butner reservation. (4) Amends 
G.S. 90-21.4 to allow a legal custodian granted specific authority in a 
custody order to consent to medical or psychiatric treatment for a minor. 

(5) Amends sections in numerous other chapters of the General Statutes to 
eliminate obsolete provisions or outdated language.

2B, GS) Chi 0o set 2 cand 
and other confections, chewing gum, popped popcorn and all preparations sold 
as dietary supplements; (3) prepared meals or foods sold and served off premises 
by restaurants, cafes, cafeterias, delicatessens, drug stores, concession Stands? 
fast-food businesses that sell prepared meals or foods on a take-out basis, and 
any other establishment (mobile or otherwise) that maintains facilities, 
equipment, services, or inventory for the sale of meals, snacks, sandwiches, 
and other prepared food to customers. Prepared meals furnished to employees in 
any of these places as part of their compensation are not taxable. 

Adds new GS 105-472.1 requiring Sec'y of Revenue to determine before 
Oct. 1, 1985 the amount of sales and use taxes collected in each taxing county 
on food for human consumption during 1984 under the Local Government Sales and 
Use Tax Act or under Ch. 1096, SL 1967 (Mecklenburg), on the basis of available 
information on sales of food for human consumption. Defines the amount collected 
for sales and use taxes for each taxing county as ‘Amount A.' Defines the total 
amount of sales and use taxes collected in each taxing county during 1984 under 
the Local Government Sales and Use Tax Act or under Ch. 1096, SL 1967, as ‘Amount 
B.' Directs Sec'y of Revenue to subtract ‘Amount A' from ‘Amount B' for each 
county, and the remainder is 'Amount C.' Sec'y must divide ‘Amount A' by ‘Amount 
C', and the resulting fraction is the "reimbursement percentage.'' Sec'y to 
distribute quarterly an amount equal to the reimbursement percentage multiplied 
by the amount of funds being distributed to counties and cities from the revenue 
collected under Art. 5, GS Ch. 105 (state sales and'use tax)accordino co 
GS 105-472 (provides for disposition and distribution of taxes collected by state 
to cities and counties) or Sec. 9, Ch. 1096, 1967 Session Laws.

SUMMARY OF THE GOVERNOR'S STATE OF THE STATE ADDRESS 


In his first biennial address to the General Assembly, at noon today before 
a joint session in the House chamber, Governor James G. Martin summarized his 
proposals for tax cuts and spending, for educational and children's legislation, 
for expansion of the open meetings law, for anti-drug legislation, for merit 
selection of judges, for the veto power, and for changes in the State Personnel 
ot a 

Tax cuts. Calling them "virtually unique, self-inflicting handicaps," 
Governor Martin called for phasing out the intangibles and inventory taxes. 

He said that the elimination of the 3% state sales tax on food and non-prescrip- 
tion medicine, which he advocates, should be effective Jan. 1, 1986. "By 
adopting my schedule for phasing in[the intangibles, inventory, and sales tax] 
cuts,'' the Governor said, "you can save our taxpayers the combined four year 
total of almost $1.2 billion in reduced taxes.'' The state should not postpone 
tax cuts, he said, "on the remote, hypothetical possibility that federal spending 
is going to be cut substantially." 

To offset the lost revenue to local governments, the Governor proposed to 
distribute money from "excess state revenues" to the localities, a fixed share 
in 1985 and an increase in succeeding years equal to the increase in sales 
tax collections. 

Spending. Governor Martin said that the tax cuts can be accomplished 
without reducing the present levels of service in any base budget program, 
except abortions. Because of a "specific belief and commitment," he proposed 
to continue state spending for abortions only for those cases involving rape, danger 
or promptly reported incest. "Otherwise, my budget allows for continuation of 
all existing government services and programs," he said. 

The Governor announced that he had indicated to the Speaker and Lt. Governor 
that he was prepared to appear before a joint session of the full Appropriations 
Committee next Monday evening to present recommendations for expansion budget 
items and compensation improvements. He said that for the biennium he would 
propose $1.2 billion in program improvements. 

Education and children's legislation. The Governor proposed salary improve- 
ments for certified and non-certified public school personnel, a two-step 
reduction in class size for grades 7 through 9, remedial summer school for third 
graders who score poorly on competency tests, a teacher advancement center at 
Western Carolina University, and microcomputer laboratories. He endorsed the 
start-up of the career ladder pilot program. He said that he would submit to 
the General Assembly a Missing Children Act of 1985 and a companion Child 
Protection Act of 1985. 
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Open meetings. Stating that "public business must be done in public," 
the Governor said that he would submit legislation to provide for the nullifi 
tion of official actions taken in unlawfully closed meetings of public bodies 






Anti-drug legislation. "The rising tide of drug traffic assaults us | 
almost daily as more and more families find themselves infected by this epide 
plague," Governor Martin said. He proposed a program to work on supply and 


demand, to employ modern surveillance and double the number of undercover age 

Merit selection of judges. The Governor said that he and the state's 
Chief Justice have proposed a plan, a modification of the plan used in Missouw 
to improve the selection of judges, and that in the weeks to come the two wou 
be calling attention to the plan's advantages. 

Veto power. Calling for the gubernatorial veto, Governor Martin asked, 
"Can we not do more of genuine value for North Carolina if we are compelled t 
share responsibility and accountability for the tough decisions through a sys 
that works in every other state?" . 

State personnel. The Governor said that he intended to reduce the numbe 
of positions in state government which are declared exempt from the State 
Personnel Act and to reduce from five to three years the period which a state 
employee must work before gaining the full protection of the Act.

Amends GS 48-23(3) (dealing with the legal effect of a final 
order of adoption to specified types of adopted persons) to add provision that 
the phrase ‘hereafter born' or similar language when used in a deed, grant, 
will or other written instrument to establish a class of persons is not 
sufficient to exclude adopted persons from inclusion within the class.

Introducer: Evans Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To amend the Well Constructton Act, G.S. 87-883 et seq., to provtde 
for ctvtl penalttes and crimtnal penalttes." Rewrites GS 87-92 (hearings) and 
repeals GS 87-93 (judicial review) to provide that administrative hearings and 
judicial review under the Well Construction Act are to be conducted according 
to the procedures in GS 150A-23 through -52 (Administrative Procedures Act), 
except that petition for judicial review may be filed in the Superior Court of 
Wake County or in the county in which the violation occurred. 

Rewrites GS 87-94 (penalties) to provide that (1) an administrative, 
civil penalty of not more than $100 be imposed for each violation as determined 
by the Environmental Management Comm'n; . (2) each day of a continuing violation 
is a separate offense (now, the court may determine that each day is a separate 
violation if committed willfully); (3) only those who "directly commit the 
violation or cause it to be committed" are subject to the penalty; (4) penalty 
May not be assessed until the person alleged to be in violation receives notice 
identifying the violation under GS 87-9l(a), is informed of remedial action 
that will effect compliance, and is warned that a civil penalty may be assessed;

"To ereate the Motor Fuel Marketing Act tn order to protect North 
Carolina's consumers against major otl company monopoltes, and to encourage 
fatr and honest competitton and to safeguard the publte against unfair practtces 
tnvolving the sale of motor fuel tn wholesale and retatl trades." Creates the 
Motor Fuel Marketing Act to prohibit the following practices in regard to : 
marketing of motor fuel in NC: (1) selling or offering to sell motor fuel below 
cost or below price charged to others on same day at same level of distribution 
in same marketing area if effect is to injure competition; (2) selling or trans- 
ferring motor fuel within firm or transferring to affiliate for resale at 
another level of distribution at transfer price below cost or below price 
charged to others who buy for resale on same day at same distribution level 
in same market area if effect is to injure competition; (3) selling or offering 
to sell motor fuel at wholesale or retail where effect is to injure competition; 
(4) offering rebate or other concession for purchase of motor fuel if effect 
is to injure competition; (5) inducing, trying to induce, procuring, or trying 
to procure purchase of motor fuel at price below cost to wholesaler; and (6) 
advertising or offering to sell at wholesale or retail two or more items, at 
least one of which is motor fuel, at price below cost. 

Bill does not apply to: (1) difference between transfer or sales 
price of motor fuel of like grade and quality and resale price charged at same 
level of distribution if lower price results from cost differences due to 
shipping method, transportation, marketing, or "sale or quantity;" (2) price 
set in good faith to meet equally low price of competitor in same market area 
on same level of distribution selling same or similar product of like grade or 
quality; (3) isolated transaction not in usual course of business; (4) fuel 
sold in clearance or liquidation sale; (5) fuel sold as damaged or imperfect;

Establishes the Wilkesboro Firemen's Supplemental Pension 
Fund (Supplemental Fund) to be administered by a board of trustees. Provides 
for transfer of all funds in excess of $5,000 in Firemen's Relief Fund of the

and each succeeding Jan. 1. Amounts transferred may be retrieved by the Relief 
Fund to meet legitimate claims under it. Provides for benefits from Supple- 
mental Fund to any person who is a member of the town fire department, or 
retired member at time of ratification of this bill, who has become totally 
and permanently disabled and who has served as a fireman for the town for five 
years or who has served 20 years and reached 55 years of age.

or consume malt beverages or unfortified wine on property owned or leased by 
local board of education and used for school purposes without specific authori- 
zation of that board.

Committee substitute adopted in House 3/26/85 adds a provision amending

Amends and repeals various sections of GS Ch. 143 as title 
indicates as follows: (1) amends GS 143-2 and GS 143-28 to delete provisions 
making expenditure of funds by or under control of State Treasurer, State 
Auditor, and Administrative Officer of the Courts independent of Governor's 
fiscal control; (2) amends GS 143-3.2 to delete provision that State Treasurer, 
State Auditor, and Administrative Officer of the Courts have exclusive authority ‘| 
to issue warrants for operation of their respective departments; (3) amends 
GS 143-4 to delete provision that Advisory Budget Comm'n (ABC) has sole 
responsibility to recommend to General Assembly proposed biennial budgets of 
State Treasurer, State Auditor, and Administrative Officer of the Courts; G4) 
amends GS 143-25 to authorize Governor, after consulting with ABC (now, only 
after consent of majority of ABC) to reduce appropriations of State Treasurer, 
State Auditor, and Administrative Officer of the Courts pro rata when necessary 
to prevent overdraft or deficit; (5) amends GS 143-12 to provide that if 
Governor and ABC disagree about appropriations or revenue bills in substantial 
particulars, ABC or any of its members may submit a statement of disagreement 
to General Assembly (now, Governor must submit such statement to General 
Assembly); (6) repeals GS 143-23(b) (current provision requires approval of Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Governmental operations for designated categories of changes 
in appropriations to state agencies). 


H 304 Local gov't delegate tax refund power GS 105,153A,160A 
Introducer: Hasty Sent tO Judiciary 3 


"To allow the governing body of any county or munictpality to delegate — 
the authority to make certatn refunds and releases of property taxes." Amends 
GS 105-381(b) to authorize the governing body of city or county to delegate 
its authority to determine requests for a release or refund of a tax of less 
than $100 to the taxing unit's finance officer, manager or attorney. Requires 
person to whom the authority is delegated to report each month to the governing 
body on actions taken on requests for release or refund. Requires all actions 
taken on such request by the governing body or other person to be recorded in 
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the governing body's minutes. Repeals Ch. 182, SL 1983 (Forsyth County) 
and Ch. 1154, SL 1981 (Regular Session, 1982) (Union County) authorizing 
delegation of power to make refunds and releases.

Introducer: Conder Sent to Insurance 


"To provide for automobile insurance premium discounts for certain 
persons who complete accident prevention courses." Adds new GS 58-30.6 to 
direct NC Rate Bureau to include in classification plan for private passenger 
motor vehicle insurance a premium reduction for liability and physical damage 
coverage for insured drivers 55 and older who successfully complete motor 
vehicle accident prevention courses approved by Comm'r of Motor Vehicles. Re- 
education will be effective for three years renewable upon successful comple- 
tion of course every three years. Directs NC Rate Bureau to file revision of 
classification plan to reflect premium reduction by Sept. 1, 1985, subject to 
statutory hearing, disapproval, review, and appeal procedures before Comm'r 
of Insurance and courts. Authorizes insurers to deviate from reducation "as 
provided in GS 58-124.33" (apparently intends GS 58-124.23). Provides that 
premium reduction does not apply to policies reinsured by NC Motor Vehicle 
Reinsurance Facility under GS Ch. 58, Art. 25A. Makes reduction applicable 
to private passenger motor vehicle insurance policies issued or renewed on or 
garter’ Jan. 1, 1986. 


S 134 Revenue Bond Act amendments GS 159 
Introducer: Conder Sent to Finance 


"To amend G.S. 159-90 of the State and Local Government Revenue 
Bond Act and G.S. 159-163 relating to revenue bond anttetpation notes." 
Amends GS 159-90 ("Limitations on details of bonds") to authorize the state 
or a municipality to fix the following additional details of revenue bonds: 


(1) Provides that bonds may be made payable on demand or tender for purchase 


by the owner if a credit facility (defined below) supports the bonds, although 
the support of a facility is not necessary if the Local Government Comm'n 
determines that the proposed bonds satisfy the conditions of GS 159-86(b). 

(2) Provides that bonds may be additionally supported by a credit facility. 

(3) Provides that bonds may be made subject to redemption before maturity, 
with or without a premium, according to provisions stated in the bond order 

or trust agreement or with variations permitted in connection with a par 
formula (defined below) stated in order or agreement. (4) Provides that bonds 
May bear interest at a rate that may vary according to a par formula as provided 
in bond order or trust agreement. (5) Provides that bonds may be subject to a 
remarketing agreement. Requires approval of Comm'n before a credit facility, 
repayment agreement, par formula or remarketing agreement becomes effective. 
Defines "credit facility" to mean an agreement between an issuing municipality 
or the State Treasurer and a banking, insurance, investment or financial 
institution providing for payment of any principal, redemption premium, and 
interest on any bonds payable on demand or tender if issuing agency agrees to 
repay the provider of the facility according to the terms of the repayment 
agreement.

Introducer: Hunt Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds for a special reserve." Appropriates $75,000,000 
from General Fund to a special reserve fund for fiscal year 1984-85 and provides 
for funds to remain in the reserve until appropriated by the General Assembly. 


H 306 Seaport, airport financing-constitution CONSTITUTION 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Constitution 


"To amend Article V of the Constitutton of North Carolina to permit 
the General Assembly to grant to appropriate publte bodies in the State addi- 
ttonal powers to develop new and extsting seaports and atrports, tneluding 
powers to finance and refinance for public and private parties seaport and 
atrport and related factlittes and improvements." Adds new Sec. 12, "Seaport 
and airport facilities," to Art. V of the Constitution of North Carolina, author- 
izing the General Assembly (1) to enact laws to grant to appropriate public 
bodies in the State powers related to development of new and existing seaports 
and airports; (2) to authorize the public bodies to (a) acquire, construct, 
own, own jointly with public and private parties, lease as lessee or lessor, 
mortgage, sell, or otherwise dispose of lands and facilities and improvements; 
(b) finance and refinance for public and private parties seaport and airport 
facilities and improvements related to waterborne or airborne commerce and cargo 
and passenger traffic, including commercial, industrial, manufacturing, processing, 
mining, transportation, distribution, storage, marine, aviation and environmental 
facilites; and (c) secure such financing or refinancing by all or part of their 
revenues, income or assets or other available monies and by foreclosable liens, 
but not to create a debt secured by a pledge of the faith and credit of the 
State or any other public body in the State; and (3) to provide that private 
parties using seaport, airport or related properties of the State or a State 
agency make payments to appropriate taxing authorities in lieu of taxes such 
parties would have paid if the properties were not exempt from taxation. Provides 
for the constitutional amendment to be voted on at next general, statewide primary, 
or statewide election, whichever is earlier, and sets out form in which question 
is to appear on the ballot. Provides that amendment will be effective, if 
favored by a majority of those voting, upon certification by Sec'y of State. 


H 307 Natural/scenic river protection GS 113A 
Introducer: Crawford (Iden. S 140) Sent to Natural Resources 


"To designate a river a potenttal component of the natural and scenic 
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rivers system and to protect against direct and adverse development." Amends 
GS 133A-36 by adding a new subsection (cl) which provides for the Sec'y of 
Natural Resources (Sec'y) to designate a river segment a potential component of 
the natural and scenic rivers system (system) after (1) receiving a request in 
the form of a resolution from the comm'rs of the county in which segment is 
located and (2) determining that it meets applicable criteria (GS 113A-35). 
Segments so designated are subject to the provisions in Ch. 113A, Art. 3 ("natural 
and scenic rivers system"), except for acquisition by condemnation. Sec'y is 
required to make a report and propose the segment for addition to system, if 
appropriate, for consideration by the General Assembly. 

Adds new GS 113A-44 to restrict project works on natural or scenic 
rivers as follows: (1) State Utilities Comm'n may not permit the construction 
of any dam, water conduit, reservoir, powerhouse transmission line or any other 
project directly affecting a river designated as a component or potential 
component of the system, (2) no state agency may assist (by loan, grant, license, 
permit or otherwise) in the construction of any water resources project that would ~ 
have a direct and adverse effect on river designated as a component or potential 
component (does not preclude such assistance above or below component), (3) 
no state agency may recommend authorization of such a project or request appro- 
priations to begin construction, regardless of when authorized, without advising 
Sec'y in advance and making a report to the General Assembly. 

Amends GS 113A-35.1 by increasing from 550 to 700 acres the amount 
the Dep't of Natural Resources is empowered to acquire to implement their 
management of the New River segment of the system.

candy, chewing gum, popped corn, and dietary supplements; and (3) prepared meals.

stands, or other business that maintains facilities, equipment, services or 
inventory for the sale of meals or other prepared foods (prepared meals furnished 
to employees as part of their compensation are not taxable).

Permits fees to be charged on equity lines of credit as 
long as the total does not exceed those allowed under GS 24-10. 

Adds new Art. 9 ("Instruments to secure equity lines of credit") to 
GS Ch. 45. Defines “equity line of credit" to mean a written agreement between 
a lender and a borrower for an extension of credit that includes the following 
conditions: (1) the lender upon a request from the borrower at any time within 
a specified period not greater than 15 years must provide advances up to an 
agreed aggregate limit; (2) repayments of principal by the borrower within the 
specified period will reduce the amount of advances counted against the aggregate 
limit; and (3) borrower's obligation to the lender is secured by a mortgage or 
deed of trust relating to real property that shows on its face the maximum amount 
that may be secured at one time and that is secured an equity line of credit. 
Requires a lender to make an advance regardless of whether an event outside of 
his control might relieve him from his obligation and even if he has reserved 
the right to cancel the obligation. Provides that mortgage or deed of trust 
specifying that it secures an equity line of credit has the same priority with 
respect to advances secured by it as if the advances had been made at the time 
of the instrument's execution; specifies that payments made by the lender for 
insurance, taxes, and assessments and other payments have the same priority. 
Provides that Art. '7 ("Instruments to secure future advances and future obliga- 
tions'")does not apply to an equity line of credit or an instrument securing it 
if the instrument indicates that it secures an equity line of credit governed 
by GS Ch. 45. Indicates that no mortgage or deed of trust that secures an 
obligation is invalidated by failure to comply with Article.

propriate tax returns and pay taxes and interest due or enter into an installment 
payment agreement with Sec'y of Revenue for amounts due to participate in 
Program. Provides that failure to comply with installment payment agreement = - 
voids the waiver of prosecution and pehalties unless Sec'y of Revenue determines 
that the failure was due to reasonable cause.

"Regarding the tdenttficatton and labelling of toxte and hazardous 
substances." Adds new Art. 17 ("Hazardous Chemicals Right to Know Act") to 
GS Ch. 130A, setting out responsibilities of employers with hazardous substances © 
in the workplace and the rights of employees and the community to be informed. 

Employer responsibility: Requires all employers (defined as anyone == 
including state and local governments -- engaged in business who has employees, 
excluding an individual whose only employees are domestic workers or casual 
laborers hired to work at the individual's residence) to comply with 
13 NCAC 7C.0101(98) and to make specified information available to employees, 
to give required training to employees assigned to work with hazardous substances, 
and to provide information to employees and the community. 

Requires employers to submit to local fire dep't a completed hazardous 
substance survey, updated annually and to maintain a material safety data sheet 
for each substance. Also, requires employers to keep current with the respon- 
sible fire chief the name and phone number (and a backup) of someone on call 
24 hours a day to assist in the location and identification of hazardous substances 
on the premises in.event of an emergency. If the employer's building has more 
than 5,000 square feet, the employer must keep on the exterior of the building 
within 50 feet of the entrance a fireproof lockbox clearly designated containing 
a copy of the hazardous substances survey for the location. Sets out requirements 
for labelling containers of hazardous substances. 

Sets out special provisions for withholding hazardous substance trade 

secrets (defined as information known only to employer and certain others, used 
in trade and giving the employer a competitive advantage or pertaining to 
national security). Sets out standards for Dep't of Labor to determine whether | 
a substance is.a hazardous substance trade secret and for appeal of the determina-@ 
tion. Requires divulgence of secret information in certain emergency situations. 

Employee rights. Provides that an employee may request the chemical 
names and material safety data sheet for any unlabelled container that he 
reasonably and in good faith suspects contains a hazardous substance. If the 
employer fails to provide the information within five working days, the employee 
may refuse to work with the substance. Employee may file a complaint of 
violations of the article within 30 days of alleged violation with Comm'r of Labor. 
Employer may not discharge or discriminate in any other way against complaining 
employee. 





Community rights. Any person in NC may request from local fire dep't 

any information included in employer's hazardous substances survey and material 

safety data sheets. Request is to be kept confidential as to name and address  ~

Enforcement. Complaints of violations may be filed by emergency 

response agencies, gov't agencies and any party entitled to information. Com- 

plaints must be in writing. Identity of complainant is: not to be disclosed. 

Comm'r of Labor is to investigate complaints "to the extent the Commissioner deems — 

appropriate." If the Comm'r determines there is a violation, he is to bring an 

action in district court or issue citation. Superior court given jurisdiction to 

restrain violations and order relief including rehiring or reinstatement of the 

former employee to the former position with back pay.

(d) the type of operation involved; (e) the location of the excavation or demo- 
lition; and (f) whether explosives are to be used. Imposes duty upon excavator 
or demolisher to avoid damage and minimize interference with utilities, to 
maintain clearance between construction equipment and the utility, and to provide 
support for underground utilities by backfilling and using other methods, as 
reasonably required. Provides that compliance does not affect legal responsi- 
bility for actions taken. 

Duty.of person financially responsible for work: Requires person 
financially responsible to. provide to person doing work the names of all under- 
ground utility owners in. area of proposed work as obtained from county register 
of deeds. 

Exemptions: Exempts (a) the tilling of soil for agricultural purposes; 
(b) excavation by utility owner, state, or a political subdivision of state (or 
one of their contractors) on or within easement or area owned or controlled by 
one of them if the facilities of other parties are not allowed and all the persons 
having an interest in the.property have agreed in writing to provide equivalent 
notification; (c) the replacement of poles if new pole is within three feet of 
original pole (except for intersection poles and permanently marked transmission 
underground utility crossings); and (d) emergency work needed to continue the 
operation of a major industrial plant in order to assure continuity of service 
if no, explosives are ‘required and notice is given as soon as is reasonably possible. 

gybltility owners' association: Associations providing for mutual receipt 

and notification in defined geographical areas are required to record with register 
pot. deeds. pos, each county in which participating owners have underground utilities 
a document providing the address and phone number of association, a description 
of the geographical area served oe it, and a list of names and addresses of each 
utility. owner. 

aoe . Duties cia utilities owners: Utility owner or association notified of 
proposed. work must supply to person responsible for work information concerning 
the location. and. description of vulnerable utilities and their markers. Informa- 
tion: must be provided at least one day in advance of work unless another period 

is provided by agreement between parties. If response is.not provided, person 
conducting, work is free to proceed as if no utilities endangered and assumes no 
liability if utilities damaged. Each utility owner must record in register of 
deeds office for each county where underground utilities located document 
including name of each city or township where utilities located, name of operator, 
and name of. person designated to receive notice. Recording by association satis- 
fies recording requirements for utility owner members. Requires utility owner to 
use listed color codes where utility locations marked with stakes or other 


physical means.

(2) A person who 
is 16 or 17 and who sells or delivers a controlled substance to a minor younger 
than 13 is punishable as a Class J felon and must receive a sentence of at least 
1 year and may not be placed on probation or have the sentence suspended. Such 
person may not be sentenced as a committed youthful offender if he has previously 
been convicted of a controlled substance offense. (3) A person who sells or 
delivers a controlled substance to a minor who is at least 13 and who in turn 
sells or delivers the same substance to a minor younger than 13 is punishable 

as if he had sold the controlled substance directly to that minor. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1985, and applies to offenses commited on or after that date. 


H 375 #£=Veto power granted to Governor-2 CONSTITUTION 
Introducer: Craven Sent to Constitution 


"To give the people of North Carolina the right to vote on a constitu- 
ttonal amendment providing for a gubernatorial veto." Rewrites Art. II, Sec. 2 
of NC Constitution ("Action on Bills"). Provides that in order for a bill 
proposing a new or revised Constitution or amendments to the current Constitution 
to be submitted to the voters of the state, the bill must have been read three 
times in each house and signed by the presiding officers of both houses, but 
that all other bills must be read three times in each house and signed by the 
presiding officers of both houses before being presented to the Governor. If 
the Governor approves, he must sign the bill. If not, he must return it with 
his objections to the house in which it originated. Objections must be entered 
in that house's journal and the house must reconsider it. If after reconsideration 
three-fifths of that house's membership agree to pass it, the bill must be sent 
to the other house where it must be reconsidered. If second house approves by 
three-fifths vote, the bill becomes law. The votes of both houses must be 
determined by roll call and results entered in each house's journal. 

Pocket Veto: Any bill having passed both houses becomes law unless 


the Governor returns it to house of origin within 10 days after its presentation 


to him. If the adjournment of the General Assembly prevents its return, it 
shall not become law without Governor's approval. 

Item Veto: If bill includes several appropriations, Governor may object 
to one or more items while approving rest. Objections appended to signed bill 
preclude provisions subject to objections from becoming effective. Procedures 
for reconsidering items subject to Governor's objection similar to that for bills 
vetoed in whole. For purposes of returning vetoed bills, the General Assembly 
is deemed to be in session continuously until sine die adjournment. 

All orders and resolutions for which concurrence of both houses required 
(except concerning adjournment and internal and administrative matters of each 
house) must be presented to Governor and are subject to these provisions. 

Constitutional amendment must be submitted to state voters at statewide 
general election to be held in November, 1986, as per election laws then in 
effect. If majority of voters vote in favor of amendment, the State Board of 
Elections must certify amendment to Sec'y of State, who shall enroll the amend 
ment.

Introducer: Clark | Sent to Judiciary l 


"To be known as the North keg Condomintum Act as recommended 
by the General Statutes Commission." Adds new GS Ch. 47C to provide a com- 
prehensive revision of the state's condominium law.. 

General Provisions: Applies to all condominiums created in NC 
after effective date (Jan. 1, 1986). Certain sections apply to condominiums 
created before effective date with respect to events and circumstances — 
occurring after effective date, but do not invalidate existing provisions of 
declarations, , bylaws, or. plats. or plans. Does not apply to developments or: 
units located outside state, but public offering statement provisions generally 
apply to disposition contracts signed in state. Current GS Ch. 47A (Unit Owner- 
ship Act) does not apply to condos created after effective date, nor does it 
invalidate amendments to declarations, bylaws, plats, and plans created Wipes 
to effective date if amendments wee be et oe by this act. : 

Definitions: Defines "condominium" as real estate, portions of 
which are designated for separate ownership and the remainder of which are 
designated for common ownership solely by owners of those portions, and in 
which the undivided interests in the common elements are vested in the unit 
owners. Defines "offering" as any advertisement, inducement, soliciatation, 
or attempt to encourage any person to acquire any interest in a unit, other 
than as security. But a newspaper or magazine ad or broadcast to sell a 
condo not located in this state is not an offering if the ad indicates ‘that 
an offering may be made only in compliance with the law of state where a eB 
located. wa md

Variation: Except as provided, provisions of act may not be varied 
by the declaration or bylaws or by agreement although rights created under it 
may be waived in writing. . : 
Titles and Taxation: If there is any unit owner sivee“than decree 
each unit must be separately taxed and assessed.

Provides for the determination 
of unit boundaries and the construction and validity of declaration and bylaws. 
Lists required contents of a declaration including certain descriptions of — 
development rights and special declarant rights reserved by declarant. Provides 
for the recordation of any lease (or memo) that may terminate the condo or reduce 
its size and requires declaration for leasehold condos to provide certain inform- 
ation. Requires the declaration to include allocation of common element and 
expenses, and votes in the association to each unit and their reallocation. Once © 
limited common elements are allocated, allocation ee not be altered MESeI RA: 
unanimous consent of unit owners. Me 
Provides for filing of condo plat or plan in office of register DE deeneue 
and requires certain items of information to be shown on it. Plat may show 
contemplated improvements within project. If shown, improvement must be 
labeled 'MUST BE BUILT' or 'NEED NOT BE BUILT'. 
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Provides for the exercise of development rights by declarant and the 
reallocation of interests among units. Subject to provisions of declaration, 
allows certain alteration of units, but exterior appearance of unit may not 
be changed without association permission. Subject to declaration, provides 
for reallocation of boundaries between or subdivision of units upon application 
to association. Establishes an easement of encroachment to extent any unit 
or common element encroaches on any other unit or common element: such easements 
established with respect to condos created prior to effective date of act unless 
"action asserting otherwise" is brought within six months of date. 

With certain exceptions, provides that declaration may be amended only 
with consent of unit owners holding at least 67% of association votes, or any 


larger majority specified in declaration. Declaration may specify smaller number 


if units are exclusively nonresidential. Challenges to the amendment of a 
declaration must be brought within one year. Condo may be terminated only by 


agreement of unit owners holding at least 80% of association votes, or any larger 
majority specified in declaration, unless units are nonresidential. Provides for 


termination, merger, and consolidation of condo, and powers of a master association. 
Management of the Condo: Units owners' association must be organized 
no later than the date first unit conveyed; form may be that of a profit or non 


_ profit corporation or as unincorporated association. Grants association various 
_ powers, including power to impose charges for late payment of assessments, and, 
after providing notice and opportunity to be heard, may levy fines up to $150 


for violation of declaration, bylaws, and rules. Declaration may not impose 
limitations on association's powers to deal with declarant that are more restrictive 
than limitations imposed on power to deal with "other persons." Executive board 


_ members and officers required to exercise good faith and (i) if appointed by 
_ declarant, the care required of fiduciaries and (ii) if elected by unit owners, 


ordinary and reasonable care. Regardless of period provided in declaration, 
period of declarant control terminates no later than the earlier of (i) 60 days 
after conveyance of 67% of units to unit owners; (ii) two years after all 
declarants have ceased to offer units for sale in ordinary course of business; 


or (iii) two years after any development right to add new units was last exercised. 


Provides for transition to unit owner control and for transfer of special declarant 


rights. Allows association to terminate without penalty after 90 days notice 


certain contracts and leases with declarant entered into by or on behalf of 


association before association's elected executive board assumed office. 


If unit owner damages common element or association damages unit in 


amount less than $500, ass'n bylaws may provide for adjudicatory panel to hear 


matter. Panel may assess liability for each incident in amount up to $500. Quorum

Not later than date of first conveyance of a unit to person other than 
declarant, association must maintain "to extent available" liability and property 


insurance on common elements in amount after deductibles of not less than 80% of 


replacement cost of property at time of insurance purchase. If insurance not 
"reasonably available," association must notify each unit owner of that fact. 
Policy for liability must provide that insurer waives right of subrogation against 


any unit owner and that each unit owner is insured person with respect to liability 
arising out of his interest in common elements or ass'n. Insurance proceeds must 
be held in trust for unit owners and lienholders as their interests may appear. 


SLO: 


Any portion of condo for which insurance required that is damaged or destroyed 
must be repaired or replaced promptly unless (i) condo terminated; (ii) repair 
or replacement would be illegal under state or local law; or (iii) unit owners 
decide not to rebuild by 80% vote, including unanimous consent of owners of 
units not to be rebuilt. 

Provides for assessment of common expenses. Past due installments 
bear interest at rate not to exceed 18% interest. Assessments remaining unpaid 
for period of 30 days constitute lien when recorded in manner required for 
mechanics' and materialmen's liens. Lien is prior to all liens except prior- 
recorded liens and liens for real estate taxes and other governmental assessments, 
but does not affect priority of mechanics’ or materialmen's liens. Unpaid assess-— 
ment lien extinguished unless proceedings brought to enforce it instituted within — 
three years. Judgment for money against ass'n if docketed is lien in favor of 
lienholder against all of the units in condo at time judgment entered. However, 
if ass'n grants security interest in common elements to creditor, holder must 
exercise right against common elements before judgment lien on any unit may be 
enforced.

Purchaser has absolute right to cancel purchase contract eet three 
days after execution. Also, before conveyance, 15 day cancellation period mentioned 
above applies. 

If offering statement required, deposits made in connection with sale 
or reservation of unit must be deposited in a trust or escrow account and must 
remain there as long as purchaser of unit entitled to cancel. Payments so held 
deemed to belong to purchaser. 

Declarant and real estate salesmen impliedly warrant that (1) unit is 
in at least as good a condition at time of conveyance or delivery of possession

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CRIMINAL CODE REVISION 


This.240-page bill represents the recommendations of the Criminal Code 
Revision Study Committee for a wholesale revision of the state's substantive 
criminal law, to take effect January 1, 1988. The study committee's proposal 


is a reworking of the product of the Criminal. Code Commission, which had been 


introduced ‘as H 1338 in the 1983 regular session. The Code would replace most 
of the: criminal statutes in G.S. Chapter 14, selected offenses elsewhere. in 
the General Statutes that are superseded by the Code, and all common law 


« offenses. The drug-law provisions are left in G.S. Chapter 90; and certain 


controversial provisions were left unchanged in G.S. Chapter 14, namely ones 
on abortion, crime against nature, theft of cablevision services, and bingo 
and raffles. Generally the style of the new Code is to substitute for 
specific statutes dealing with different forms of the same kinds of conduct a 
more general crime that encompasses all forms of that conduct. For example, 
many different forms of taking another's property--larceny, receiving stolen 
goods, embezzlement, false pretenses, etc.--would be consolidated into the 
crime of theft. Each of those kinds of taking would be theft and the specific 
charge would no longer depend on how the taking was accomplished, though the 
degree of the offense would still depend on the amount or kind of property 
taken and other factors similar to those used in present law. Similarly, 
specific statutes prohibiting particular kinds of fraud against the 
government-—-food stamp fraud, welfare fraud, fradulent applications for 
licenses--are consolidated fave a single offense of obtaining a public benefit 
by fraud. Many outdated statutes--the misdemeanor of marathon dancing, for 
example--are repealed by not being carried forward in the new Code. 

The Code codifies various matters of criminal law that presently are 
dealt with only in case law, including defenses to crimes, burden of proof for 
defenses, states of mind required for conviction, and offenses such as 
conspiracy, solicitation, and attempt. Common law defenses not addressed by 
the Code would remain available. 

Included in the Code is a new schedule of punishments (see Article 5), 
although the present presumptive sentencing procedures would remain in effect. 

Below is an article-by-article description of the new Chapter 14A which 
is the essence of the new Code. Because of the extensive nature of the 
revision, this summary can state only in a general way the effect of the new 
Code. Missing article numbers indicate articles that have been reserved for 
future use. 

Article 1. Preliminary Provisions. Provides for Code to take effect 
January 1, 1988. Conduct unlawful and committed before the effective date may 
be prosecuted after that date under the old law if the conduct still would be 
unlawful under the Code. Code defenses and provisions reducing punishment 
would apply to such prosecutions. 

Generally continues present division between felonies and misdemeanors, 
but adds new category of offenses called infractions, punishable only by 
fine. “Offenses” include all three categories; "crimes" include only felonies 
and misdemeanors. 

Abolishes common law crimes but retains common law presumptions unless 
Same subject is addressed by Code. 

Convictions before effective date of Code remain applicable in 
determining whether an offense is a repeat offense and in determing legal 
disabilities and other issues that depend upon prior convictions. 

Article 2. Definitions. Lists all defined terms used in Code. Terms 
sed frequently throughout Code are defined here; terms used in only one or 
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two articles are defined in those articles with a cross-reference in this 
list. 

Article 3. Culpability and Causation. States general requirement that 
defendant must commit a voluntary act; also defines when failure to act may be 
basis for prosecution. Sets out meanings for four standardized criminal 
states of mind used in Code in order of culpability: intentionally, 
knowingly, wantonly, and recklessly. If offense fails to specify the state of 
mind’ required for conviction, State must prove that defendant acted wantonly. 

Article 4. Vicarious Liability for Offenses. Provides that person is 
liable for crime committed by another when: (1) he causes the other person 
unknowingly to commit the offense; (2) the other person is a co-conspirator 
and the offense is a probable consequence of the conspiracy; (3) he solicits 
or induces other person to commit the offense; or (4) he aids the other person 
during the offense. Defenses include giving warning to prevent offense, 
withdrawing with notice to known co-conspirators, and withdrawing for such a 
time that others should have known. 

Sets liability of organization for acts of its agents, generally 
requiring that the offense be by the board of directors, by a person who has 
control of the organization or responsibility over policy and is acting within 
that control or authority, or by a person that the criminal statute specifies 
as one who acts in behalf of the organization. Person who has duty to act for 
organization is liable for organization's failure to carry out duty imposed by 
law, and person with supervisory responsibility may be held liable if his 
reckless default causes the organization to commit the offense. 

Article 5. Classification of Offenses. Sets following classes of 
felonies defined by maximum punishment: capital, life-imprisonment, 50-year, 
40-year, 30-year, 20-year, 15-year, 10-year, 5-year, and 3-year. A capital 
felony is punishable by death or life imprisonment; a life-imprisonment felony 
is punishable by life imprisonment or a term of years up to 50 years. All 
felonies from 50-year felony down are also punishable by a fine in the 
discretion of the court. Presumptive sentence set at 30% of the maximum 
except for the 3-year felony, which carries a l-year presumptive term. Sets 
four classes of misdemeanors: 2-year, l-year, 6-month, and 30-day, with 
maximum fines set at $5,000, $2,500, $1,000, and $500, respectively, for 
individuals and double these amounts for organizations. Infractions carry 
maximum fine of $250 for an individual and $500 for an organization. Local 
ordinance violation punished as infraction unless ordinance provides 
otherwise, in which case punishment is a 30-day misdemeanor. Permits 
increased fine up to twice defendant's gain if there is no identifiable victim 
or, if defendant is organization, up to twice victim's loss not subject to 
restitution. Concurrent amendment of G.S. Chapter 15A sets 20-year minimum on 
parole eligibilityy for all life-imprisonment sentences. 

_ Article 6. Disqualification upon Conviction. Specifies loss of public 
office and disqualification from voting for person convicted of felony. 
Permits licensing authority to list offenses resulting in automatic 
disqualifications from occupational license. This occupational 
disqualification limited to two years for misdemeanors and to two years after 
citizenship restored when felony involved. All disqualifications generally 
take effect when no right to appeal remains. Subsequent collateral reversal 
of conviction requires restoration of person to previous status to extent 
feasible, but office holder is not entitled to be returned to office if 
sucessor has been chosen. 

Article 7. Forfeiture. Lists kinds of property subject to forfeiture 
for use in connection with crime, including unlawfully possessed gambling 
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equipment, liquor, dangerous weapons, unstamped cigarettes, game and fish, 
obscene material, and burglars' tools and other implements of felony; 
conveyances used to transport five gallons or more of nontaxpaid alcoholic 
beverages, for unlawful racing, to transport unstamped cigarettes, to 
transport game and fish taken in violation of certain wildlife statutes, to 
transport or conceal stolen property in first degree theft cases, and in the 
commission of robbery or felonious theft; weapons used to commit Code offenses 
and major game law offenses; cruelly treated animals; and proceeds of crime. 
Drug forfeiture provisions remain in G.S. Chapter 90. Property other than 
contraband is not subject to forfeiture, however, if defendant is acquitted of 
criminal charges. Procedure for forfeiture for all items is specified in new 
Art. 13 of G.S. Chapter 15A. That procedure goes beyond present statutes in 
specifying that the action is a civil in rem action, that the standard of 
proof is a preponderance of the evidence, that the district attorney may 
permit the school board attorney to represent the State, that certain kinds of 
property (marijuana, nontaxpaid liquor, and similar contraband) may be 
destroyed before the forfeiture proceeding if not needed as evidence, that 
notice (method specified) is required to all persons with interest in the 
property, that the forfeiture proceeding follows the criminal trial if the 
possessor of the property is available for trial, that action may be taken 
directly against the property if the possessor is unavailable, that the judge 
has discretion to not order forfeiture, that all sale proceeds go to county 
school fund, and that the agency seizing the property is responsible for the 
costs of Ei ee. which may be reimbursed from the sale proceeds. 

Article 10. Limitations on Multiple Prosecution. Codifies a defense of 
former jeopardy, specifying when prejudicial jeopardy occurs and what kind of 
offense is closely enough related to trigger defense. Sets out rules for 
determining what is lesser included offense for purposes of charging and 
sentencing. Provides for defense of collateral estoppel. 

Article ll. Application and Scope of Bars and Defenses. Specifies that 
all defenses are either Category S (State) or D (Defendant). Defense is 
raised by evidence of either party or by calling court's attention to matters 
of record or judicial notice. Category S defense, once raised, requires State 
to disprove defense beyond a reasonable doubt. Category D (similar to present 
affirmative defense), once raised, requires proof by defendant to satisfaction of 
jury. If statute or case law fails to categorize defense, it is Category S. 

Article 12. Time Limitations on Prosecution. Keeps statute of 
limitation for misdemeanor at two years, adds 10-year statute of limitation 
for felonies other than capital, life-imprisonment, and 50-year felonies (for 
which no limit applies), and adds one-year limitation for infractions. 
Provides that time begins running when offense is reasonably discoverable. 
Prosecution commences for both felonies and misdemeanors when either pleading 
or criminal process other than citation is issued. If timely charge is 
dismissed for pleading defect, new prosecution may be commenced within 30 days 
regardless of expiration of period of limitation. Expiration of period of 
limitation is Category S defense that must be raised before end of arraignment 
unless expiration is not apparent on face of pleading. Failure to raise 
defense in district court does not bar its use in superior court at trial de 
novo, and failure to raise defense does not waive its use if defendent was 
without counsel and judge did not explain defense. 

Article 13. Defenses Establishing Justification or Excuse. Establishes 
following fategory S defenses (see Art. 11 for explanation of Category S): 
exercise of public authority (but defense of executing court process not 
available if process is defective and defendant recklessly contributed to 
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defect); self-defense for crime other than homicide (but self-defense is 
available as defense to charge of resisting arrest only if arrest was unlawful 
and officer knew or should have known it was, or if person reasonably believed 
that other was not officer, or if officer used clearly unreasonable force); 
defense of another; and use of nondeadly force to protect premises or 
property. 

Establishes following Catagory D defenses (see Art. 11 for explanation of 
Category D): duress (available as defense to intentional killing in certain 
circumstances); necessity (when offense committed to avoid greater harm); 
physical incapability (as defense to crime of failing to act); self-defense 
for homicide; preventing another person from committing suicide or otherwise 
harming self; use of deadly force to protect premises or property (when other 
person was entering dwelling feloniously and deadly force reasonably believed 
needed to prevent death or serious bodily injury; or other person was 
apparently endangering life by committing certain named offenses or was using 
deadly force); claim or right (good faith belief that defendant was entitled 
to property); and use of force by person in authority (parent, educator, 
guardian of incompetent, health care personnel, custodian of prisoner, and 
others responsible for maintaining order). Civil privileges are, in general, 
Category D defenses to property crime. 

Overall limits prohibit use of power to endanger innocent persons, and 
force may only be used when necessary and not excessive. When defense permits 


‘use of force, but jury determines that the force used is excessive, the 


justification for using force may still mitigate punishment for offense by one 
class. 


Article 14. Defenses Establishing Lack of Culpability. Establishes 


Category D defenses of entrapment, reliance on official written statement of 
law, and nonpublication of ordinance or rule making conduct unlawful 
(otherwise ignorance of law is not a defense). Retains predisposition of 


defendant as basis for entrapment offense. Consent is defense for offense 


within Code only if specifically stated to be so, but remains available for 


offenses outside the Code if consent is a common law defense. 


Article 15. Insanity. Continues presumption of sanity and Category D 


defense of insanity using M'Naughten test, and adds verdict of guilty but 


mentally ill (meaning that defendant at time of offense was aware of nature 
and quality of act and that it was wrong, but because of mental disease or 
defect was unable to conform his conduct to law). New provisions added to 
Chapter 15A provide that in capital cases the defendant found guilty but 


/ mentally ill receives life imprisonment. In all cases, defendant to be 


sentenced to imprisonment to be initially sentenced to mental health facility 
if still suffering mental disease or defect; sets out procedure for evaluation 
for commitment to mental institution. Before release from mental institution, 
hearing is held to determine whether defendant should be transferred to prison 
to complete the remainder of the term; any minimum term of imprisonment must 
be served, but judge otherwise has power to reduce sentence. If defendant is 
still in mental institution when term of sentence is about to expire, clerk 
must schedule hearing on involuntary commitment under mental health laws. 
Article 16. Attempt, Conspiracy and Other General Offenses. Codifies 
crimes of attempt (punishable one class lower than crime attempted), 
facilitation (new offense of providing substantial aid, if offense is in 


-factcommitted by person using aid--punishable two classes lower than principal 


crime), solicitation (two classes lower), and conspiracy (with requirement of 
an overt act--punishable one class lower). Attempt, facilitation, and 
solicitation are criminal only if principal crime is felony or 2-year 
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misdemeanor; conspiracy must be to commit crime (not infraction). Adds 
defense of abandonment for attempt, solicitation, and conspiracy, if defendant 
prevents principal crime. Adds 2-year misdemeanor of possessing instruments 
of committing felony (a replacement of present felony of possessing burglars' 
tools). 

Article 21. Homicide. Generally follows present law as to first and 
second degree murder, but adds second degree felony murder for killing in 
course of 20-year felony or greater (punishable as a 40-year felony). For 
first degree felony-murder, requires that the killing be committed by 
defendant or accomplice or by third person who kills a nonperpetrator; for 
second degree felony murder, defendant or accomplice must cause death by 
direct action (ruling out death caused by officer or shop keeper, for 
example). Provides for diminished second degree murder (punishable as a 20- 
year felony) when defendant was under influence of serious mental disease or 
defect or extreme emotional disturbance (burden on defendant to mitigate 
charge of second degree murder). Adds manslaughter during felony if defendant 
or accomplice causes death during the commission of a felony (punishable as a 
20-year felony). Offenses giving rise to involuntary manslaughter listed in 
statute. Present death by vehicle replaced with reckless homicide, which 
applies to gross negligence causing death or violation of the motor vehicle 
law (punishable as a 2-year misdemeanor). Punishments not specified above 
remain substantially the same as under present law. 

Article 22. Assault. Replaces existing assult, maiming, and related © 
offenses with four degrees of aggravated assault and three degrees of simple 
assault. Degrees determined by nature of injury (serious bodily injury, for 
example), person injured (officer, child, pregnant woman, handicapped person, 
etc.), means of assault (firearm, torture, etc.), and defendant's state of 
mind. All crimes of asault under article are defined as completed batteries, 
but under Article 16 attempted assaults would be punished one grade less (if 
assault a 2-year misdemeanor or more). 

Article 23. Threats and Endangerment to Persons. Codifies essentially 
new offenses intended to cover situations in which victim is not physically 
harmed but is terrorized, threatened, or endangered. Covers situations such 
as threat on governor, bomb threat, threat of assault, recklessly discharging 
firearm, pointing loaded gun, tampering with Halloween candy, and leaving 
dangerous conditions exposed. 

Article 24. Sex Offenses. Retains the essence of present law, but 
consolidates the crimes of first and second degree sexual offense into the 
crimes of first and second degree rape. Omits specification of punishment for 
attempted rapes, but effect of general provisions of Article 16 of Code will 
raise the penalty for attempts. Broadens the spousal defense to cover persons 
living together in a relationship equivalent to marriage, and adds a defense 
to sexual intrusion if the act was done for accepted medical purposes. Adds 
crime of voyeurism—--peeping secretly into room with intent to invade the 
occupant's legitimate expectation of privacy (punishable as a 2-year 
misdemeanor). 

Article 25. Kidnapping and Related Offenses. Generally follows present 
law on kidnapping, but adds higher level offense if victim not found alive. 
Adds offense of felonious restraint when defendant restrains the victim so as 
to cause risk but is not shown to have one of the purposes needed for 
kidnapping offenses (punishable as a 5-year felony). Adds offense of unlawful 
imprisonment similar to common law false imprisonment (6-month misdemeanor). 
Adds 3-year felony of representing self as kidnapper (cannot be convicted of 
both that and kidnapping, however). Retains offenses of involuntary servitude 
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and failure to report involuntary servitude. Retains felony of taking child 
from North Carolina in violation of custody order, and adds 2-year misdemeanor 
of taking or keeping child in violation of custody order. 

_ Article 31. Property Damage. Replaces arson, burning, bombing, and 
other offenses relating to destruction of both personal and real property with 
five degrees of property damage. Degrees determined by kind of property 
damaged (dwelling, public utility, etc.), means of damaging (destructive 
force, etc.), and extent of damage. Creates higher level littering offense 
when litter is particularly offensive or difficult to remove or substantially 

interferes with the use of the property. 
Article 32. Burglary and Other Intrusions. Revises burglary offenses to 
have three degrees depend on whether building is a dwelling, whether it is 
occupied, whether defendant intends to commit felony, and whether defendant is 
armed; nighttime is no longer an essential element of burglary, but remains an 
aggravating element if dwelling entered. Retains offenses of unlawful entry 
into building and unlawful entering into conveyance. Similarly establishes 
degrees of trespass depending on security of premises and prior notice not to 
_intrude. Retains simplified safecracking felony. 

Article 33. Robbery. Codifies forcible takings from person as robbery, 
divided into three degrees--first degree involves use or threatened use of 
firearm, attempt to kill, or inflicting serious injury; second degree involves 
use or threatened use of weapon; third degree is other forcible takings. 
Provides a Category D defense to first and second degree if defendant did not 
actually have weapon. 

Article 34. Theft. Replaces larceny, receiving and possessing stolen 
_ property, embezzlement, and false pretenses with offenses of theft (for 
property), misappropriation of services, and misappropriation of 


“ information. Three degrees of theft depend on how property taken (from 


person, by breaking and entering, etc.), kind of property taken (firearm, 
wills, etc.), and value of property. Adds new offense of dealing in stolen 
property aimed at professional fence. Replaces joy riding and similar 
statutes with two degrees of more general offense of misuse of another's 
personal property (degrees based on value of property). Adds two degrees of 


misappropriation of services and misappropriation of information. Retains 





equivalents of present offenses of shoplifting, dealing in property with 
altered identification mark, and altering vehicle identification. Adds 
crimes of tampering with computer or computer program and gaining unlawful 
computer access. 

Article 35. Forgery, Counterfeiting, and Worthless Check Offenses. 
Establishes two degrees of forging written instruments (with the forgery crime 
“covering forgery and uttering) and new offenses to cover forgery and uttering 
of other objects of value, such as art work. Sets out offense of 
falsification of transcript or diploma. Continues vending machine fraud and 
several degrees of worthless check offenses following same pattern as present 
law, including evidentiary provisions. 

Article 36. Fraud and Business Offenses. Includes offenses of fraud 
against government (welfare and food stamp fraud, fraudulently obtaining 
license, false worker's compensation claims, etc.), commercial fraud 
(bidrigging, false insurance claims, practicing profession without license, 
selling adulterated goods, credit card fraud, etc.), false advertising, 
falsifying credit information, rigging public contests, academic fraud, and 
commercial bribery. 
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Article 37. Extortion. Combines present offenses of extortion and 
blackmail into single crime of extortion, divided into degrees depending on 
value and kinds of property obtained. 

Article 41. Bribery, Corrupt Influence, and Intimidation. Continues 
offense of bribery of public official, extended to other governmental 
employees. Continues present offense of official self-dealing. Adds new 
offenses regulating acceptance of gifts by public officers, prohibiting 
improper use of confidential official information by governmental employees 
and former employees, and prohibiting coercion of governmental employee to 
take improper action. 

Article 42. Perjury and Other Falsifications. Codifies crime of perjury 
applicable to all governmental proceedings and to statements outside such 
proceedings if given under oath for use in proceeding. Includes misdemeanor 
of giving any false statement under oath. For all perjury offenses, 
conviction requires more than single witness' contradiction of defendant. 

Article 43. Obstruction of Public Administration and Justice. Includes 
offenses of interfering with governmental operations, aiding criminals 
(equivalent to accessory after the fact--punishable two classes lower than 
principal crime), compounding a felony, improperly influencing witnesses and 
jurors and eavesdropping on jurors, tampering with evidence and with 
governmental records, false reports to authorities, impersonating officers, 
demonstrating to influence judicial proceeding, and obstructing fire control. 

Article 44. Escape and Other Offenses Related to Custody. Establishes - 
three degrees of escape based on whether weapon used, whether injury 
inflicted, whether property damaged, whether there have been previous escapes, 
and similar factors. Codifies the prompt surrender requirement when defense 
of necessity raised to escape. Grants 24-hour grace period for failure to 
return from unsupervised leave. Establishes three degrees of providing prison 
contraband based on kind of contraband (drugs, weapon, money, etc.) 
supplied. Broadens escape to include escape from officer's custody as well as 
from prison or jail. Provides separate 6-month misdemeanor of resisting 
arrest (no longer merged with offense of interfering with officers; compare 
new offense of interfering with governmental operations in Article 43). 

Article 45. Abuse of Official Authority. Adds offense if public servant 
knowingly subjects person to unlawful arrest, search, or other infringement of 
rights. 

Article 46. Riot, Disorderly Conduct, and Related Offenses. Retains and 
recodifies present law on riots and disorderly conduct, but transfers 
administrative provisions (declaration of emergency, etc.) to G.S. 

Chapter 166A. Also retains present offense of drunk and disruptive public 
behavior. Modifies law on harassing telephone calls. Establishes offenses of 
obstructing highways and other public passages (now, partly in G.S. Chapter 
136), violation of privacy by electronic surveillance equipment (now, covers 
only wire tapping), desecrating public monuments and places of worship, and 
abusing corpse. 

Article 47. Obscenity. Wholly rewrites obscenity offenses, with 
emphasis on offenses related to children, such as disseminating obscene or 
sexually explicit material to child under 16, showing obscene or sexually 
explicit performance to such child, and using child in producing such 
material. Establishes defenses for parents, teachers, physicians, and related 
professionals acting in course of job. Offenses with adults as victims 
Include broadcasting or displaying sexually explicit material to unwilling 
audience, furnishing obscene material for monetary gain, engaging in or 
depicting sexual activity in live show. Retains offense of promoting sexually 
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explicit performance by child and the law on operating more than one sex shop 
(massage parlor, peep show, sex paraphernalia store, movie, bookstore) in 
single building, structure, or facility. Also retains indecent exposure 
offense. Deletes provision requiring adversary haring before commencement of 
prosecution. 

Article 48. Gambling. Retains present offense of gambling and adds 
offenses with higher punishment for person who organizes, promotes, or profits 
from gambling other than as a participant. Includes in gambling betting on 
game of skill in which defendant is participating as player or in other role 
able to affect outcome. Retains offenses of possessing gambling equipment and 
participating in chain scheme. Provides defense for engaging in bingo or a 


raffle in accordance with G.S. 14-309.5 through 14-309.14. 


Article 50. Weapons, Explosives, and Dangerous Substance Offenses. 


Continues crimes of carrying concealed weapon (with defense when weapon is 
work tool other than firearm); possessing weapon at school, premises where 
alcohol consumed, certain state property, courtroom, parade, etc.; furnishing 
weapon to minor; possessing of handgun by felon (rewriting offense more 
broadly to conform to federal law--will cover felonies and misdemeanors 
involving a firearm or explosive); possession of destructive device; 
transferring handgun without permit; selling or using fireworks; brandishing 
weapon in public (now, common law offense of going about armed); discharging 
and failing to safeguard explosives; selling explosives without permit; and 


failing to record handgun sales. 


Article 51. Prostitution. Continues present offense of prostitution 
applicable to all participants, and adds offenses with higher punishment for 
person using child for prostitution or operating prostitution business. Also 
adds offense of failing to stop tenant's use of premises for prostitution, 


with conforming amendment to G.S. Chapter 42 that makes use of premises for 


prostitution a basis for terminating lease. 

Article 52. Protection of Animals. Includes offenses of cruelty and 
neglect of animals, including use for fighting, and includes here an offense 
of leaving poison in area where it might be eaten by animal. 

Article 61. Family Offenses. Continues incest offenses, expanded to 
include sexual activity other than intercourse. Also continues bigamy 
offense. Replaces numerous nonsupport and abandonment offenses, including 
bastardy, with new offense similar to existing law but not depending on 
abandonment. Codifies court authority to order support payments. Continues 
child abuse felony and misdemeanor of neglect which includes mental harm as 
well as physical abuse.

or impounding water on marshlands to improve wildlife habitats. Directs that 

such reappraisals must be made in accordance with the schedule of values adopted

that unsold subdivision lots may be appraised as acreage if more than five acres 
of a subdivided tract remain unsold. (Now, GS 105-287 lists nine specific grounds ~ 
for reappraising real property in a non-revaluation year.)

- year for which they are levied. The monthly rate for each year is to be set by 
November 1 of the preceding year by the Sec'y of Revenue and is to be 1/12th of the 
“annual average interest rate on five-year U.S. Treasury notes for the preceding 
12-month period ending August 31. The Sec'y shall notify each city and county 
tax collector of the rate established by November 15. (6) Amends GS 105-366 to 
provide that the remedies of levy and garnishment may be used only after January 
6 following the September 1 due date, rather than after the due date. Further 
amends GS 105-366 to provide that tax collector may levy on or attach property 
transferred by a corporation to a stockholder or relative of a stockholder. 
Amends GS 105-366(d) to require payment of taxes immediately when a retail or 
wholesale merchant sells or transfers the major part of his goods (now, a 30-day 
grace period is allowed). (7) Amends GS 105-369 to permit tax liens on real 
property to be advertised in the month of February (now, limited to March, April, 
May, and June). (8) Amends GS 105-373(a)(1) to require that tax collector to 
make his report of delinquent taxpayers to the governing board at any time after 
July 1 and before he is charged with taxes for the current fiscal year, rather 
than on the third Monday in June, and amends GS 105-373(a)(3) to require the 
tax collector to make his settlement with the governing board at any time between 
July. 1 and before he is charged with taxes for the current fiscal year, rather 
than on the first Monday in July. (9) Amends GS 105-375 to: (a) add as costs 
a charge of $50 to defray the administrative expenses of an in rem foreclosure;

Fees may be reduced to extent developer installs 
and dedicates capital assets for which fee is used. Facilities fees collected 
are to be placed in separate trust funds and to be spent for community service 
facilities which city provides within six years after collection or within ten 
years if facility is provided by city in conjunction with another unit of govern- 
ment. Requires lawsuit over validity of fee to be filed within 90 days after 
fee collected. 

Authorizes city council to require site plan before issuing building 
permit. 

Amends GS 160A-373 as it applies to Raleigh only to allow city manager 
or delegated city employee to give final approval to subdivision plat. 


a 285 Bald Head Island incorporated BRUNSWICK 
Introducer: Soles Sent to Local Government 


"To tneorporate the Village of Bald Head Island." Incorporates the 
Village of Bald Head Island (Village) with powers of a city under the general 
laws of NC. Provides that the Village operate under the Mayor-Council plan of 
government as set out in Ch. 160A. Provides for 5-member Village Council, with 
Council electing one of its members as mayor each year. The Board-of Directors 
of the Bald Head Association (which consists of each owner of a fee simple 
interest in real property in the Village) appoints 3 Association members to the 
Council. Bald Head Island Limited ("principal developer of Bald Head Island") 
appoints 2 members of the Association to the Council. Provides that starting 
7 years after the incorporation the board of Directors of the Association 
appoints 4 members of the Council and Bald Head Island Limited appoints 1 and 
that starting 14 years after incorporation the Board of Directors of the Associ- 
ation appoints all 5 members of the Council, for staggered 3-year terms. 

Contains restrictions on planning, development, and subdivision of 
land. Permits Council to contract with the Association for certain municipal 
services, and with other governmental entities, individuals, associations, or 
corporations. Authorizes Village to adopt a budget and levy property taxes and 
provides that budget and taxes for fiscal 1984-85 and 1985-86 need not follow 
the schedule of action in the Local Gov't Budget and Fiscal Control Act. Limits 
taxes that may be levied for purposes in GS 160A-209(c) (many municipal services 
including elections, parking, streets, sewage, jails, libraries, police, fire 
protection and many others) to $1.50 per $100 valuation "after taking into 
account the combined cost to property owners of municipal services provided by 
the Village and by the Bald Head Association." Amends GS 18B-101 and -603 (to 
apply to Bald Head Island only) by adding sections for ABC permits for "Off 


Shore Resorts." Effective 10 days after ratification. 
S 221 Wake eminent domain WAKE 
Introducer: Staton Sent to Local Government 


"To authorize Wake County to exerctse the power of emtnent domain 
under G.S. 40A-42(a) to aequire property for publie safety and other facilittes." 
Amends GS 40A-3(b) (purposes for which county may exercise the power of eminent 
domain) and GS 40A-42(a) (vesting of title and right of possession), as they 
apply to Wake County only, as title indicates.

Entitles each retired fireman (whether paid or volunteer) who served 
for at least 20 years and who is at least 55 years old or who has at least 5 years 
service and is disabled, to receive one share of the supplemental benefits for 
each full year of service, but not more than $900 per year.

Ree ABC tax law revision (original bill digested in Bulletin No. 4, 

p. 31; amendment adopted in House 3/11/85 digested in Bulletin

Amendment adopted in Senate 4/12/85 changes definition of unfor- 
tified wine under bill to include wine with alcoholic content produced only 
by natural fermentation or by addition of pure cane, beet, or dextrose 
sugar with maximum 17% alcohol by volume (bill had defined unfortified 
wine to include only such wine between six percent and 17% alcohol by volume). 


H 67 Lock box life insurance policy access (original bill digested in 
Bulletin No. 8, p. 57, amendment adopted in House 2/21/85 digested 
in Bulletin No. 13, p. 86).

ENDANGERED CHILD LEGISLATION 


S 243, introduced in the Senate today, makes numerous changes in the 
North Carolina Juvenile Code and in the termination of parental rights law. 
It adds to the Juvenile Code a new category, “endangered juvenile,” and 
substantially reorganizes and changes provisions relating to dispositions and 
review hearings. Makes the following substantive changes: 


Purpose. Adds new G.S. 7A-516(4) and (5) adding the following as” 
purposes of the Juvenile Code: to provide for services for protection of 
juveniles by means that respect both the right to family autonomy and 
juveniles' needs for safety, continuity, and permanence; and to provide 
standards for the removal, when necessary, of juveniles from their homes and 
their return home consistent with preventing unnecessary or inappropriate 
separation of juveniles from their parents. 


Definitions. Amends G.S. 7A-517(1) and (21) to define an abused or 
the conduct or condition described in the definitions of those terms 
(underlined words added). Rewrites part of G.S. 7A-517(1)c. to provide that 
sexual abuse includes committing, permitting, or encouraging (now, committing 
or allowing) vaginal intercourse, any sexual act, or any offense eae 
public morality and decency provided for in Art. 268 G.S. Ch. 14, by, with, or 
upon a juvenile in in violation of law (underlined provisions Taddeaoe Amends. 
G.S. 7A-517(1)d. to add “non-organic failure to thrive” as one form of 
evidence of serious emotional damage for purposes of emotional -abuse. 


Rewrites G.S. 7A-517(5) to define “caretaker” as any person acting in 
loco parentis to a juvenile, including those presently specified and adding 
any person supervising a juvenile in a child care facility, or a day-care 
facility or plan as defined in G.S. 110-86. (A similar provision now in G.S. 
7A-542 is deleted.) Rewrites definition of "neglected juvenile” in G.S. 
7A-517(21) to make following changes (in addition to change indicated above): 
(1) includes juvenile who does not receive adequate care, or adequate 
supervision, or appropriate discipline (now, proper care, supervision or 
discipline); (2) deletes juvenile who lives in an environment injurious to his 
welfare; (3) adds juvenile who is committing delinquent, criminal, or 
undisciplined acts as a result of encouragement, guidance, indifference, or 
approval of his parent, guardian, custodian, or caretaker; and (4) adds 
juvenile who is at substantial risk of suffering serious emotional damage and 
whose parent, guardian, custodian, or caretaker is unwilling to authorize, 
provide, or participate in needed treatment. 


Adds new G.S. 7A-517(15.1) defining an “endangered juvenile” as one who 

(1) has suffered, or is at substantial risk of suffering, physical harm 
causing (or, if inflicted non-accidentally, creating a substantial risk of 
causing) disfigurement, impairment of bodily functioning, or other serious 
physical injury as a result of conditions created by the failure or inability 
of the parent, guardian, custodian, or caretaker to adequately supervise, care 
for, or protect the juvenile, or inflicted non-accidentally by such person; 
(2) is suffering serious emotional damage caused or allowed by his parent, 
guardian, custodian, or caretaker who is unable or unwilling to authorize, 
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provide, or participate in needed treatment; (3) has been abandoned; (4) has 
been or is at substantial risk of being sexually abused as defined in G.S. 
7A-517(1)c. as amended; (5) needs medical treatment to cure, alleviate, or 
prevent serious physical harm that may result in death, disfigurement, or 
substantial impairment of bodily functions, and whose parent, guardian, etc., 
is unwilling or unable to provide or consent to the treatment; or (6) is 
committing delinquent or criminal acts as a result of encouragement, guidance, 
indifference, or approval of his parent, guardian, etc. 


Jurisdiction, screening, investigations. Adds new G.S. 7A-523(a)(6) 


giving the court exclusive original jurisdiction over proceedings to review 
placements of juveniles in custody of a county social services department or 
licensed child-placing agency when placement results from termination of 
parental rights, relinquishment for adoption, dismissal of an adoption 
proceeding, or a voluntary placement agreement. Adds new G.S. 7A-523(c) 
giving the court jurisdiction over any person who is alleged to have 
obstructed, interfered with, or refused to allow or cooperate in an 
investigation of reported child abuse or neglect that a county social services 
director is required to investigate under G.S. 7A-544. 


Rewrites G.S. 7A-542 to make following changes: (1) requires county 
social services director in every county to establish protective intervention 
(now, services) for juveniles alleged to be abused, neglected, endangered, or 
dependent; (2) requires that services include reasonable efforts to protect 
juveniles in their own homes and to ameliorate circumstances that might 
necessitate removal of juveniles from their homes; (3) requires establishment 
of voluntary services to respond to requests for casework and other services 
relating to improved child care, good parenting, stabilizing family life, and 
remediating circumstances that contribute to abuse, neglect, endangerment, and 
dependency. 


Amends G.S. 7A-544 to (1) require that an investigation of reported child 
abuse or neglect include personal contact with the juvenile; (2) provide 
procedures to be followed when the social services director considers removal 
necessary for the protection of a juvenile he considers to be endangered (now, 
if removal seems necessary for the protection of the juvenile or other 
juveniles in the home); (3) require that a juvenile who is alleged to be 
endangered also be alleged to be abused, neglected, or dependent; (4) require 
that when a juvenile is identified as being endangered, the director offer 
services to address the cause of endangerment without assuming custody of the 
juvenile unless (a) there is physical endangerment, exploitation, or abuse 
against which no adequate control can be supplied, or (b) the juvenile is 
unprotected or uncared for because of a crisis such as illness or desertion; 
and (5) provide that nothing in the section prevents the provision of services 
to any family on a voluntary basis. 


Adds new G.S. 7A-544.1 to (1) authorize the director to file a petition 
naming as respondent any person who obstructs or interferes with, or refuses 
to allow or cooperate in an investigation of reported abuse or neglect; (2) 
authorize court, if it finds by preponderance of the evidence that the person 
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has done one of those things without lawful excuse, to order him to cease or 
perform any action the court finds necessary to enable the director to perform 
the investigation; (3) provide for emergency relief when director believes 
serious, immediate injury or harm to the juvenile is possible (hearing must be 
held within 10 days of motion); and (4) authorize court, for good cause, to 
enter temporary orders necessary to enable director to determine whether a 
juvenile is in need of immediate protection. 


Venue, petition, summons. Amends G.S. 7A-558(b) to allow transfer of 
proceeding to court in district where juvenile resides on motion of any party 
(now, the juvenile). Adds new G.S. 7A-562(b)(3) providing that when clerk's 
office is closed, a magistrate may be authorized by the chief district court 
judge to draw, verify, and issue a petition requested by a director alleging 
the obstruction of, interference with, or refusal to allow or cooperate in a 
required investigation of abuse or neglect. Rewrites G.S. 7A-564 to specify 
the required contents of the summons, including, (1) notice of juvenile's and 
parents' rights to counsel, (2) notice that the parent, if not indigent, may 
be required to pay attorney or guardian ad litem fees if the juvenile is found 
to be endangered, and (3) a paragraph entitled “IMPORTANT NOTICE" explaining 
the nature and possible serious consequences of the juvenile proceeding, 
including the fact that a finding of endangerment may later be used as grounds 
in a separate proceeding to terminate parental rights. 


Temporary and nonsecure custody. Rewrites G.S. 7A-571(3) to provide that 


law enforcement officer or social worker may take juvenile into temporary 
custody without a court order if there are reasonable grounds to believe he is 
endangered and abused, neglected, or dependent, and that he would be injured 
if not taken into custody immediately, and that there are grounds for for issuance 








and to authorize the officer or ET worker to provide an emergency 
caretaker to attend the juvenile at home when the need for temporary custody 
appears to be created solely by the juvenile's being left unattended. 


Adds new G.S. 7A-577(h) requiring that any order for continued nonsecure 
custody of a juvenile alleged to be endangered include findings as to whether 
reasonable efforts have been made to prevent or eliminate the need for 
placement of the juvenile; and providing that the order may provide for 
services or other efforts aimed at returning the juvenile home promptly. 

Guardians ad litem; continuances. Amends G.S. /A-586 to require the 
appointment of a guardian ad litem for a juvenile alleged to be endangered 
(now, abused or neglected), and to delete provision for nonlawyer guardian ad 
litem to employ or request appointment of counsel (1983 amendment requires 
appointment of attorney whenever guardian ad litem is nonlawyer). Amends G.S. 
7A-588 to provide that a parent or guardian may not be required to pay the fee 
of an attorney or guardian ad litem in an endangerment (now, abuse or neglect) 
proceeding unless endangerment (now, abuse or neglect) is found to have . 
occurred. | 


Rewrites G.S. /A-632 to authorize judge, for good cause, to continue a 
juvenile hearing to receive evidence, reports, or assessments requested by the 
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court or other information needed in the juvenile's best interest, and 

otherwise to allow continuances only in extraordinary circumstances when 
necessary for the proper administration of justice or in the juvenile's best 

interest. 


Dispositions. Rewrites G.S. 7A-647(2) to delete dispositions relating to 
home supervision and placement, retaining only placement with social services 
of a juvenile from another state for purpose of returning him to his home 
state. 


Adds new G.S. /A-647.1 providing the following dispositions for abused, 
neglected, endangered, or dependent juveniles: (1) supervision in the home by 
social services or other personnel; (2) placement in custody of a parent; 

(3) placement in custody of a relative, private agency, suitable person, or 
social services department, provided, the court first finds by clear and 
convincing evidence both that the juvenile is endangered and that removal of 
custody from the parent, guardian, or custodian is necessary to protect the 
juvenile from further endangerment. New G.S. 7A-647.1(c) requires that order 
removing custody include findings as to whether reasonable efforts were made 
to prevent or eliminate the need for removal and authorizes judge to order 
services or other efforts to facilitate the juvenile's early return home. New 
G.S. 7A-647.1(d) provides that juvenile removed because of endangerment may 
not be returned home except by court order or pursuant to provision in a plan 
required by new G.S. /7A-647.2(a); and provides that any party may apply for 
order authorizing juvenile's return home. 


Adds new G.S. 7A-647.2 regarding any juvenile placed in the custody of a 
county social services department. New G.S. 7A-647.2(a) requires the 
department to prepare a specific, written plan within 30 days after the 
juvenile's removal from custody of the parent, guardian, or custodian and 
specifies required content of the plan, including: where juvenile is or will 
be placed (but authorizing department to omit identity of particular caretaker 
if revealing it would be detrimental to the juvenile), services the department 
will offer or provide to enable the juvenile to return home, actions the 
_ parent or guardian is expected to take to resume custody, steps the department 
will take to maintain ties between the juvenile and his family, and other 
information; requires that when possible the plan be developed with the 
parent, guardian, or custodian and guardian ad litem and provides that court | 

will resolve any dispute about the plan; requires that plan be presented to | 
- court within 30 days from juvenile's actual removal, or immediately following 
the adjudication if that is more than 30 days after removal. New G.S. 
7A-647.2(b) provides that unless otherwise ordered by the court, (1) the 
director may arrange for, provide, or consent to needed routine and emergency 
-medical or surgical care or treatment; psychological, psychiatric, 
educational, or other remedial treatment; and other needed evaluations and 
treatment for a juvenile in department's custody; and (2) the parent or 
guardian retains authority to give or deny consent for elective or cosmetic 
surgery, for non-routine and non-emergency medical care, and for the juvenile 
to marry or join the armed services. 


Amends G.S. 122-56.5 to add county social services director who is 
authorized by G.S. 7A-647(2)c. (apparently intends G.S. 7A-647.2(b)) to list 
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of persons who may act for a minor in applying for admission to a treatment 
facility, consenting to medical treatment, giving or receiving legal notice, 
or in other legal procedures under the article on voluntary admissions to 
treatment facilities. 


Amends G.S. 7A-648 (dispositions for delinquent or undisciplined 
juveniles) to add the following dispositions: (a) home supervision by court 
counselor or other personnel, (b) placement in custody of a parent, relative, 
private agency, or suitable person, if the juvenile needs more adequate care 
or supervision, and (c) if the juvenile needs placement because he is not 
receiving adequate care, adequate supervision, or appropriate discipline, 
placement in custody of county social services department, provided, in 
non-emergency, director must be given notice and an opportunity to be heard 
regarding the disposition and, for an emergency placement, the director has a 
right to a hearing within 10 days. Designates dispositional alternatives as 
G.S. 7A-648(a) and adds new G.S. 7A-648(b) requiring that order removing 
custody of a juvenile from the parent, guardian, or custodian include findings 
as to whether reasonable efforts were made to prevent or eliminate the need 
for removal and authorizing judge to order services or other efforts to 
facilitate the juvenile's early return home. Adds new G.S. 7A-648(c) 
providing that juvenile removed from his home under the section may be 
returned home only by court order or pursuant to provision in a plan required 
by G.S. 7A-647.2(a); provides that any party may apply for order for 
juvenile's return home. 


Review hearings. Rewrites G.S. /7A-657 to make following changes in 
review hearings: 


Subsection (a) requires review hearing within 6 months of juvenile's 
removal from the home and every 6 months (now, 1 year) thereafter until 
juvenile returns home; for juvenile placed with a relative, allows court to 
waive or modify the review requirement if it finds by clear and convincing 
evidence that the child has been with the relative for at least one year, 
continuation of the placement is in the juvenile's best interest, no party's 
rights require that a hearing be held every six months, and all parties know 
that the matter can be brought before the court at any time by motion of any 
party or the court's own motion; requires court at dispositional or review 
hearing to schedule the next review hearing in the order; provides for giving 
of notice for review hearings by clerk. 


Subsection (b) specifies facts the court must consider and establish on 
the record at a review hearing at which the juvenile is not returned home, 
including: continued necessity of the placement, services that have been 
provided to the juvenile and his family, whether reasonable efforts have been 
made to eliminate the need for the placement, extent of compliance with any 
case plan and prior court orders, progress in addressing the cause of 
placement and further needed progress, appropriateness and goals of the 
placement, and if juvenile is not likely to return home, efforts to make other 
plan and when and if termination of parental rights should be considered. 
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Subsection (c) applies to reviews of abused, neglected, endangered, or 
dependent juveniles and provides that (1) at a first or second review hearing 
the petitioner has the burden of proof and the juvenile must be returned home 
unless the court finds by clear and convincing evidence that it is not in the 
juvenile's best interest to return home; (2) for purposes of a second review 
hearing, it is in the juvenile's best interest to return home unless the court 
finds that the juvenile, if returned home, is likely to be endangered; and 
(3) after a second or subsequent review hearing, if the juvenile is not 
returned home and a petition to terminate parental rights has not been filed, 
the guardian ad litem and petitioner must show why filing such a petition is 
not in the juvenile's best interest and a hearing for that purpose must be 
held within 90 days unless within that time a termination petition is filed or 
all parties agree in writing that filing one is not in the juvenile's best 
interest. 


| Subsection (d) provides that when a juvenile is returned home, the court 
may order supervision in the home for 6 months followed by a review hearing. 


Subsection (e) provides for judge, after finding facts at review hering, 
to enter order continuing the placement, ordering a different placement, or 
making other provisions or disposition in the juvenile's best interest. 


Adds new G.S. /7A-661 requiring county social services director to file 
petition requesting review for any juvenile placed in foster care with the 
department pursuant to a voluntary placement agreement within 180 days of the 
juvenile's placement; requires court at review hearing to make findings about 
voluntariness and appropriateness of the placement, whether it is in the 
juvenile's best interest, and services that have been or should be provided; 
authorizes court to approve continuation of the voluntary placement, 
disapprove the placement, or direct the director to file a petition seeking an 
appropriate adjudication and disposition; requires that reviews be conducted 
every six months if the juvenile remains in foster care; and requires director 
to notify clerk if the juvenile returns home. 


Termination of parental rights. Adds new G.S. 7A-289.22(5) providing 


that the goal of termination of parental rights is adoptive placement. Amends” 
G.S. 7A-289.24(6) to provide that a petition for termination of parental 
rights may be filed by a guardian ad litem appointed in a juvenile proceeding 
who has served for at least six months (now, one continuous year). 


Rewrites G.S. 7A-289.28 to provide that upon respondents' failure to file 
written answer within prescribed time, the clerk shall schedule an 
adjudicatory hearing and give notice to petitioner and any respondent who was 
served other than by publication or who has filed any pleading (now, upon 
failure to answer, court is required to both enter an order terminating rights 
and to conduct a hearing on the petition). 


Amends G.S. 7A-289.30(a) to require that the adjudicatory hearing on 
termination be held within 90 days of filing of the petition unless the court 
finds good cause for delay. Amends G.S. 7A-289.30(c) to provide that, except 
for purposes already stated in the section, continuances may be granted only 


in extraordinary circumstances and when necessary for the proper 
administration of justice or in the best interest of the juvenile. Amends 
G.S. 7A-289.30(e) to provide that the burden of proof at the adjudicatory 
hearing is on the petitioner. Adds new G.S. 7A-289.30(f) providing that 
immediately after adjudication of a ground for termination, if petitioner was 
a social services department or other agency or guardian ad litem, the 
responsible agency must present the court with a written plan for providing a 
permanent home for the child; in the case of other petitioners, the court may 
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order the preparation of such a plan; the plan may not disclose the identity 
of prospective adoptive parents. 


Rewrites G.S. 7A-289.31 to (1) provide that the burden of proof at the 
disposition stage is on the petitioner, (2) provide for termination if the 
court finds by clear and convincing evidence, after adjudicating that a ground 
exists, that termination is in the child's best interest, (3) specify some of 
the factors the court must consider in determining the child's best interest, 
and (4) retain present provisions as to dismissals, service of the order, and 
costs. 


Repeals G.S. 7A-289.32(2) which makes the fact that the parent has abused 
or neglected the child a ground for termination. Amends G.S. 7A-289.32(3) to 
change from two years to six months the length of time in foster care after 
which a ground for termination arises if the parent has not made substantial 
progress in correcting conditions that led to placement or shown positive 
response to diligent efforts to encourage and help the parent. Adds new G.S. 
7A-289.32(8) making it a ground for termination that the child was found to be 
endangered and was removed from the parent's custody pursuant to new G.S. 
74-647.1(b), the child has been placed outside the parent's home for more than 
one year, and the court has determined at the second or any subsequent review 
hearing required by G.S. /A-657 that it is not in the child's best interest to 
be returned to the parent's custody. 


Amends G.S. 7A-289.34 to (1) give the district court, after affirmation 
on appeal of an adjudicatory or disposition termination order, authority to 
modify or alter its order regarding custody or placement of the child (now, 
its original order of adjudication or disposition), and (2) provide that a 
parent whose rights have been terminated by the affirmed order shall not be 
considered an interested, necessary, or proper party in regard’to such a 
modifying order and does not have standing to seek such order. 


Miscellaneous. Makes numerous conforming amendments to Juvenile Code. 
Amends G.S. 51-2(4) to provide that in the case of a juvenile in the custody 
of a social services department, consent for the juvenile to marry may be 
given by the parent or guardian who had authority to consent at the time the 
juvenile was placed, unless otherwise ordered by the court under G.S. 
7A-647.2. 


Effective date and applicability. Effective October 1, 1985. Adds new 


G.S. 7A-657.1 which (1) requires that any abuse, neglect, or dependency matter 
under court's jurisdiction on and after October 1, 1985, be calendared for 
hearing no later than six months from previous hearing; (2) provides that if 
child has been removed from the home, G.S. /7A-657 (review hearings) applies; 


(3) provides that petitioner has burden of proving that child is endangered 
and not able to return home; (4) requires that parents receive 15 days' notice 
of review hearing; and (5) provides that the parents are subject to G.S.

Prohibits an employment agency from failing or refusing to refer for employment 
or otherwise discriminating against a qualified handicapped person on the basis 
of a handicapping condition. (3) Prohibits a person controlling an apprentice- 
ship or training program from discriminating against a qualified handicapped 
person on the basis of a handicapping condition with respect to admission to or 
employment in such a program. (4) Prohibits an employer or employment agency 
from requiring an applicant to identify himself as handicapped prior to making 
a conditional offer of employment (but permits an employer to invite an ap- 
plicant to identify himself as handicapped for purpose of affirmative action). 
(5) Exempts from prohibitions cited above any requests or requirements by employer, 
employment agency, or labor organization that applicants undergo pre-employment 
tests or physical examinations to test essential job-related capability (such 
tests or examinations must be required of all applicants unless given to determine 
effect of handicap on performance of essential functions of job). Also exempts, 
with employee's consent, procedures to obtain medical information to establish an 
employee health record. 

Public accomodations: Prohibits anyone from denying a qualified handi- 
capped person (defines qualified handicapped person to include a handicapped 
person who can benefit from a public accommodation "with or without reasonable 
accommodation") the full and equal enjoyment of goods, facilities, services, 
privileges, advantages, and accommodations of a place of public accommodation 
on the basis of a handicapped condition (defines public accommodation to include 
any place, facility, store, hotel, motel, or other business that supplies goods 
or services or solicits or accepts patronage or trade of any person or is sup- 
ported directly or indirectly by state government funds). Provides that with 
respect to structural modifications, act may be satisfied by compliance with 
NC Building Code. . 

Public services: Prohibits state and local gov't agencies, and people 
and organizations contracting with such agencies to deliver public services, 
from failing to provide aides and adaptations necessary for a qualified handicapped 
person (defines qualified handicapped person to include handicapped person who 
meets conditions for participation uniformally applied to all participants, 
such as income or residence) to use or benefit from public services. 
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Public transportation: Prohibits any system from discrimination 
to a qualified handicapped person (defines qualified handicapped person to 
include handicapped person who meets nondiscriminatory prerequisites for participat 
uniformly applied to all participants, such as income or residence). Authorizes @ 
public transportation systems to use alternative methods to transport handicapped ~ 
people as long as, in comparison to transportation offered to other persons, 
such alternative transportation is in similar geographic area, for fares not 
greater in price, with similar or no restrictions as to trip purpose, with 
reasonable response time, and with similar: hours of operation.

(6) one representative of Blue Cross and Blue Shield of NC, appointed by General 
Assembly on recommendation of President Pro-Tempore, and (7) one representative 
of state government at large appointed by the Governor; makes Insurance Comm'r 
and Sec'y of Human Resources ex officio members of Comm'n without voting power; 
provides for members of Comm'n to serve three year terms and not more than two 
consecutive full terms; requires Comm'n to issue annual reports on or before 
March 15 of each calendar year including recommendations to General Assembly 
for changes needed to further purposes of the Article and requires that initial 
report survey types of health service data collected by the State and make

records, names, addresses, and other personal identifiers by omitting them 
from database, (d) for data provider to obtain data it has submitted as well 
as aggregate data, but not data submitted by another provider, and (e) for fees 
that may be collected by data processor to cover costs of providing reports and 
special research projects by data processor. 

New GS 131E-203 provides that data collected by and furnished to

Authorizes Mounty Airy to convey by private 
sale certain real property owned within the Town Woods area. 


H 489 #£=Winston/Forsyth school board membership FORSYTH 
Introducer: Hauser 


"To tnerease the number of members of the Winston-Salem/Forsyth 
County Board of Education from etght to nine members and remove the limitation 
on reelection or reappointment of school board members." Repeals Sec. 2(a) 
PoIAg ee Cnwewi2, ol 196) and rewrites Sec. 2(a)(5) (ii), Ch.. 112, SL 1961, as 
title indicates, with increase in membership to take effect on Dec. 1, 1986. 
Sets out schedule for election of membership of newly composed board. 


H 500 #£=Asheville policemen's pension fund BUNCOMBE 
Introducer: Nesbitt 


"Amending Chapter 188 of the 1977 Session Laws relating to the 
Poltcemen's Penston Fund of the Ctty of Ashevtlle." Amends cited chapter 
to add provision concerning pension payments to qualifying members of Asheville 
Police Dept. disabled in line of duty who elect to take a lump-sum settlement 
under the Worker's Compensation Act. In such a case, member receives monthly 
benefits from Asheville Policemen's Pension.:and Disability Fund equal to the 
difference between the amount of member's monthly installment under the Fund 
and the amount that member would have received monthly under Worker's Compensa- 
tion Act had the lump-sum settlement not been made. 

Also clarifies that the surviving spouse of a policeman killed in the line 
of duty who elects to take a lump-sum settlement of amount due the surviving 
spouse under the Worker's Compensation Act receives each month from the Pension 
and Disability Fund a sum equal to the difference between the amount of the 
deceased member's monthly installment due under the Policemen's Pension and 
Disability Act and the amount that the surviving spouse would have received 
under the Worker's Compensation Act if a lump-sum settlement had not been 
elected. Benefit continues as long as surviving spouse remains unmarried. 


H 502 Montreat charter revision BUNCOMBE 
Introducer: Greenwood 


"To revise and consolidate the charter of the Town of Montreat" 
As title indicates. Provides for three-member board of commissioners, serving 
four-year terms and elected at-large pursuant to the nonpartisan plurability 
method. Mayor is elected by board from among its membership, and serves at the 
pleasure of the board. Mayor votes on all matters. Town operates under mayor- 
council form of government, with Board appointing town clerk, tax collector, 
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attorney, and other officers and employees. Act specifies that it does not repeal, 
modify, or affect any acts concerning the property, affairs or government of 
public schools or any validating acts. _Repeals Ch. 836, SL 1967 (present Montreat 
charter), except for section dealing with local acts relating to the Mountain 
Retreat Ass'n. 


H 503 Concord leases/financing CABARRUS 
Introducer: Quinn 


"To allow the Ctty of Concord to enter tnto leases of up to twenty 
years without bid and to eclartfy finanetng available to the Ctty and tts Board 
of Light and Water Commisstoners." Amends GS 160A-272 as it applies to Concord 
(City) and Concord Board of Light and Water Comm'rs (Board) to permit those bodies 
to enter into leases of property for terms of up to 20 (now, 10) years without 
complying with statutory real property sale procedures. Specifies that City and 
Board are to have available to them all forms of financing normally available 
to municipalities and other institutions. Provides that City and Board are 
to have available private financing through the use of industrial development 
bonds to construct, renovate, or modify utilities of the City or Board. Such 
privately financed facilities are to be exempt from all rates, fees, taxes and 
all other charges to the same extent that municipal and other public bodies 
are exempt for similar works. 


H 504 Wilkes/towns give YMCA money WILKES 
Introducer: Brown 


"To authorize the County of Wilkes and the etttes of Wilkesboro 
and North Wilkesboro to apporprtate money to the Wilkes YMCA." As title 
indicates; funds to be used for capital improvements and may be paid over 
five-year period. 


Hi e505 Burke school continuing contracts BURKE 
Introducer: Fletcher 


"To amend the School Budget and Fiscal Control Act concerntng approval 
of expenditures some or all of whtch are to be patd tn ensutng fiscal years." 
Amends GS 115C-441 and -521(c), as they apply to Burke County only, to authorize 
the Burke County Board of Education to enter into construction contracts calling 
for partial or full performance and/or payment in ensuing fiscal years, without 
the budget resolution including an appropriation for the entire obligation, 
under the following conditions: (1) the budget resolution must include an 
appropriations for the current fiscal year's portion of the obligation; (2) 
an unencumbered balance must remain in the appropriation to pay in the current 
fiscal year the sums obligated for the year; (3) the contract must be approved 
by both the Burke County Board of Education and the Burke County Board of 
Comm'rs in a joint’ resolution containing specified types of financing provisions; 
(4) the term of the contract may not exceed two years; and (5) the contract must 
be signed by the county as well as the Board of Education for the purpose of 
obligating the full faith and credit of the county to fund the contract. 


Howes 7 Knightdale conditional use zoning WAKE 
Introducer: Sparrow 


"To amend the Toum of Knightdale charter to permit condtttonal use 
zoning." Adds new section to Ch. 155, 1927 Private Laws (Knightdale town charter) 
authorizing town to provide for creation of conditional use zoning districts 
(in which limited uses are permitted only upon approval of the town) in addition 
to general use districts (in which a variety of uses are permitted). Persons 
petitioning for rezoning of a tract of land where conditional use districts are 
authorized by ordinance may elect to request a general use district or a conditional 
use district for’ the tract. . 
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H 508 #£=Shelby supp'l firemen's benefits CLEVELAND 
Introducer: Hunt 


"To provide supplemental rettrement funds for members of the City 
of Shelby Ftre Department and to modify the appltcatton of GS 118-5, GS 118-6 
and GS 118-7 to the City of Shelby." Specifies that Board of Trustees of Shelby 
Local Firemen's Relief Fund (Fund) is to disburse as supplemental retirement 
benefits the income earned on the investment of money belonging to the Fund. 
Benefits based on number of years served are payable to retired full-time and 
volunteer members of the Shelby Fire Dep't with 20 years or more service; maxi- 
mum annual benefit is $1,200 for full-time members and $400 for volunteers. 
Also provides for payment of benefits to members who retired due to sickness or 
injury with less than 20 years service. Fund's Board of Trustees must make 
findings specified in act before paying such disabled members. 

Act specifies that only income from Fund's investments is to be disbursed 
and that no liability is created by Act unless there are sufficient current 
assets to pay it. 

H 509 Teacher long probation pilot OK'd-2 MECKLENBURG 
Introducer: McLaughlin 


"To authorize the Charlotte-Mecklenburg County Board of Educatton to 
continue its ptlot program extending the probationary period for nontenured 
teachers." Amends Ch. 394, SL 1983 as title indicates; extends pilot program 
to July 1, 1987 unless General Assembly reenacts or modifies act by that date. 
Specifies that pilot program applies only to the Charlotte-Mecklenburg County 
Board of Education. 


HoS23 Greene no road hunting GREENE 
Introducer: Ed Warren 


"To prohibit the discharge of firearms from public roads in Greene 
County." Makes it a misdemeanor in Greene County to discharge firearm from, 
onto, or across public road. Makes first conviction punishable by fine of 
$10 to $50 or imprisonment up to 30 days and second or subsequent conviction 
within three years punishable by fine of $50 to $200, imprisonment up to 90 
Sayvsenorepotn. . £trective Oct. 1, 1985. 


H.525 Hoke hunting on others' lands HOKE 
Introducer: DeVane 


"To prohibit hunting on the land of another without his permission 
in Hoke County." Makes it unlawful in Hoke County to hunt on land of another 
without written permission of owner or lessee of land. Written permission is 
valid for period of no longer than one year after issuance. Makes first con- 
viction punishable by fine of $10 to $50 or by imprisonment of up to 30 days 
and second or subsequent conviction within three years punishable by fine of 
$50 to $200, imprisonment of up to 60 days, or both. Effective Oct. LEO Se 


iH 526 Hoke hunting with rifles HOKE 
Introducer: DeVane 


"To regulate hunting with rifles in Hoke County." Makes it a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by fine not to exceed $50, imprisonment not to exceed 30 
days, or both, to hunt in Hoke County with rifle that has a bore longer than 
.22 caliber unless person shooting rifle is positioned at least 10 feet from 
the ground. Provides that it is intended to prohibit use of rifle capable of 
firing .22 caliber center fire ammunition. Pifective OcE. 2, 1985: 


HK 529 Robeson ambulance fraud crimes ROBESON 
Introducer: Locks 


"to add Robeson County to the list of counties in which tt ts a crime 
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to obtatn ambulance services wtthout tntending to pay for the services or to 
make an unneeded ambulance request." Amends GS 14-111.2 and -111.3 as title 
indicates (violation of GS 14-111.2 is a misdemeanor punishable by maximum six 
months' imprisonment and/or maximum $500 fine; violation of GS 14-111.3 is a 
misdemeanor punishable by maximum 30 days' imprisonment and/or $50 fine). Ef- 
fective Oct. 1, 1985 and applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


Hee Currituck game commission CURRITUCK 
Introducer: Evans 


"To revise the statutes relating to the Game Commtsston of Currttuck 
County," Amends SL 1957, Ch. 1436, as amended by six cited later acts, 4Sa: 21a. 
indicates. Make numerous substantive as well as technical and clarifying changes, 
of which the most important are: (1) Clarifies territorial jurisdiction of Game 
Commission to include navigable waters of Currituck County, including adjacent 
marshes, and shoreline areas of those waters up to 1,000 yards inland. (2) Grants 
Game Commission power to prohibit entry into and the taking of any animals and 
birds in wildlife sanctuaries established within Commission's territorial 
jurisdiction (now, wild fowl sanctuaries--territory not specified). (3) 
Grants Game Commission authority to set license fees for blinds. Amount may 
not exceed $50 per blind for point blinds, and, for floating or stationary 
bush blinds, may not exceed $50 for residents and $100 for nonresidents. Provides 
for $2 issuance fee to be kept by clerk to Game Commission out of total collected 
- for- each licensee and $10 from total for each license to be remitted to NC 
Wildlife Resources Commission for deposit in Wildlife Resources Fund. (Now, 
fixed price of, $15 for stationary bush blind; $20) for floating busheblind. same 
$25 for point blind. Issuance fee is now $1 for “bush blinds and .s27 orepoine 
blinds. Wildlife Commission now gets $4 for each stationary bush blind, $9 
for each floating bush blind, and $11 for each point blind.) (4) Specifies 
that Game Commission may set standards for blind maintenance; and that license 
revocation is authorized sanction for failure to comply; states that boatways 
on all stationary and floating bush blinds must be kept fully constructed with 
new bushes. (5) Provides that members of Game Commission receive per diem, 
subsistence allowances, and travel reimbursement authorized by GS 138-5 (now, 
$10 per diem and 15 cents per mile). (6) Authorizes Game Commission to accumulate 
an operating reserve fund in Game Commission sets, but not to exceed $25,000 
(now, reserve not to exceed $5,000). (7) Provides that Game Commission may 
relocate or close bush blinds that constitute a substantial annoyance to shore- 
line residents. (8) Makes it prima facie evidence that a licensee is renting 
his blind if on three or more times in a hunting season a person not the licensee 
or a member of the licensee's immediate family hunts from a blind without being 
accompanied by the licensee or a licensed guide. (9) Makes it unlawful in areas 
under Game Commission's jurisdiction to carry shells during waterfowl hunting 
season loaded with larger than #1 shot (now, larger than #2 shot prohibited on 
Currituck Sound only). (10) Provides.that blind license not to be issued: to 
person with felony conviction within past five years or two or more conservation- 
law violations within past three years (now, discretionary power to refuse to 
license "consistent violator of the game laws of Currituck County"). (11) Sets 
shooting hours in area under Game Commission's jurisdiction from sunrise to 4:20 
p.m. each day unless State and federal hours are shorter (now, Game Commission 
granted discretion in setting shooting hours). (12) Authorizes Game Commission 
to hire blind inspectors, who may issue citations for violation but are not to 
be law-enforcement officers. (13) Requires Game Commission to hold annual 
public hearing on proposed regulations prior to June 10 in Currituck County, and 
to adopt regulations by July 1; provides for publication and filing of Game 
Commission's regulations, and for adoption of necessary regulations at times 
other than the standard time in June. Provides that Game Commission not subject 
to Administrative Procedure Act. (14) Limits licensees to one bush blind, 
whether stationary or floating, but with grandfather clause for those holding 
two or more blind licenses as of January 1, 1985 (now, limit of two blinds of 
all types, but exception for more point blinds so long as landowner can meet 
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minimum distance requirements). (15) Requires Game Commission to hold license- 
suspension hearing if it receives notice that suspension offense has been committed. 
Suspension offense is: (a) moving stationary bush blind or point blind to 
unauthorized location; (b) erecting such blind in unauthorized location; (c) 
hunting from such blind knowing that it is in unauthorized location; (d) any 
other offense designated as suspension offense in regulations of Game Commission. 
Provides for suspension or revocation upon proof by clear and convincing evidence 
of commission of offense--independently of any criminal proceeding that may be 

_ brought for offense. After hearing, if intentional offense proved, license to 

be suspended for remainder of hunting season, if season still in effect, and 

for one additional full year--unless Commission finds that prior suspension 
offense was committed within past seven years; in this case license is revoked. 
After revocation, former licensee may not apply for new license for four years. 
Appeal from suspension or revocation of license is to district court, but appeal 
does not stay suspension or revocation. (Now, Game Commission has discretion 

to revoke licenses of anyone who violates act, of violators of Game Commission's 
regulations, or of hunters who trespass.) 


HH. 532 Dare room occupancy tax DARE 
Introducer: Evans 


"To authorize Dare County to levy an occupancy tax." Authorizes 
the Dare County Board of County Comm'rs to levy a room occupancy tax of 3% of 
the gross receipts derived from the rental of any room, lodging, or similar 
accommodation subject to sales tax under GS 105-164.3(4) (apparently intends 
GS 105-164.4(3)) or the rental of a campsite. Does not apply to accommodations 
furnished by nonprofit charitable, educational, or religious organizations 
in furtherance of their nonprofit purpose. Requires every operator of a 
business subject to the tax to collect the tax, which is to be added to the 
sales price and passed on to the purchaser. Provides that the county administer 
the act. Sets penalties for failure to file return to pay tax. Provides that 
for the first 12 years the tax is in effect, the county must distribute the proceeds 
to towns in proportion to amount of ad valorem taxes levied by each town and 
permits use of revenue only for tourist-related purposes. After 12 years the 
county will retain 1/3 of the proceeds and may use the revenue only for tourist- 
related purposes (other 2/3 distributed as in first 12 years). Provides for repeal 
of the tax by the Dare County Board of Comm'rs. 


H 538 Ellenboro fire district election RUTHERFORD 
Introducer: Owens 


"To authorize an electton tn the Ellenboro Fire Protection District 
tn Rutherford County." Amends GS 69-25.1 and -25.7 as they apply only to an area 
of Rutherford County described in bill and designated as the Ellenboro Fire 
Protection District. Requires the Board of County Comm'rs of Rutherford County, 
upon petition of 35% of those in the Ellenboro Fire District, to call an election 
to submit to the voters in the district the question of levying and collecting 
a special tax on all taxable property not exceeding 10 cents on the $100 
valuation of property for the purpose of providing fire protection in the district. 
Provides that special fund provided by the tax is to be used for fire protection 
by a Fire Protection District Comm'n composed of 3 voters of the district, one 
appointed by the County Comm'rs, and one by the Ellenboro governing board, and 
one by the Board of Directors or by open meeting of the Ellenboro Fire Dep't. 


H 543 Dornoch Village incorporated (Iden S 299) MOORE 
Introducer: Craven 


"To tneorporate Dornoch Village." Enacts charter for Dornoch Village. 
Sets out town boundaries and creates one electoral district within those. Provides 
for a council-manager form of government (GS 160A, Art./7, Pt. 2) and a five- 
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member council. Appoints initial members by name and provides for election of 
subsequent members beginning in 1987 to serve staggered four-year terms. Council 
to elect one of its members to serve as Mayor who serves at pleasure of council. 
Authorizes council to adopt interim budget for 1985-86. Effective June 30, 1985. 


H 544 Moore foxhunting allowed MOORE 
Introducer: Craven 


"To permit the taking of foxes tn Moore County." Provides that in Moore 
County (1) there is an open season for taking foxes with weapons from Dec. 1 through 
Jan. 1 each year, (2) there is an open season for taking foxes by trapping from 
Jan. 2 through Jan. 31 each year (includes trap specifications), (3) there is a 
season bag limit of 30 (applies in aggregate to all foxes taken during weapons and 
trapping seasons), (4) Wildlife Resources Comm'n is to provide for sale of foxes 
takenvwechitective Octiv ly 1gs>.

Adds new GS 160A-183.1, applicable 
to Kill Devil Hills only, to provide that town may by ordinance restrict, 
regulate, or prohibit construction of buildings and structures to ensure 
they are not or will not constitute fire hazards. 


S 280 Beech Mtn mixed beverage election AVERY, WATAUGA 
Introducer: Kincaid 


"Authorizing the qualtfied voters of the Town of Beech Mountatn 
to determine whether mixed beverages may be sold in that town." Allows 
town council of Beech Mountain to call election on sale of mixed beverages. 
Ballot proposition to be stated as in GS 18B-602(h). 


S 281 Nashville extraterritorial zoning NASH 
Introducer?) sizzeLt 


"To allow the Town of Nashville to exerctse extraterritorial 
planning powers up to two mtles from the coprorate ltmits wtth the approval 
of the county board of commisstoners." Amends GS 160A-360(a) as title 
indicates. 


S 282 Charlotte Coliseum Authority powers MECKLENBURG 
Introducer: Cobb 


"To amend the Charlotte charter." Amends SEc. 5.23 of Charlotte 
Charter (apparently amending Ch. 713, SL 1965) by giving Coliseum Authority © 
full and complete control over granting and denying use of facility. 


S 283 Montgomery hospital bill collection MONTGOMERY 
Introducer: Plyler 


"To empower Montgomery Memortal Hospttal, Ine. to use attachment 
and garnishment procedures for collecting unpatd bills." As title indicates. 
Hospital may treat amount due (after 180 days after demand made) as if it 
were tax due to Montgomery County and may attach wages and other compensation, 
rents, bank deposits, and any other intangible property and collect by attachment 
and garnishment as provided in GS 105-364 and -368. Limits garnishment of wages 
and other compensation to no more than ten percent for any one pay period. 
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S 299 Dornoch Village incorporated (Iden. H 543) MOORE 
Introducer: Hunt 


"To tneorporate Dornoch Village." Identical to H 543, digested 
in House section of today's Bulletin. 


S 302 Nash/Edgecombe school unit changes NASH, EDGECOMBE 
Introducer: Ezzell 


"To provide that where a school untt lies tn Nash and Edgecombe 
County either county may wtthdraw and become a part of thetr county unit." 
Establishes a procedure that will allow all of the territory within a school 
administrative unit in Nash and Edgecombe County to be withdrawn from the 
school administrative unit and become part of the county school administrative 
units. Permits withdrawal by election or by resolution adopted by the board 
of county comm'rs of the county where the territory is located. Provides 
that when an administrative unit is changed, a comm'n is to be established 
to value assets of the administrative unit and to settle differences. Provides 
that the property in the withdrawing portion of the administrative unit becomes 
the property of the county board of education. Permits the county board of 
comm'rs or the local board of education of the school unit may appeal the 
comm'n's findings to superior court. Requires appointment of 2 members to the 
county board of education by the board of education of the school administrative 
unit, expanding the county board to 7 members. Requires the county board of 
education to adopt a plan allowing for the election of members by districts 
of equal population. Applies only in any school administrative unit where a 
tax is levied for the operation of the schools in that administrative unit, 
where the school administrative unit is composed of less than all the territory 
of either county, and in which the school administrative unit lies in Nash 
and Edgecombe County.

Elevator Safety Act regulates elevators, dumbwaiters, escalators, moving 
walks, personnel hoists, inclined stairway chairlifts, inclined and vertical wheel 
chair lifts, manlifts, and any other special equipment used to lift or move 
persons or materials. Confers on Comm'r of Labor numerous powers necessary to 
implement the act, including authority to inspect regulated equipment at six-month 
intervals, require certificates of operation, obtain administrative search warrants, 
investigate accidents, and prohibit use of unsafe equipment. Makes it unlawful to 
operate regulated equipment without valid certificate of operation. Requires owner 
of regulated equipment to report accidents to Dep't of Labor, and prohibits opera- 
tion, repair or removal of equipment until Dep't has investigated the accident. 
Unlawful operation of equipment without certificate subjects offender to civil 
penalty of $250 for each day of operation. Operation of equipment after certifi-= 
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cate denied or revoked or failure to report accident subjects ottender to $500 


civil penalty for each day. Operating unsafe equipment knowing it to be unsafe 
or posing as an authorized inspector subjects ‘offender to misdemeanor prosecution, 
punishable by fine or $1,000 or six months imprisonment, or both in court's discre- 
tion. Knowlingly making false statement to Dep't in connection with inspected 
equipment subjects offender to $5,000 fine or six-months imprisonment, or both in 
court's discretion. Authorizes Dep't to cooperate with federal agencies. Protects 
confidentiality of trade secrets. 
q Amusement Device Safety Act regulates amusement devices other than 
single passenger coin-operated devices that do not require supervision and 
amusement attractions other than enterprises principally devoted to exhibiting 
products of agriculture, industry, education, science, religion, or the arts. 
Gives Comm'r of Labor essentially the same enforcement powers as are conferred 
by Elevator Safety Act. Requires owner of regulated device or attraction to 
_ conduct a daily pre-opening inspection and test of the device or attraction before 
admitting the public. Authorizes Comm'r to revoke or suspend operating certifi-

_ appropriate. Taxpayer who wishes to appeal must first pay the tax, subject to 





full or partial refund if the appeal is decided in his favor. 

; Levy of taxes. Taxes on classified vehicles to be computed by DMV 
and collected along with annual registration fee. Tax rate employed is to be 
the combined county and city tax rate that was in effect on January 1 of the 
_current year, without regard to the rate currently in effect for other taxable 
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property. Due date of tax is expiration date of current registration; current 
owner is liable for full amount of the tax without regard to how long he has 
owned the vehicle. Special district taxes are not to be levied on classified 
vehicles. Discounts for prepayment of taxes are not to apply to classified 
vehicles. 

Collection. Directs DMV to collect taxes when it collects registration 
fees, and prohibits DMV from renewing registration until taxes are paid. Provides 
flat $3.00 penalty for late payment. Provides for distribution of collections, 
less cost of collection, to counties and cities whose taxes are thus collected. 
Directs DMV to endorse dishonored checks over to county tax collector to be 
collected as other dishonored checks given in payment of taxes, except that 
taxes on classified vehicles do not become a lien on real property owned by the 
taxpayer. Provides that collections of dishonored checks to be applied first to 
registration fees, then penalty, then taxes due to county and city. Directs 
collector to notify DMV °f checks that have remained uncollected for 60 days, 
upon which notification DMV is to repossess registration card and license plate. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 20-1, 20-45, and 20-66(a). Effective 
January. , 41987.

Introducer: J.W.Crawford Sent to Transportation 


"To authorize the Secretary of Human Resources to regulate traffie." 
Amends GS 143-116.7 to authorize Sec'y of Human Resources to promulgate regula- 
tions consistent with GS Ch. 20 concerning use of streets, alleys and driveways 
of departmental institutions. Provides that Sec'y may regulate parking and 
establish parking areas on grounds of institutions, and provides for registra- 
tion and parking of motor vehicles maintained and operated by institution 
employees. Parking regulations may provide for removal of illegally parked 
vehicles in compliance of Art. 7A, GS Ch. 20 (post-towing procedures). 


H 628. Fishing near piers/trash fishing GS r13 
Introducer: Hurst Sent to Marine Fisheries 


"To make amendments in the statute regarding ocean pters and trash 
fishing." Rewrites GS 113-185(a)-to make clear that prohibition against fishing 
within 750 feet of pier applies only to (a) fishing from vessels or with a net, 
(b) when pier is licensed in accordance with GS 113-156.1, (c) bouys and beach 
markers and placed at owner's expense in accordance with Dep't of Natural Resources 
rules to mark closed area, and (d) public is allowed to fish from pier for 
reasonable fee. Prohibition does not apply to littoral proprietors whose property 
is within otherwise prohibited area. Amends GS 113-185(b)(3) regulating trash 
fishing or scrap fishing to make restriction apply whether or not taking is 
intentional and regardless of whether sale is for himan consumption, but allows 
Marine Fisheries Comm'n to authorize disposition of young edible fish taken in 
connection with legitimate commercial fishing (without limitation to takings 
which are "incidental and unavoidable").

H 636 Community service parole changes GS bax 

Introducer: Hackney Sent to Corrections 


"To make teehntcal changes to the Community Service Parole Program." 
Amends GS 15A-1371 and -1380.2 to provide that in community service parole, the 
community service is to be supervised by a probation/parole officer (now, may be 
supervised by an "intensive" probation/parole officer, community penalties pro- 
gram, or community service restitution program). Requires probation/parole officer 
and community service coordinator to develop program of community service for the 
parolee. Continues requirement that parolee complete 50 hours of community 
service for every month of his remaining sentence up to stated limits, but allows 
Parole Comm'n, upon recommendation of probation/parole officer with concurrence 
of community service coordinator, to allow less than 50 hours (but not less than 
32 hours) per month of remaining sentence. Provides parole "shall be revoked" 
upon "certificat jon''by probation/parole officer and community service coordina- 
tor that parolee is not adequately performing community service as directed 
(unclear whether hearing and other requirements of GS 15A-1376 regarding parole 
revocation are meant to apply). Requires $50 fee for all persons who participate 
in "the program" (apparently intends community service parole program); fee to be 
paid to clerk of court in county where parolee released and to be deposited in 
General Fund; must be paid within two weeks of release unless Parole Comm'n allows 
additional time, but not required before paroleébegins community service unless 
Comm'n so orders. 


H 638 £Abuse/neglect quick investigation GS 7A 
Introducer: Jones Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To require prompt tnvesttgation of a report of juventle abuse or 
neglect." Amends GS 7A-544 to require that when a report alleging serious abuse 
or neglect is received, the social services director must no later than 24 hours 
after receipt of the report initiate an investigation to ascertain the facts and 
risk of harm to the juvenile; defines serious abuse or neglect as substantial 
physical injury or impairment, whether actual or threatened, or any sexual abuse; 
requires that in all other cases, director must initiate an investigation within 
72 hours following receipt of report (now, for all reports of abuse or neglect, 
director must make a prompt and thorough investigation for cited purposes and 
also to determine whether protective services should be provided or the complaint 
filed as a.petition) |, Effective Octe 4441980" 


H 639 Controlled substances law changes GS 90 
Introducer: Lancaster pent to Judiciary. 


"Concerning registration to manufacture, distribute, or possess 
controlled substances and treatment for drug dependence." Adds new GS 90-101(c) (6) 
to add practitioner (as defined in GS 90-87(22)a.),who is required to be licensed 
in NC by respective licensing board, to list of those exempt from registration and 
who may lawfully possess controlled substances. Amends GS 90-109.1(a) to permit 
disclosure of name of individual receiving treatment and rehabilitation for drug 
dependence if court orders that disclosure is necessary for proper administration 
of justice. Amends GS 90-109.1(b) to provide that practitioner need not examine 
and evaluate person requesting treatment and rehabilitation services for drug 
dependence if services are available on outpatient basis and do not involve use 
of drugs. Effective Oct. 1, 1985.

"Honoring the Golden Anniversary of the Blue Ridge Parkway and 
honoring the memory of Franklin D. Roosevelt, under whose administratton 
the Parkway was established."

Introducer: C.D. Woodard Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To tnerease the maximum judgment against an insurance company upon 
whteh a judge may order attorneys' fees to a prevailing plainttff." Amends 
GS 6-21.1 to authorize a judge to allow a reasonable attorney fee to the attorney 
representing the prevailing party if the judgment for damages is $10,000 (now, 
$5,000) or less in a lawsuit in which the court has found an unwarranted refusal 
by the defendant insurance company to pay the claim constituting the basis of 
ene suit. errective Oct. 1, 1985. 


H 649 Shurikin to minor made misdemeanor GS 14 
Introducer: C.D. Woodard Sent to Judiciary 2 


"Making tt a general misdemeanor to sell or give to a mtnor a 
shurtkin, commonly known as a star." Amends GS 14-315 as title indicates. 
Applies to offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1985.

Introducer: Richardson Sent to Appropriation 


"To appropriate funds for Youth Employment Program at Bethlehem 
Center in Charlotte." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources 
$50,000 for fiscal 1985-86 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1985. 


H 654 Divison of youth services created GS 134A 
Introducer: Barnes Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To establish the Dtvtston of Youth Services." Adds new Art. 1A, 
to GS Ch. 134A and repeals Art. 1, GS Ch. 134A to create Division of Youth Services 
in Dep't of Human Services. Division to manage and administratively control 
training schools, community-based alternative programs, regional detention 
programs, and other youth service programs enacted by General Assembly or 
directed by Sec'y of Human Resources. Sets out powers of Sec'y concerning youth 
services. Adds new GS 134A-15 to authorize Sec'y to hire Director of Youth 
services. Effective July 1, 1985. 


H 656 Cemetery Act amendments GS 65 
Introducer: Nesbitt Sent to Finance 


"To amend the North Carolina Cemetery Act to enhance protection of 
the public and administration of the act." Amends Cemetery Act as follows: 
(1) amends GS 65-64 (apparently intends GS 65-54) to increase the maximum inspec- 
tion fee from 0.75 to $2 for each grave space, niche, and mausoleum crypt deeded; 
(2) amends GS 65-55(c)(2) and GS 65-64(c) to increase the amount of the required 


’- perpetual care trust fund from $15,000 to $30,000; (3) amends GS 65-55(a) to 
require that no cemetery lot may be sold unless it is surveyed and shown on a plat 

filed with the Cemetery Comm'n and deletes the provision in GS 65-55(f£)(3) that 

“allows a minimum cemetery size of 15 acres in counties with a population of less 
‘than 35,000, thereby making the 30-acre minimum size applicable; (4) amends 


GS 65-63 to increase the minimum deposit in the perpetual care fund from $25 to 
$30 for each grave space, and from $45 to $60 for each mausoleum crypt sold; 
also requires a deposit in the fund of $15 for each memorial marker installed; 
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(5) amends GS 65-65(a) (apparently intends GS 65-64(a)) to make the $1 per day 
penalty on late deposits to the perpetual care fund applicable to memorial markers 
as well as to each grave space, niche, and crypt sold; (6) amends GS 65-64(e) to 
increase the deposits in secondary perpetual care funds from $25 to $30 for each 
grave space and from $45 to $60 for each crypt; (7) amends GS 65-66(m) to require 
purchasers of certain cemetery services to cancel the contract within 30 days of 
execution (now, may cancel at any time before delivery of personal property or 
performance of services); and (8) amends GS 65-66(b)(1) to increase from 60% to 
110% the deposit into a trust fund that must be made when certain burial services 
are contracted for with licensed cemetery. 


HY=657 Insurance law amendments/fees up GS 58,143,143A 
Introducer: Nesbitt Sent to Insurance 


"To tmprove the regulation of tnsuranee by making technical tmprove- 
ments and inereastng fees and penalties." Makes following substantive changes 
in insurance law: (1) amends GS 58-124.23 to provide that any approved rate 
deviation may be terminated after six months upon 15 days notice to Comm'r 
(now, deviation remains in force one year and then renewed annually). (2) 
‘Amends GS 58-124.21 to allow Comm'r 50 (now, 30) days from receipt of filing 
to give notice that filing is inadequate and to set hearing after notice given 
and provides that order of disapproval must be given within 105 (now, 90) days 
‘after filing was received; provides Comm'r has 60 days to give notice and to set 
hearing and 120 days to issue order of disapproval in workers' compensation insur- 
ance or employers' liability insurance filings; makes conforming amendment to 
GS 58-124.20 to provide that earliest filings may become effective is 105 days 
from date Comm'r receives filing (120 days for workers' comp and employers’ 
liability insurance). (3) Amends numerous sections dealing with service of 
process against insurance companies to raise Comm'r service fee from $1 to $5 
and to allow Comm'r to serve by registered or certified mail and not require 
return receipt required mailing. (4) Repeals GS 58-31.2 which disallows a 
presumption in an action to recover on a theft policy that loss was caused by 
theft or mysterious disappearance. (5) Repeals sections creating insurance 
advisory and health insurance advisory boards. (6) Increases fines for various 
criminal offenses by companies and agents found throughout Chapter 58. (7) 
Adds new GS 58-9.7 to authorize imposition of civil penalties from persons subject 
to licensure under GS Chs. 57, 57B, 66, and Art. 9A, 9B of Ch. 143. Provides that 
after hearing Comm'r may apply to court for order directing civil penalty of $500 
to $40,000. Comm'r may apply for order if finds knowing violation of insurance 
laws and violation would subject insurer to loss of license. Penalty may be in 
addition to or in lieu of license revocation; provides penalty goes to General 
Fund. (8) Amends GS 143-138(1) to provide that court may take judicial notice of 
provision of NC State Building Code. (9) Allows Comm'r to retain 10% of deposit 
up to $5,000 to defray administrative costs in carrying out duties with respect 
to insolvent insurers. (10) Repeals GS 58-131.36(6) thereby allowing regulation 
of title insurance rates. (11) Adds new GS 58-7.4 allowing Comm'r to appoint 
advisory committee and councils. (12) Adds new GS 58-16.3 to provide that exam- 
ination of records provisions of Ch. 58 apply to employees that furnish proof 
-ef financial responsibility to Comm'r under GS 97-93(a)(2) and to persons that 
administer self-insurance for such employers. (13) Amends GS 58-248.26(6) to def ing | 
motor vehicles for purpose of Reinsurance Facility as every self-propelled 
vehicle that is designed for use on a highway, including trailers and semi- 
trailers designed for use with such vehicles (except traction engines, road rollers, 
farm tractors, tractor cranes, power shovels, and well drillers). (14) Effective 
on ratification except increases in criminal penalties are effective Oct. 1, 1985; 
applicability of examination provisions set out in number (12) above is effective 
July 1, 1985; and regulation of title insurance rates take effect Sept. 1, 1985.

H 664 Solar energy tax extension GS 105

"To amend Chapter 965 of the 1977 Session Laws by extending the 
effective date." Repeals Sec. 2, Ch. 965, SL 1977 which sets expiration date 
of Dec. 1, 1985 for provision which classifies solar energy systems for ad valorem 
tax purposes (GS 105-277(g)). 


H 665 Social service directors-aged homes/abuse GS 108A 


Introducer: B.P. Woodard Sent to Human Resources 


"To amend G.S. 108A-14 affecting the duties and responstbiltttes of 
county directors of soctal services." Amends Cs 108A-14(8) to make it a duty 
of the county social services director to monitor (now, supervise) domiciliary 
homes for aged or disabled persons (now, boarding homes, rest homes and convales- 
cent homes for aged or infirm persons). Adds new GS 108A-14(14) to make it the 
duty of the county social services director to receive and evaluate reports of 
abuse, neglect, or exploitation of disabled adults and to take appropriate action 
as required by the Protection of the Abused, Neglected, or Exploited Disabled 
MOMs Act. (Art. 6.*GS' Ch; 108A, to protect such adults. 


H 669 Architects license fees increased GS 83A 
Introducer: Beall Sent to Finance 
"To tnerease certain fees for architects." Amends GS 83A-4 to raise 


maximum fees as specified in bill that may be set by NC Board of Architecture 
for licensing of architects. 


H 670 Insurance company rehab fund GS 58 
Introducer: Holroyd Sent to Insurance 


"To provide a funding mechanism for the rehabilttatton or liquidation 
of failed insurance agenctes and brokerage and adjusting firms." Adds new 
GS 58-41.6 authorizing the Comm'r of Insurance to establish the Insurance 
Producer Guaranty Expense Fund for financing field operating costs in the rehab- 
ilitation or liquidation of the operations of insurance producers, as defined 
in GS 58-39.4(a) through -39.4(m), and the servicing of the customers of such 
producers. Authorizes Comm'r to levy a single assessment of not more than $100 
on each insurance company doing business in NC on Sept. 1, 1985. Provides that 
any insurance company thereafter admitted to do business must pay the same amount 
upon certification. Provides that beginning Sept. 1, 1986, each insurance company 
will be assessed not more than $100 annually for the Fund. Effective Sept. 1, 
1985. 


H 674 Escheats statute amended GS 116 at 
Introducer: DeVane Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To clarify and stmplify the escheats and abandoned property statutes." 
Amends GS 116B-12(a) by removing requirement that financial institution receive 
information that the owner of property held by the institution no longer resides

at the address listed in the holder's record before the property is presumed 
abandoned. Rewrites GS 116B-29(b)(4) to require that report of abandoned 
property inlcude a certification that the property has been held for the period 
required by Art. 2, Ch. 116B (now, date the property became payable, demandable, 
or returnable, and date of last transaction with property owner with respect to 
the property). Amends GS 116B-29(e) to permit verification of report of aban- 
doned property by any person legally capable of binding the appropriate entity. 
Adds new GS 116B-30(£) to provide that, despite Ch.el3a2) (Bupiic Records), the 
supporting data and lists of owners of escheated and abandoned property are confi- 
dential until six months after the notice to clerks of superior court has been 
distributed. Confidentiality requirement does not apply to owners of reported 
property making inquiries about their property to be researched by the Escheat 
Fund.

"To amend Chapter 54B of the General Statutes and to make technical 
changes relating to savings and loan assoctattons." (1) Deletes numerous refer- 
ences to foreign associations. (2) Amends GS 54B-12(b)(9) to delete provision that 
incorporators, initial board of directors and stockholders of savings and loan 
ass'n must be residents of NC. (3) Allows 60 days (now, immediately) to file 
certificate of merger at register of deeds office in counties where ass'n had 
original incorporation certificates filed and sets out $100 penalty for failure 
to file. (4) Amends GS 54B-36 and -37 to provide that those sections do not 
prevent simultaneous conversion-merger. (5) Repeals GS 54B-38 (merger through 
stock acquisition) and adds GS 54B-45 to provide that incorporation and reorgani- 
zation provisions do not apply to appliction for permission to organize an 
interim state ass'n so long as application is approved by Administrator; defines 
interim ass'n as one formed to facilitate the acquisition of 100 percent of voting 
shares of existing stock ass'n by a newly formed ass'n or existing savings and 
loan holding company or to facilitate any other transaction the Administrator may 
approve.

(7) Adds new GS 54B-78 prohibiting ass'n from making or disseminating any oral or 
written statement which is false or maliciously critical of, or derogatory to, 
the financial condition of any association or which affects the solvency or 
financial standing of any ass'n; prohibits making or disseminating statement 
with respect to savings and loan business which is untrue, deceptive, or mis- 
leading. (8) Amends GS 54B-164 to allow Administrator to establish limits on 
loans to any one borrower if finds that ass'n is operating with unsafe and unsound ~ 
lending practices. (10) Amends GS 54B-261 to provide that stock ass'n may simulta- 
neously with its incorporation or conversion to stock ass'n provide for its 

-—ewnership by a savings and loan holding company. 
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H 680 State Personnel Act coverage GS 126 
Introducer: Stamey Sent to State Government 


"To amend the State Personnel Act." Amends GS 126-5 to make the 
following changes in specified positions that are automatically exempt from the 
State Personnel Act without being designated as policymaking: (1) exempts 
state employees who have not been continuously employed by the state for the 
preceding 12 months (now, preceding five years; and (2) deletes the exemption for 
visually handicapped employees of the Dep't of Human Resources who operate vending 
stands. Imposes following limits on the number of positions that may be designated 
policymaking and exempted the Act by the Governor or Council of State members: 
one percent of the number of full-time positions in the executive dep't or office 
or 15 positions, whichever is greater. Defines "policymaking position" as one 
that carries the authority to impose the final decision as to a settled course 
of action to be followed by an entire dep't, agency, or division. Deletes 
provision in GS 126-5 authorizing Governor or Council of State members to exempt 
additional positions that are created, transferred, or somehow affected by 
reorganization after May 1 of the year in which the Governor is administered the 
oath of office; deletes provision in present law that allows Governor or Council 
of State members to reverse designation of policymaking position as exempt. 
Provides that state employee with 12 or more months of continuous service (now, 

5 years or more of continuous service) who transfers to an exempt position 
shall, upon leaving that exempt position for a reason other than just cause, have 
priority for any available position for which he is qualified. Prohibits placing 
an employee in an exempt position without ten working days written notice (now, 
prior written notification), and requires written notice to a person applying 

for an exempt position that it is designated as exempt.

Appropriates from General 
Fund to cited center $60,746 for fiscal 1985-86 for purpose indicated in 
title. Effective July 1, 1985. 
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S 335 Workplace hazardous chemicals-2 GS 95, 130A 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Human Resources 


"To enact hazardous substances right to know provistons and to amend 
and transfer the Oeceupattonal Safety and Health Act of North Carolina." Adds 
new GS Ch. 130A, Art. 18 (Hazardous Substances Right to Know), and amends various 
portions of GS Ch. 95 to provide generally that all employees in NC have the 
right to obtain information concerning hazardous chemicals in the workplace and 
that emergency response personnel are adequately informed as to the nature of 
and location of hazardous chemicals. Accomplishes this general result by (1) 
extending federal OSHA right-to-know provisions (29 CFR 1910.1200) to employers 
not covered by the federal standard; (2) ensuring placarding of buildings con- 
taining hazardous chemicals for the benefit and protection of emergency response 
personnel; (3) authorizing emergency response personnel to obtain without 
charge lists and estimated maximum inventories of hazardous chemicals; and (4) 
giving the public the right to obtain from employers, at cost, material safety 
data sheets and lists of hazardous chemicals. 

Hazard determination. Provides that chemicals are hazardous if they 
meet federal toxicity criteria. Hazard determinations made by chemical manu- 
facturers pursuant to federal law may be used by employers; for mixtures for 
which no hazard determination has been made, the employer may use the determina- 
tion for each chemical component of the mixture. 

Trade secrets. Protects trade secrets from disclosure as provided 
by federal OSHA act. Provides that health professionals may obtain trade 
secrets information in emergency situations and, if confidentiality agreement is 
signed, in non-emergency situations. Provides procedures for appealing trade 
secret determinations, and authorizes Sec'y of Human Resources to enter into 
confidentiality agreements with employer in lieu of appealing trade secret deter- 
mination. Provides that Sec'y may provide an interpretation of confidential 
trade secret information so long as the secret itself is not disclosed. 

_ Administration. Provides for administration of right-to-know provisions 
by Dep't of Human Resources, transfers administration of OSHA to Dep't of Human 
Resources, and transfers OSHA rule-making authority to Comm'n for Health Services. 
(Now, OSHA administered by Dep't of Labor.) 

Exemptions. Exempts tobacco and tobacco products, wood and wood 
products, and hazardous waste from act's provisions; does not require additional 
labeling of chemicals required to be labeled under existing federal law. 

Enforcement. Existing penalties provided by NC OSHA law are made 
applicable to hazardous waste right-to-know provisions of bill, including issuance 
of citations and assessment of civil and criminal penalties. 

Effective date. Provisions concerning extension of federal right-to- 
know provisions to employers not covered under federal standard effective March 
1, 1987. Community and emergency response personnel right-to-know provisions 
effective May 25, 1986, with regard to employers covered under federal standard 
and March 1, 1987 with regard to other employers. Transfer of OSHA administra- 
tion to Dep't of Human Resources effective Oct. 1, 1985. 


S 336 Paternity establishment change GS 49 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To amend G.S. 49-14 to allow the establishment of paternity until 
age eighteen in accordance with North Carolina case law and as requtred by 
federal law." Amends GS 49-14(a) to provide that the paternity of a child 
born out of wedlock may be established by civil action at any time prior to 


such child's eighteenth birthday (underlined words added). 


S 337 Non-AFDC services fees GS 110 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Human Resources 


"To amend the application fee and cost recovery provistons of G.S. 
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110-130.1 regarding non-AFDC services." Amends GS 110-130.1(b) to (1) change 
all references to "nonrecipient" to "non-AFDC"; (2) provide that costs of 
services to be recovered by 10% deduction from collections may be reduced by 
costs recovered from payments by the responsible parent which court may order 
or by voluntary payments from that parent or the non-AFDC client; (3) provide 
that recoverable costs are actual costs incurred in providing services, in- 
cluding any court costs and paternity blood testing costs which a financially 
capable non-AFDC client may be required to advance (now, administrative and 
legal costs incurred in providing services); (4) require that judicial official 
be informed that costs are to be recovered (now, collected) through 10% deduction 
except as reduced by voluntary payments or payments by responsible parent which 
the court may order; (5) provide that when incurred costs remain unreimbursed 
when responsibility for providing services ends, amounts collected will continue 
to be channeled through DHR by clerks of superior court for distribution to 


non-AFDC client until costs have been collected; (6) provide that unpaid costs 
at time responsibility tor services ends constitute a debt to the State by non- 


AFDC client upon order of the court, but requires that court order specify that 
payment of debt shall be made only by reasonable periodic payments or income 
tax refund offset procedures. 

Amends GS 110-130.1(c) to refer to actions or proceedings (now, just 
actions) to enforce or establish a duty of support. Adds new GS 110-130.1(d) 
providing that. (1) any fee imposed by the NC Dep't of Revenue or the Sec'y of 
the Treasury to cover their costs of withholding for non-AFDC arrearages 
certified for collection of past due support from income tax refunds shall be 
borne by the client by deducting the fee from amount collected, and (2) any 
income tax refund offset amounts subsequently determined to have been in- 
correctly withheld and distributed to a client, and which must be refunded 
by the State, constitute a debt to the State owed by the client. Effective 
July) 1,) 1985. 


S 338 Child support services over 18 GS 110 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Human Resources 


" Betending the provision of services under thts Article to children 
over etghteen in certain instances." Amends GS Ch. 110 (concerning public 
support for needy children and parental child support obligations) by changing 
definition of "dependent child" in GS 110-129(2) to include persons over the 
age of 18 for whom court orders that support payments continue as provided by 
GSP 50-13. 4(c)- 


S 339 County paternity/support actions GS 110 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Judiciary 3 


"Clarifying the standing of the destgnated representative of county 
commtsstoners to bring acttons under thts article." Amends GS 110-130 to 
authorize any county interested in paternity or support of child to institute 
civil or criminal proceedings against parent or to pursue any such action begun 
by mother, custodian, or guardian of child. (Now, county may take such action 
only if mother, custodian, or guardian fails to file such action or pursue it to 
final judgment.) 


S 340 Child support county transfers GS 50, 110 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Children & Youth 


"Authorizing the transfer of chtld support orders for enforcement 
purposes when in the tnterests of justice." Amends GS 50-13.5(h) (which allows 
actions for child support or custody to be heard without jury in district court) 
to allow court having jurisdiction, on motion of interested individual, to 
transfer child-support case for enforcement purposes to county in which parent, child 
-er party interested in support of child resides or is found. Effective Oct. 1, 1985. 
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S 341 Child support local administration GS 110 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Human Resources 


"To provide for alternative arrangements for local program administra- 
tion." Amends GS 110-141 to provide that with respect to child support enforce- 
ment programs, a county may negotiate alternate arrangements to procedure now 
provided by GS 110-130 for designating a local person or agency to administer 
provisions of GS 110, Art. 9 (Child Support) in that county. Makes conforming 
changes in GS 110-129(5) by modifying definition of "designated representative" 
to mean "any person or agency designated by a board of county comm'rs to administer 
a child support enforcement for a county" (now, also includes Dep't of Human- 
Resources and administration of programs for region of state). 


S 342 Clyde Nolan honored JOINT RES 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Rules 


"Honoring the life and memory of Clyde Nolan, 'Mr. Democrat.'" 
As title indicates. 


S 347 Dep't of Human Resources cost payments GS 143 
Introducer: Ward Sent to Human Resources 


"To amend the law regarding payment of costs in Department of 
Human Resources Instituttons." Rewrites title of Art. 7, GS Ch. 143 to 
read ''Persons Admitted to Department of Human Resources to Pay Costs." (Now, 
"Inmates of State Institutions to Pay Costs.") Rewrites GS 143-117 to require 
that all persons admitted to institutions operated (now, administered) by DHR 
(including, without limit, regional psychiatric hospitals, mental retardation 
centers, and alcoholic rehabilitation centers; schools for emotionally dis- 
turbed children: state special care centers; and Lenox Baker Children's Hospital) 
pay the actual cost of their care, treatment, training and maintenance at the 
institution. 

Repeals GS 114-118(b) and (c) (apparently intends GS 143-118(b) and (c) 
(relating to rates set by institutions’ boards of directors and collection of | 
claims). Adds new GS 143-118(d) requiring Sec'y to ascertain which of persons 
admitted or legally responsible for person admitted are financially able to pay 
the cost fixed. Adds new GS 143-118(e) empowering Sec'y to enter into contracts 
settling accounts for past, present, or future care, including contract to 
charge nothing, and makes such contracts binding on institutions; gives Sec'y 
discretion to determine ability of person to pay and to set rates for compromise; 
provides that if there is no contract or if contract terminates or if obligor 
defaults, then full actual cost of care is to be assessed against the person 
admitted. (Does not repeal GS 143-118.1 which gives governing boards of 
institutions almost identical authority to compromise accounts.) 

Rewrites GS 143-119 to (1) provide that cost fixed by Sec'y (now, 
governing board) is to be paid by person admitted or person legally responsible: 
(2) make payment of cost of care a valid expenditure of funds held by a fiduciary, 
including clerks of court (underlined words added); (3) require that person 
admitted or responsible be notified (now, that superintendent of institution 
notify the person) of amount due and be given monthly statements; (4) authorizes 
Sec'y (now, governing boards) to arrange for payment of portion of cost monthly, 
extend payments, or arrange other payment methods if person is not able to pay 
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total cost due on monthly basis; (5) require institutions to maintain a list 
of all unpaid accounts for audit by state auditors (now, head of institutions 
must file list annually with State Auditor); (6) provide that Sec'y may dis- 
charge from institution persons admitted who have been found able to pay but 
who refuse to pay fixed costs unless the person was committed by order of the 
court of competent jurisdiction; and (7) delete other provisions relating to 
authority of governing boards. Repeals GS 143-120 (authority of governing 
boards to determine who is able to pay cost of care). 

Rewrites GS 143-121 to make following changes: (1) provides that 
state may sue for use of institution in courts of Wake County, in county in 
which institution is located, or in county where defendant resides (underlined 
provision added): (2) adds provision that in action to recover cost of care, 

a verified, itemized statement of account signed by reimbursement director of 
institution must be filed with complaint and will constitute a prima facie case, 
and that state will be entitled tojudgment in absence of allegation and proof 
that the statement is not correct because of (a) an error in calculation of 
cost, (b) an error as to time during which person received care, or (c) an 
error in not properly crediting account with any payment; (3) provides that 
failure of Sec'y to so act does not affect state's right to recover in any 
action brought for cost of care. Adds new GS 143-121.1 ratifying past acts 

of Sec'y, boards of directors of institutions and NC Hospital Board of Control 
in fixing rates to be paid, and providing that such rates prevail for all claims 
and causes of action pending or later made for past care unless Sec'y enters > 
into contract compromising the account. 

Rewrites 143-122 to provide that no statute of limitation applies 
to or constitutes a defense to any cause of action asserted by the state (now, 
an institution) under the Article. Rewrites GS 143-123 to provide that Article 
does not limit authority of institutions to provide care to all indigent persons 
who are otherwise entitled to admission in any institution, and to provide that 
if person later acquires, inherits or otherwise has property making him solvent 
the state (now, institution) has full right to collect cost of care without 
hinderance of any statute of limitations. 

Rewrites GS 143-125 to provide that judgment obtained by state under 
the Article is never barred by statute of limitation and that clerk must issue 
execution at request of Attorney General or director of institution; deletes 
provisions relating to clerk's recall of execution upon filing of affidavit 
as to payments. 

Rewrites GS 143-126 to (1) provide that unpaid cost of care at time of 
death of person admitted constitutes lien on real and personal property and that 
such costs are payable from decedent's estate as a fouth class claim after 
payment of taxes to state or its subdivisions (now, first lien subject only to 
payment of funeral expenses and taxes to state); (2) make conforming changes 
regarding statement to be filed by DHR at time of death of person admitted; 

(3) provide that the statement constitutes due notice of a lien from the time 
of docketing (now, filing): (4) provide that lien takes priority over all other 
liens subsequently acquired and continues from date of filing until satisfied; 
(5) provide that no action to enforce the lien may be brought more than three 
years from last date filing of such lien nor more than three years after death 
of the person admitted (underlined provision added); (6) provide that no lien 
is enforceable against any funds paid by the state to a person admitted after 
judgment or settlement of a claim for damages arising out of negligent injury 
of such person at any institution during life of the person, and that upon 
death of such person, any remaining proceeds of judgment or settlement in 
hands of deceased become a general asset of the estate and subject to any lien 
of the state. 

Rewrites GS 143-127.1(d) to provide that income and resources of 
the natural or adoptive parents of person under age 19 who is admitted to (now, 
who is a patfent in) medical institutions and who are expected to remain there 
for more than 12 months (now, if patient's physician certifftes that the care 
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and treatment is expected to exceed 12 months) are not to be taken into 
account in determining child's eligibility for medical assistance under 
Art. 2, Part 6, GS Ch. 108A and Title XIX of Social Security Act; and to 
provide that "medical institutions" mean public or private certified 
intermediate care facilities, including those for the mentally retarded, 
skilled nursing facilities or hospitals.

Introducer: Royall Sent to Pensions 


"To constder the effects of unencumbered actuartal gatns upon 
employer or state contributions to and unfunded accrued liabilities of 
rettrement and penston plans admintstered by the state." Adds a provision 
to GS 120-111.3 to require that whenever a bill considered by Committee on 
Pensions and Retirement proposes to change benefits in any state-administered 
retirement or pension plan financed by unemcumbered actuarial experience gains 
(generated by continuation or change of actuarial assumptions) the committee 
must (1) give equal consideration to effects that unencumbered actuarial 
gains would have upon annual employer or state contributions to the plan 
and (2) the amount by which plan's unfunded accrued liabilities, if any, 
might be reduced. If unencumbered actuarial experience gains could be used 
to modify annual employer or state contributions to the plan resulting in 
effect upon state appropriations, committee must refer favorably reported 
bill to Committee on Appropriations.

"To permit certain muntctpaltttes to exelude only volunteer 
firemen from OSHA coverage." Amends GS 95-148 to provide that municipalities 
of 10,000 or less population which are currently permitted to exlude their 
fire departments from the operation of state OSHA programs may not exclude 
firefighters who are employees of the municipality. Effective July 1, 1985. 


S 350 Workplace hazardous chemicals-3 GS 95, 130A 
Introducer: Walker Sent to Human Resources 


"Regarding the public's right to know of the presence of toxte _ 
and hazardous substances and to require the designation of a person to provide 
information concerning hazardous substances in the event of an emergency." 
Similar to H 348, digested in Bulletin No. 41, p. 246, with the following 
differences: (1) Omits presumption that chemicals in National Library of 
Medicine's Toxicology Data Bank are hazardous. (2) Requires consultation 
by Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety (DCCPS) on hazardous substances 
survey. (3) Provides additional criteria to be considered by Dep't of Labor 
in determining whether substance is valid trade secret, such as extent to 
which information is known by employees of producer. (4) Omits provisions 
on employees' right to know and prohibition of employer retaliation against 
employee who cooperates in bringing action against employer concerning 
hazardous substances. (5) Requires DCCPS to issue rules specifying minimum 
amount of hazardous materials necessary before warning signs required and 
format of such signs. (6) Revises requirements regarding information to be 
submitted to local fire departments: to be updated whenever hazardous 
substances are introduced or removed; producer's material safety data 
sheets must be given on request to local fire dep't; DCCPS may collect 
hazardous substances surveys from local fire dep'ts. (7) Omits requirement 
that, where producer withholds hazardous substance information claimed as 
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trade secret, the specific identity of the chemical involved be made available 
to health officials upon request. (8) Makes information on emissions of 
hazardous substance subject to procedure for establishing trade-secret 
exemptions. (9) Revises provisions on public's right to know by authorizing 
any person living or working in NC to request from producer list of hazardous 
substances included on producer's workplace list; producer may require that 
request be made in person and may charge copying fee of $.25 per page plus 
postage. (10) Codifies actin, GS Chy 95 rathen thane Chel sOAve Giro ae 
exemption of hazardous substances covered by Federal Insecticide, Fungicide 
and Rhodenticide Act.

Amends GS 89C-17 to increase from $30 to $50 the maximum fee 
that may be charged by the State Board of Registration for Professional Engineers 
and Land Surveyors for the annual certificate renewal for engineers and surveyors.

S 359 Boat equipment/accident reports GS 75A 
Introducer: Soles Sent to Nat&Econ Resources 


"To conform North Carolina boating safety equipment and acctdent 
reporting laws to federal law and rules so that they can be enforced by 
wildlife officers." Revises GS 75A-6 (navigation lights and other safety 
equipment required on motorboats) and GS 75A-11(b) (vessel accident reports) 
to conform to changes in pre-emptive federal law (Inland Rules, 33 US Code 
Secs. 2020 et seq., and Title 46, US Code). Provides that state requirements 
regarding navigation lights, sound-signalling devices, personal flotation 
devices, fire extinguishers, backfire flame control, and ventilation and 
exhause blower systems are same as those of applicable federal laws and US 
Coast Guard regulations. Requires Wildlife Resources Comm'n to provide clear 
and concise guide booklet stating requirements for boat safety equipment. 
Amends GS 75A-11(b) (vessel accident reporting) to conform to changes in 
federal law and regulations: if accident results in death or disappearance 
of person, operator must notify Wildlife Resources Comm'n by quickest means 
available of details of accident (now, no such requirement): if accident 
results in death, disappearance, or injury requiring treatment beyond first 
aid, operator must make written report to Comm'n within 48 hours (now, no 
such requirement): if accident involves damage of more than $200 (now, $100) 
or complete loss of vessel but no death, disappearance or injury beyond first 
aid, operator must make written report to Comm'n within ten days.

Identical to H 539, digested in Bulletin No. 50, p. 416. 
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S 361 Joint municipal power agency bonds GS 159B 


Introducer: Rauch Sent to Finance 


"To clartfy certain powers of a jotnt municipal electric power (sie) with 
respect to tnterest on bonds." Amends GS 159-3(2) (apparently intends to amend 
GS 159B-3(2)) to provide that for purposes of including as a project cost the 
interest on bonds during the construction of an electric power project and a 
reasonable period thereafter, a period of three years is deemed to be a rea- 
sonable period if the bonds are issued to finance a generating unit expected 
to be operated to supply "base ioad."’ Amends GS 159B-15(a) to allow the issuer 
of the bonds or the Local Gov't Comm'n to contract with an agent for the estab- 
lishment and revision of interest rates on variable-rate-interest bonds (now, 
no such power to delegate). Also provides that joint electric power agency 
may elect to purchase any bonds issued and sold, hold them in lieu of cancellation, 
and later resell them.

"To add a new Article 17 to Chapter 20 of the General Statutes and make 
other necessary changes in Chapter 20 and Chapter 62." Transfers regulatory 
functions concerning motor carriers from Utilities Commission to Division of 
Motor Vehicles. Adds new Article 17 to GS Ch. 20 (GS 20-376 through 20-397) 
empowering Division of Motor Vehicles to supervise "motor carriers", including 
for-hire carriers and private carriers. Division authorized to: (1) Visit 
business premises and investigate books and papers of all motor carriers; 

(2) Compel the production of papers and attendance of witnesses to obtain 
information necessary for enforcing Art. 17 and GS Ch. 62 (public utilities); 
(3) Conduct programs of accident prevention and public safety covering all 
motor carriers; (4) Prescribe qualifications and maximum hours of service for 
drivers and their helpers; (5) inspect motor vehicles and equipment used by 
carriers in transporting passengers or property; (6) promulgate reasonable rules 
and regulations to minimize dangers of transporting all commodities including 
explosives or combustible substances. 

Person operating for-hire motor vehicle in interstate commerce, 
without having registered exempt operation or interstate authority with the 
Division, subject to $75 penalty. Prohibits motor carrier from operating 
in interstate commerce prior to filing evidence of required insurance with 
Division. Authority to enforce provisions of Art. 17 and GS Ch. 62 (Public 
Utilities) limited to designated inspectors and officers of Division. 

Division to collect the following fees: (1) $1 annually for regis- 
tration of motor vehicle operating under jurisdiction of N. C. Utilities 
Commission; (2) $25 for filing motor carrier operating authority or registration 
of interstate exempt operation; (3) $l annually for registration by interstate 
carriers; (4) $25 for each certificate of exemption; (5) $10 for each emergency 
permit. 

Motor carrier violating any provision of Art. 17 or Division regulation 
to pay $1,000 for each offense. Makes numerous conforming changes in GS Ch. 20 
(Motor Vehicle Law) and GS Ch. 62 (Public Utilities.)

Provides that on or after Jan. 1, 1986 officers employed by 
city, county, town or other political subdivision of the state are members of 
Retirement System, beneficiaries last employed as officers and surviving benefi- 
ciaries of such officers are beneficiaries of Retirement System, and members of 
LEORS last employed and paid by such employer are members of Retirement System. 
State to pay portion of employer's "normal contribution" rate to Retirement 
System (funded by appropriation by General Assembly) equal to cost of allowing 
members the right to retire at age 55 after 5 years service and at age 50 after 
15 years service. Makes provision for transfers of assets and liabilities of 
the LEORS to Retirement System and the Supplemental Retirement Income Plan accord- 
ing to formula specified. 

Supplemental Retirement Income Plan. Creates Supplemental Retirement 
Income Plan for officers to be administered by Board of Trustees of Retirement 
System, to be separate from any retirement system. Participants may make volun- — 
tary contributions with limit of 10% of participant's compensation. Contributions 
are credited to individual accounts and immediately vest in participant's name, 
invested according to participant's election. Provides for lump-sum distribu- 
tion or distribution in periodic installments at termination of employment or 
death. State to contribute monthly to individual accounts of participants equal 
to five percent of compensation (in addition to court cost assessments in 
GS 7A-304(a)(3)). Accrued or inchoate rights of member of LEORS not diminished. 

Adds new Article 12F to Ch. 143 to provide separate insurance benefits 
planfor law enforcement officers. Provides that $1.00 from court costs in 
GS 7A-304(a)(3) is to be set aside to fund insurance plan and employee welfare 
benefit plan for all law enforcment officers and former officers with 20 or more 
years service or who are receiving desability retirement allowance from any state= 
administered retirement system. Plan to be administered by Boards of Trustees 
of Teachers’ and State Employees' Retirement System and Local Governmental Employee 
Retirement System. Plan is to be separate and apart from any retirement systems 
or plans. 





Adds new Article 12G to GS Ch. 143 to provide for "Separation Allowances 
for Local Governmental Law Enforcement Officers". ‘Officer employed by local 
governmental employer who retires with service retirement allowance is to receive 
annual separation allowance equal to .85% of the annual equivalent of the base 
rate of compensation most recently applicable to officer for each year of 
creditable service.

"To allow for a system of differentiated pay for certified public 
school employees."

Repeals GS 48-2(1) (which defines abandonment by a parent for purposes of adoption © 
proceedings) and adds to the termination of parental rights statutes the deter- 
mination of abandonment, thereby requiring the issue of abandonment to be deter- 
mined in all cases by the district court judge in a termination of parental { 
rights proceeding.

H 761 Federal estate tax apportionment GS 1, 28A 
Introducer: Clark Sent to Finance 


"To apportion the federal estate tax burden as recommended by the 
General Statutes Commtsston." Adds new Art. 27 ("Apportionment of Federal 
Estate Tax") to GS Ch. 28A ("Administration of Decedents’ Estates")).2 Provides 
that federal estate tax due is to be apportioned among all persons who have 
received or are entitled to receive any property included in the decedent's 
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taxable estate ("interested persons") in proportion that the value of each 
interested person's interest bears to the total value of all persons interested 

in the estate. Decedent's will may provide a different method of apportionment. 
Apportionment is to be determined by decedent's personal representative, who may 
decide that such apportionment of interest, penalties, or personal representative's 
expenses is inequitable because one or more interested persons caused the penal- 
ties, interest or expenses and may then direct a more equitable apportionment. 

Personal representative is under no duty to institute suit for taxes 
due from any interested person until the expiration of six months after final 
determination of the tax. If personal representative brings suit within a 
reasonable time, he is not liable because any portion of the tax apportioned 
to an interested person was collectible at a time following the death but then 
became uncollectible. Any apportioned amount which cannot be collected is to be 
apportioned amonth the remaining interested persons. Personal representative 
may withhold the amount of tax from property he is to distribute to an interested 
person. 

Exempts from apportionment calculation any interest for which a deduc- 
tion or exemption is allowable under the federal revenue laws in determining the 
value of the decedent's estate. Credits for taxes already paid are apportioned 
like the tax, unless tax was paid by an interested person. 

Also exempts certain property passing to or in trust for a surviving 
spouse and certain charitable gifts. Persons with interests in income and no 
estate for years or for life are not subject to apportionment. 

Makes conforming change in GS 1-255.

H 762 Farm machinery franchise sales GS 66 
Introducer: Redwine Sent to Agriculture 


| "To provide for franchtse agreements between dealers engaged in the 

bustness of retatling farm, utility, industrial, and yard and garden tmplements, 
equipment, attachments, or repatr parts, and wholesalers, manufacturers, or dis- 
trtbutors of the products to requtre repurchase of inventory from dealers upon 
termination of a contract; to provide procedures; to establish ltmitattons, rtghts, 
and civil ltability relative to repurchase; to extend the rtght to requtre repur- 
chase option to the hetrs of dealers; and to provide warranty obltgattons." 
Adds new Art. 26 (''Farm MachineryFranchises") to GS Ch. 66, regulating franchise 
agreements for farm (including lawn and garden) machinery and equipment between 
dealers and their suppliers. 

Requires suppliers to give 90 days notice, with certain exceptions, 
of termination of franchise agreement and dealers to give 30 days notice. If 
agreement requires dealer to maintain an inventory, supplier must repurchase 
inventory upon termination of agreement; in addition, if dealer or majority stock- 
holder of corporate dealer dies or becomes incompetent, heir, personal representa- 
tive, or guardian of dealer, or new majority stockholder if corporate dealer, 
May require supplier to repurchase inventory. Sets out prices at which various 
components of inventory must be repurchased. Exempts certain components of 
inventory from repurchase requirement. Provides for civil liability of supplier 
who refuses to repurchase inventory.

H 763 Insurance marketing study comm'n APPROPRIATION, STUDY 
Introducer: Hasty Sent to Insurance 


"To ereate a comnisston to study the avatlabtltty and marketing of 
ltabiltty and property tnsurance tn North Carolina." Creates comm'n to examine 
liability and property insurance markets. Consists of 12 members as follows: 
(1) four members appointed by Speaker (three members of the House and one fire 
and casualty insurance agent who may also be a member of the House), (2) four 
members appointed by President of the Senate (three members of the Senate and one 
representative of a fire and casualty insurer who may also be a member of the 
Senate), (3) four members appointed by Comm'r of Insurance (two members of 
general public, one fire and casualty insurance agent, one representative of a 
fire and casualty insurer). Authorizes reports to 1986 and 1987 sessions. 
Appropriates from General Fund to Comm'n $17,000 for fiscal year 1985-86. 
Eifective, July le l935, 


H 764 Sales tax up for school facilities GSs-105304 loc 
Introducer: Diamont Sent to Education 


"To tnerease the state sales and use taxes by one-half percent and to 
use the proceeds to establtsh a publte school capital construetton fund." 
Amends various sections of GS Ch. 105 to increase the state sales and use tax 
from three percent to three and one-half percent. Enacts a new GS Ch. 115C, 
Art. 34A, establishing Public School Capital Construction Fund and directing that 
the net proceeds of the new one-half percent sales and use tax be placed in the 
fund. Directs the State Board of Education to administer the Fund, including 
requiring the Board to establish statewide standards for school facilities; 
permits up to two-tenths of one percent of monies in Fund to be used for Board 
expenses. Permits up to five percent of monies in Fund to be used for demonstra- 
tion, emergency, and special projects, in discretion of Board. Remaining monies 
in Fund are to be allocated to counties on per capita basis. Counties are 
permitted to request grants from their allocations from the Fund, to be used for 
school capital construction (but not site acquiSition) and for school bond debt 


service if unneeded for construction. Requires counties to match grants from 
Fund with one dollar of county money for each $3.50 of state money. Permits 


counties to accumulate monies in allocation up to 10 years, but monies accumulated _ 
more than 10 years are to be reallocated to all counties. Effective July 1, 1985.8

Introducer: Enloe Sent to Military Affairs 


"To permit the widows of ex-prtsoners of war to retain the distinctive 
registration plate under certain conditions." Amends GS 20-81.4 to permit widows

Adds new GS 105-277(i) classifying retailer's and 
wholesaler's inventories and providing that such class of property is to be 
taxed at 85 percent of the rate at which other tangible personal property is 
taxed in taxing unit. Adds new GS 105-277A requiring tax collector of each 
taxing unit to annually report to Dep't of Revenue amount of tax loss as result 
of classification and exclusion. Directs Sec'y of Revenue to determine state- 
wide total of tax losses, and to reimburse that amount to all taxing units in 
state dividing money among taxing units on per capita basis. Provides that 
reimbursement is to be made by withholding funds from net collections of income 
taxes. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1986. 


> 413 Tax evasion penalties upped GS 105 
Introducer: Redman Sent to Finance 


"To amend the law relating to penalttes for vtolatton of the revenue 
laws." Amends GS 105-236 to change the following offenses from misdemeanors with 
various punishments to Class I felonies: attempt to evade or defeat state tax; 
willful failure to collect, withhold or pay over such tax; and willful failure 
to file return, keep required records, supply required information or pay any 
tax. Adds new provision to GS 105-236 to make it a Class I felony to willfully 
aid or assist anyone in preparing or filing a return, affidavit or claim known 
to be fraudulent. Effective Oct. 1, 1985 and applies to offenses committed on 
or after that date.

S 416 Rape evidence shield revised GS 8C 
Introducer: Rand Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To strengthen the rape shield evidence rule by making tt clear that 
it applies to all offenses being tried at the same time as the rape or sex 
offense charge." Amends GS 8C-1, Rule 412(d), to clarify that current rule 
limiting introduction of evidence of sexual behavior applies to trial of an 
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offense being tried jointly with a charge of rape or a sex offense, or with a 
lesser included offense (in addition to trials of a charge of rape or sex offense 
as now provided). Effective Oct. 1, 1985 and applies to trials beginning on or 
after that date. 


S 417 Indigent care study APPROPRIATION, STUDY 
Introducer: Rand Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To create the Indigent Care Study Commisston." Creates cited comm'n 
to study issues of access to and financing of health care services for North 
Carolinians who are unable to pay for their medical care. Comm'n to consist 
of 12 members as follows: (1) Sec'y of Dep't of Human Resources, ex officio, (2) 
Insurance Commissioner, ex officio, (3) two members of the House, appointed by 
Speaker, (4) to members of the Senate, appointed by President of the Senate, ~ 
(5) one hospital administrator, appointed by Governor from a list of at least 
two submitted by NC Hospital Ass'n, (6) one representative of county government, 
appointed by Speaker from a list of at least two submitted by NC Ass'n of County 
Comm'rs, (7) one medical physician who provides substantial amount of health - 
care to indigents, appointed by Speaker from list of at least two submitted by 
NC. Medical Society, (8) one representative of health insurance company providing 
a substantial number of NC citizens with health insurance, appointed by the 
President of the Senate, (9) one advocate for low income people who is familiar 
with indigent health care issues, to be appointed by the Governor, and (10) 
one representative from the business community, appointed by President of the 
Senate from a list of at least two submitted by NC Citizens for Business and 
Industry. Authorizes interim report to 1986 session and directs final report ~ 
to 1987 General. Assembly. Appropriates from General Fund to General Assembly, 
$100,000 for each year of biennium to fund study. 


S 418 State funds deposit rules | GS 147 
Introducer: Rand Sent to State Government 


"To permit the Treasurer to authorize limited exemptions from the 
daily deposit law." Amends GS 147-77 (which requires persons collecting money 
belonging to state to deposit with bank daily) to permit State Treasurer to 
exempt persons from requirement if those persons deposit at least weekly and 
deposit whenever they have collected at least $250. Effective July 1, 1985. 


S 419 Nonappearance dismissal with leave GS 15A 
Introducer: Rand Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To allow a prosecutor to enter a dismissal with leave for nonappearance 
when a defendant cannot be found to serve an order for arrest after the grand 
jury tndicted htm." Rewrites GS 15A-932(a) to add provision as title indicates.

S 420 Felonious restraint crime created GS 14 
Introducer: Rand Sent to Judiciary 4 


"Creating the erimtnal offense of felonious restraint." Adds new 
GS 14-43.3 to create new criminal offense of felonious restraint, defined as 
restraining a person without his consent (or without consent of person's parent 
or legal custodian if person is younger than 16) and moving him from place of 
initial restraint in motor vehicle or other conveyance. Provides that crime is a 
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Class J felony, punishable by maximum imprisonment of three years and/or fine 
(presumptive sentence one year). Also provides that felonious restraint is 
lesser included offense of kidnapping. Effective Oct. 1, 1985 and applies to 
offenses committed on or after that date.

New article provides as Beene: 
_ Facility operators' duties: (1) Requires "facility operators" 
(persons, including state and local government agencies, engaged in business with 
employees) to keep Facility Chemical List (FCL), to be updated at least annually 
(or quarterly if necessary) with designated information about each hazardous 
chemical normally stored in a facility (one or more establishments, factories, 
or buildings on one contiguous site) in excess of 55 gallons or 500 pounds, which- 
ever is greater; FCL to include chemical or common name of chemical, approximate 
range of quantity of chemical usually stored at site, and usual area of storage; 
(2) requires chemical manufacturers and distributors to provide Material Safety 
Data Sheets (MSDS) containing chemical hazard and safe handling information to 
purchasers of hazardous chemicals in NC and requires facility operators to keep 
most current MSDS received for each hazardous chemical bought; requires facility 
operator, to request MSDS within 30 days of receipt of chemical if not provided by 
manufacturer or distributor; and (3) prohibits removal or defacing of labels on 
incoming containers of hazardous chemicals. | 
Cooperation with local fire dep'ts: (1) Requires facility operators who 
normally store more than 55 gallons or 500 pounds, whichever is greater, ofa is 
hazardous chemical to: (a) give to local fire chief names and phone numbers of 
knowledgeable agents of facility operator to contact for further information or 
in case of emergency; (b) advise fire chief, on request, of availability of FCL 
and any updates; (c) give fire chief, on request, copy of FCL; and (d) give 
firé chief, on request, a copy of MSDS of any chemical in FCL: (2) at fire chief's 
request, facility operator must prepare and file with fire chief an emergency 
response plan; and_ (3) fire chief, in consultation with facility operator, may ‘ 
make information from FCL, MSDS, and emergency response plan available to personnel 
of local fire dep't and to local emergency, police, and medical personnel, but may 
not otherwise. distribute such information; recipients of such oe ee, may not 
disclose it and may use it only to plan emergency response. ; 

“Confidential business information: Establishes procedure to prevent 
unnecessary disclosure of information considered to be trade secret or confi- 
dential business information. Provides that anyone who discloses such informa- ; 
tion to an unauthorized person is guilty of a Class I felony (punishable by maxi- 
mum imprisonment of five years and/or a fine) and is subject to civil action for 
damages. and injunction. 

' Enforcement: Directs Comm'r of Labor to investigate complaints by ; 
fire chiefs about alleged violations of law. Authorizes comm'r to send agents to 
inspect facilities to investigate complaints. Facility operators found to violate 
law will have 14 days to comply, with maximum civil penalty of $500 per violation 
(after hearing) for failure to comply. Prohibits facility operators from dis- 
ciplining, discriminating against, or firing an employee for cooperating in 
inspection authorized by law. 

Exemptions: Exempts chemicals in or on following items or facilities 
from law: (1) item formed to specific shape or design during manufacture and which 
normally does not release hazardous chemicals; (2) products intended for personal 
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consumption by facility employees; (3) retail trade establishments (except 
processing and repair areas) (facility operator must still give fire chief names 
and phone numbers of knowledgeable agents to contact during emergency or for 
further information); (4) facility where hazardous chemicals never leave sealéd 
packages; (5) food, food additives, color additives, drugs, and cosmetics; (6) 
laboratories under certain conditions; and (7) farms with fewer than 10 
employees (but if farm normally stores more than 55 gallons or 500 pounds of a 
hazardous chemical, whichever is greater, facility operator must give fire chief 
names and phone numbers of knowledgeable agents to contact during emergency or 
for further information). 

Preemption of local regulations: Prohibits local gov'ts from requiring 
disclosure of information to ale ep of facility operators, public, and any 
branch or agent of state or local gov't, except as provided in this law. 

Dep't of Labor regulations: Amends GS 95-4(2) to direct Comm'r of Meee 
in adopting rules, regulations, and procedures under new Art. 18, to adopt 
provisions no more restrictive than most nearly applicable federal administrative 
proisions, except as provided by Art. 18. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1986.

If the Sec'y determines that 
the inactive site is causing serious harm to the public health or environment, 
or that it is likely to cause such harm before a plan can be developed, the 
responsible party may be ordered to take any action necessary to correct the 
condition, or the Department of Human Resources, at its discretion, may take such 
action. 

If a person ordered to develop and implement an inactive site remedial 
plan fails to do so within the time provided in the order, the Dep't may itself 
develop and implement the plan. Anyone contracting for work according to the 
plan developed by the Dep't is to be reimbursed from the Inactive Hazardous 
Substance Disposal Site Remedial Fund. The Sec'y then is directed to issue an 
order demanding payment from the persons responsible for the site, with notice 
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In all cases in which an inactive site remedial program is implemented, 
any person who discharges or deposits, contracts or arranges for discharge or 
deposit, or accepts for discharge or deposit any hazardous substance, the result 
of which is the existence of an inactive hazardous substance disposal site, is 
directly liable to the state for all costs of the program. Sec'y may bring an 
action in superior court in county in which the site is located to recover the 
costs. No liability attaches if the person can establish that the imminent danger 
to the public health and environment was caused by an act of God, an act of war, 
or the intentional act or omission of a third party not an employee, agent or 
contracting party of the defendant.

Introducer: Sizemore Sent to Aging 


"To tnerease the punishments for rapes, sexual offenses, assaults, and 
robberies committed against the elderly and to increase the puntshments for 
certain assaults on the handicapped." As title indicates, makes the following 
changes: (1) Amends GS 14-27.2(a)(2) (first-degree rape) and GS 14-27.4(a) (2) 
(first-degree sexual offense) to provide that a person is guilty of those offenses 
if engages in proscribed acts and the victim is at least 65 years old. (2) Amends 
GS 14-32.1 to add elderly persons (at least 65 years of age) to existing section 
which provides punishments for assaults on handicapped persons and to increase 
punishment for assault on handicapped or elderly person with deadly weapon with 
intent to kill, and inflicting serious injury from a Class F to a Class E felony 
and aggravated assault on a handicapped or elderly person from a Class I to a 
Class H felony. (3) Amends GS 14-87(a) to make armed robbery of an elderly 
person a Class C felony (other armed robberies are Class D felonies). (4) 

Amends GS 14-87.1 to make common law robbery of an elderly person a Class G 
felony (other robberies are Class H felonies). Effective Oct. 1, 1985 and 
applies to offenses committed on or after that date.

"To deter organtzed criminal acttvtty and convert the vartous proper 
and property rights employed theretn to public purposes by tmpostng etvitl sane 
on racketeer tnflueneed and corrupt organizations." Adds new GS Ch. 75D, to b 
known as NC Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations Act (RICO), provi 
as follows: 

Prohibited activity: Prohibits the following activities: (1) patte 
of racketeering activity (racketeering activity defined in bill; pattern of 
racketeering activity defined as engaging in at least two incidents of rackete 
ing activity with same or similar intent, results, accomplices, victims, or 
methods or related by other distinguishing factors); (2) acquiring or maintai 
ing through pattern of racketeering activity an interest in or control of any 
enterprise or property; (3) conducting an enterprise through a pattern of racl 
eteering activity; and (4) conspiring to engage in such conduct. 

Civil remedies: Authorizes any aggrieved innocent person or the stat 
to bring an action in superior court for injunctive relief and authorizes an 
aggrieved innocent person to bring an action in superior court for treble 
damages, punitive damages, attorney's fees, and reasonable costs of investigatig| 
and litigation. Establishes five-year statute of limitations for such actions 
(measured from end of prohibited conduct or time claim for relief accrues). 
Establishes venue in any county in which incident of racketeering occurred or 
in which an interest or control of an enterprise or property is acquired or may | 
tained. Authorizes expedited calendaring of cases found by state to be of sped \ 
public importance. Provides that final conviction of crimes designated as racke| 
eteering activity stops a defendant in a subsequent RICO civil action as to all) 
matters proved in criminal action. Provides that a defendant in a RICO action 
brought by state has per se engaged in prohibited conduct if he has committed @ 
least two offenses designated as racketeering activity within four years of eac 
other and if convictions for such offenses have become final. 

Authorizes superior court to enjoin prohibited conduct through follow 
ing measures: (1) ordering divesiture of interest in enterprise or property; 
(2) imposing restrictions on a defendant's future activities or investments; 
(3) ordering dissolution or reorganization of an enterprise; (4) ordering susp 
sion of a state license, permit, or prior approval; (5) ordering forfeiture of 
corporate charter or a certificate to conduct business; and (6) appointing a 
receiver under GS Ch. 1, Art. 38. 

Civil forfeiture proceedings: Establishes procedure for forfeiture 0 
property used in or derived from racketeering activity. Authorizes only the 
Attorney General or his designated representative (may include a district attor 
to bring forfeiture proceeding. Includes provision for a hearing after notice | 
interested parties. Also permits court to issue writ of seizure to sheriff of 
county where property is located without notice to interested parties if court 
finds that prior notice would cause loss or destruction of property. Further es 
lishes procedure for seizure by law enforcement officers before forfeiture pro- 
ceeding has begun and without writ of seizure if incident to lawful arrest, 
seizure, or inspection and if officer has probable cause to believe that propert 
will be lost or destroyed if not seized (Attorney General must initiate forfeit@) 
proceeding after such seizure). q 

Disposition of forfeited property: Authorizes superior court to dispo 
of forfeited property as follows, subject to interests of irfnocent parties 
(defines innocent party as one who did not have actual or constructive knowledg 
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that property was subject to forfeiture): (1) order destruction of contraband; 

(2) order judicial sale of property; (3) order transfer of property to innocent 
party with an interest greater than or equal to value of property; (4) order 
retention of property by innocent party upon payment or approval of plan for 
payment into court of value of forfeited property; (5) order retention of property 
for use by investigative agency, state, or local gov't; (6) order transfer to 
Dep't of Cultural Resources of property useful for historical or instructional 
purposes; and (/) order any other disposition in interest of justice which pro- 
tects innocent parties. : 

RICO lien notices: Authorizes Attorney General to file a lien notice 
upon instituting a civil proceeding. Such notice to be effective for six years, 
with Attorney General authorized to renew notice for one additional six-year term. 
Provides that filing creates a lien on real property or beneficial interest then 
or subsequently owned by people named in notice located in county of filing. 

Also provides that lien is superior to any interest in such property or beneficial 
interest acquired after filing. 

Miscellaneous provisions: Imposes filing requirement on trustee with 
actual knowledge that RICO civil proceeding or lien notice has been filed against 
person for whom he holds legal or record title to real property and imposes 
restrictions on conveyance of such property by trustee(trustee defined not to 
include personal representative under GS Ch. 33 regarding guardians and wards, a 
personal respresentative under GS Ch. 28 regarding administration of estates, 
or trustee of testamentary trust or indenture of trust).

Makes numerous changes in GS Ch. 55A, which 
governs nonprofit corporations. Adds following new provisions: (1) Authorizes 
the Attorney General to bring an action to restrain a person from exercising a 
corporate franchise not granted to him. (2) Provides that the issuance of a 
corporate charter does not authorize the use of the corporate name in violation 
of law. (3) Grants corporations power to make contributions to entities organized 
for religious, charitable, literary, scientific, or educational, cultural, or 
artistic purposes, or for public welfare, or for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals or children; to pay pensions and establish pension and other incentive 
plans for officers, directors, and employees; to enter into contracts of guaranty 
or suretyship or other financial arrangements; and granting to enter into an 
arrangement with others for sharing benefits or union of interests with respect 
to transactions the corporation has power to conduct by itself, even if the ar- 
rangement involves sharing of delegation of control. (4) Authorizes committees 
to set the compensation of directors serving on the board or on the committee. 
(5) Permits corporations to compensate their directors: Provides that no 
transaction in which a director has an adverse interest is void or voidable if 
specified conditions are met. (6) Makes all nonresident directors subject to 
the jurisdication of NC courts and permits service of process on the Sec'y of 
State if the director cannot be found in NC. (7) States that ofticers sand 
directors stand in a fidicuary relation to the corporation and must exercise 
the care that ordinarily prudent men would exercise under similar circumstances 
in like positions. (8) Provides that instruments when signed in the specified 
manner are valid with respect to the rights of innocent third parties as if 
properly executed unless the third party had actual knowledge of lack of 
authority or of a breach of fiduciary obligation or if the instrument reveals on > 
its face a potential breach of fliduciary obligation. Defines sufficient 
execution for instruments purporting to create a security interest in personal 
property of a corporation. Provides that instrument bearing appropriate seal is ~ 
prima facie evidence that the instrument is the act of the corporation and is 
admissible in evidence without further proof of execution. (9) Provides for 
additional liability for directors for improper voting for or assent to dis- 
tribution of the corporation's assets or the making of any form of security. 
Contains procedure for dissent from board action. Provides that a director 
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who is liable and who pays a claim is entitled to reimbursement or exoneration 
from a recipient who accepted the distribution knowing it was improperly made, 
and director is also entitled to contribution from other directors who voted for 
or assented to the improper action. Also provides that a creditor damaged by a 
violation may in one action obtain judgment against the corporation and enforce 
the liability of one or more directors. Actions under this section must be 
brought within three years from the time when the cause of action was discovered 
or ought to have beendiscovered. (10) Authorizes members' and directors' 
derivative actions. (11) Authorizes the court in any proceeding to liquidate 
assets under GS 55A-53 to grant relief, other than dissolution of the corporation, 
as it. finds appropriate including canceling or altering charter provision or 

- resolution. or act of corporation or directing an act of corporation. The court 
may grant this relief as an alternative to a decree of dissolution or when 
circumstances are such that the relief, but not dissolution, would be ap- 
propriate. (12) Provides for the voluntary surrender of the corporate rights 
and franchises by the incorporators by filing certificate with the Sec'y of State 
before any assets have been received or any activities begun. 

Makes following changes in current sections: (1) Amends GS 55A-15(7) (a) (3) 
so that statement of purpose in charter is sufficient if purpose is to engage in 
any lawful act or activity under Ch. 55. (2) Permits corporation, subject to 
restrictions in its charter, to provide for indemnification for directors and 
‘officers against liabilities and litigation expenses unless director or officer 


is found to have acted in bad faith or to have been liable or guilty because of 








willful misconduct.

Adds new, unnumbered 
chapter in General Statutes entitled "Higher Educational Facilities Finance Act", 
subject to vote of the people. 

Legislative purpose: States that purpose is to enable private in- 
stitutions of higher education in the state to construct and renovate facilities 
and structures. 

Educational Facilities Finance Agency (Agency). Creates Agency 
governed by seven member board of directors: State Treasurer and State Auditor 
are ex officio members; one member appointed by President of the Senate, one 
member appointed by Speaker, three members appointed by the Governor (appointed 
directors are to be residents of state and cannot hold other public office). 
Agency to be contained within the Dep't of State Treasurer as if it had been 
transferred to dep't by Type II transfer (GS 143A-6(b) ). 

Powers of agency. Gives agency powers including the following: (1) 
to make and execute necessary contracts, including loan agreements, agreements 
of sale, mortgages and conveyances, including credit enhancement agreements; (2) 
to acquire or dispose of property; (3) to arrange for utilities or closing or 
opening of streets, (4) to pledge or assign assets or revenues including federally @ 
guaranteed securities; (5) to borrow money to carry out its corporate purposes 
and to issue bonds and notes for purpose of providing funds to pay all or any part 
of cost of any project, to lend money to any participating institution for the 
acquisition of any federally guaranteed securities and to issue revenue re- 
funding bonds; (6) to finance, operate, or maintain, capital improvements projects §@ 
and to pay all or any part of cost thereof from the proceeds of bonds or notes or 
from any contribution, gift, donation or other funds available to the Agency for 
such purpose; (7) to employ consultants; (8) to conduct studies; (9) to apply for 
government grants and similar subsidies; (10) to acquire and pledge federally 
guaranteed security or federally insured mortgage note, or otherwise provide a 
source of repayment on any of its bonds or notes; (11) to make loans to parti- 
cipating institutions for cost of a project, or to refund loans or similar 
obligations given by institution for cost of a project; and (12) to charge 
participating institutions for its administrative costs and expenses. 

Requirements. Sets out requirements and criteria necessary for agency 
to undertake a project: (1) institution must be financially responsible; and 
capable of fulfulling its obligations; (2) adequate provision must be made for 
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payment of principal and interest on bonds and any necessary reserves for operation, 
repair and maintenance of project at institution's expense; (3) public facilities, 
including utilities and public services necessary for project must be made 
available; (4) project must be operated to serve the public, no discrimination 
allowed against any person based on race, creed, color or national origin. 

Procedural requirements. Sets out procedure for institution to submit 
proposal to agency for financing a project. Authorizes to investigate project 
including feasibility and desireability. 

Operation and construction of projects. Authorizes agency to sell or 
lease any project to an institution for operation and maintenance or lend money to 
institution to effectuate purpose of act, and sets out provisions which may be 
contained in loan or sale agreement. Authorizes agency to award contracts for 
construction of project on behalf of institution and sets out procedures. 

Credit of state not pledged. Provides that bonds and notes issued 
under act not to be secured by credit of the state. 

Bonds and notes. (1) Sets out provisions for agency to issue bonds and 
notes. Agency given authority to set terms of bond with respect to maturity, 
form etc. within limits set by act. Interest rates determined by Local Government 
Commission with approval of agency. (2) Requires agency to file application for 
approval of bonds with Sec'y of Local Government Comm'n; authorizes Comm'n to 
consider effect of proposed financing upon any scheduled or proposed sale of tax- 
exempt obligations of the state. (3) Requires proceeds of bonds to be used 
solely for purpose issued. (4) Authorizes Agency to issue interim receipts for 
temporary bonds. (5) Provides bonds may be issued under procedure of act and no 
other procedure required. 

Agency authorized to secure any bonds or notes issued under act by 
trust agreement between agency and corporate trustee as provided in act. 
Authorizes Agency to fix and collect fees, loan repayments, purchase price payments, 
rents and charges for use of any project, and to contract with participating in- 
stitution for use of it as provided by act. Provides that all money received 
pursuant to authority of act to be considered trust funds and use solely for 
authorized purposes. Provides for remedies for holder of bonds or notes issued 
under act. Bonds, notes and interest coupons under act made "investment 
securities" under Art. 8 of UCC. Makes bonds and notes securities and makes them 
eligible for investment by public agencies and investment firms. Authorizes 
agency to issue refunding bonds or notes as provided in act. 

Annual report. Agency required to issue annual report to Governor, 

State Autitor, the General Assembly and Advisory Budget Commission and Local 
Government Comm'n. 

Liability. Provides that officers are not personally liable by reason of 
execution of bonds or notes. 

Tax exemption. No tax or assessment is to be levied upon any project 
undertaken by by agency prior to retirement (or provision for retirement) of all bonds 
or notes issued and obligations incurred by agency in connection with project. 
Bonds or notes issued by agency to be tax free except for inheritance or gift taxes. 

Effective upon certification by State Board of Elections that an amend- 
ment to NC Constitution authorizing the enactment of general laws dealing with 
transactions of the type contemplated by this act has been approved by the people.

Makes violation of these provisions misdemeanor punishable by $500 fine, 6 
months imprisonment, or both; also dealer convicted of violations is ineligible 
for dealer's license for 3 years. Repeals inconsistent local acts. 

" Prohibits public and private discrimination against persons in 
military, because of fact they are in military. Specifically prohibits 

(i) refusal to allow such a person to enter public place of entertainment,

Panel 
determines whether injuries alleged in claim are vaccine-related and, if so, may | 
award compensation for actual expenses, loss of earnings, pain and suffering and 
emotional distress and attorneys’ fees. Limits total maximum recovery to any 
one individual to $500,000 and recovery for pain and suffering to $100,000; requir 
physical injury for award of pain and suffering and emotional distress damages. 
Claimant may reject hearing panel decision and bring court action, but limited 
to $500,000 recovery in court proceeding.

District members (136): 68 nonlawyers, two per judicial 
district, one each appointed by Governor and Chief Justice; and 68 lawyers, two 
per judicial district, one each appointed by Chief Justice and Governor. Exclusive 
of chairman and chairmanpro tem (who vote only to break ties) members-at-large 
and divisional members must each be resident of different judicial district. 

To ensure this distribution Governor must make first appointments, then Chief 
Justice.

Requires © 
at least 1/3 and no more than 2/3 of members be from same political party. No :

Panels of full Comm'n to nominate 
as follows (chairman or chairman pro tem sits on all panels): members-at-large 
to nominate associate justices, Court of Appeals judges and special superior 
court judges; at-large and divisional members resident in division of vacancy 
to nominate regular superior court judges; and at-large and divisional members 
resident in division of vacancy, plus district members resident in district of 
vacancy, to nominate district court judges. Powers of JNC other than making 
nominations to be exercised by executive panel consisting of chairman or chair- 
man pro tem and at-large and divisional members. Panel may direct public 
hearings anywhere in state, publicize vacancies, solicit indications of avail- 
ability for nomination, and adopt rules of procedure. Simple majority of panel 
constitutes a quorum, but no nomination may be made except upon concurrence of | 
at least a majority of members of nominating panel. Nominating procedures. 
Candidate for appointment to office of associate justice or judge, to be 
considered, must indicate willingness to serve. For vacancy in office on 
appellate courts (except Chief Justice), JNC must nominate five names; special 
Superior court judge, three names; and superior or district judge, two or 
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three names. Governor to make nominations public, and must appoint one of 
nominees within 30 days; if he fails to do so, Lt. Governor to make appointment 
from same list. Terms of office. Justice or judge appointed to serve until 
Jan. 1 following next election for members of General Assembly occurring more 
than one year after appointment. Retains regular term of appellate and superior 
court judges of eight years; increases regular term of district court judge to 


six years for judge taking office Jan. 1, 1987 or after. Retention-rejection 
elections. Beginning Jan. 1, 1987, justice or judge desiring to remain in 
office beyond his current term must notify State Board of Elections within four 
to six months before term expires. Failure to notify Board creates vacancy at 
end of term. Ballot bears no party designation, contains only question whether 
justice or judge shall be retained in office; if more than 50% vote yes, justice 
or judge elected to succeeding regular term; if not, vacancy created. For re- 
tention of appellate and special superior court judges, all voters of state 
eligible to vote: for retention of regular superior court judges, voters of 
judge's judicial division of residence eligible; and for retention of district 
court judges, voters of judge's district of resideneweligible. Transitional 
provisions. Term of office of any justice or judge elected before Jan. 1, 1987 
unaffected; but judge required to stand for retention under this article for 
additional term. Term of office of special superior court judge appointed 
before Jan. 1, 1987 unaffected, but office to be filled subsequently by nom- 
ination by JNC and appointment by Governor.

Amends GS 58-342 to define "credit property insurance" as 
insurance on personal household property of the debtor and to define "personal 
household property" as furniture and appliances designed for household use. 
Rewrites GS 58-347 to require filing of all forms of policies of insurance, 
certificates of insurance, notices of proposed insurance, endorsements, and 
riders (along with copy of premium rates) with Insurance Comm'r (now, Comm'g¢g approves 
forms but not premium rates). No form may be used until ninety days after filing 
with Comm'r or until Comm'r approves form and premium rates, whichever occurs 
first. Within ninety days after filing, Comm'r may disapprove form if benefits 
are unreasonable or if it contains an unjust, unfair or inequitable provision. 
Rewrites GS 58-349 to provide that credit life insurance policy may contain no 
exclusions other than suicide and no age restrictions that make debtors under age 
sixty-five on effective date of policy (or under 66 on maturity of debt) in- 
eligible for coverage. Rewrites GS 58-350 to provide that credit accident and 
health insurance may exclude or restrict coverage in the event of (1) disability 
occuring within six months after effective date of policy which results from pre- 
existing illness, disease or physical condition; (2) pregnancy; (3) self-inflicted 
injuries; (4) sickenss resulting from intoxication, addiction to alcohol or 
narcotics, or use of alcohol or narcotics unless administered on advice of physician; 
(5) flight in nonscheduled aircraft; (6) war; and (7) military service. Conforming 
changes made in GS 53-189 and repeals GS 58-348 (general premium rate schedule). 
Effective January 1, 1986. 


Siar Beds PI Chiropractic law revisions GS 90 
Introducer: Nye Sent to Health 


"To amend the Chiropractic Law." Adds new GS 90-154.1 to define unethical 
conduct by chiropractors as (1) over-utilitization or improper use in providing 
treatment, physiological therapeutics, radiographics, or any other service not com- 
mensurate with diagnosis and clinical findings; (2) billing a third party payor for 
services offered by the doctor which the patient accepts as a free service; (3) 
over-utilization of ionizing radiation; (4) failure to use the word chiopractic 
physician, chiropractor or the initials D.C. on all reports, statements of claims 
for services, signs, letterheads, or advertising; (5) violation of the Rules of 
Ethics of Advertising and Publicity; and (6) allowing an unlicensed person to 
practice chiropractic in the office of a licensed chiropractic. Adds new GS 90-154.2 
to define acceptible care to include: (1) the usual and customary methods as 
taught in recognized chiropractic colleges; and (2) the maintenance of the office 
and equipment in a clean, sanitary and safe condition. Amends GS 90-155 to provide 
that if licensee retires from active practice, he may renew his license annually 
by paying the fee without being required to furnish proof of continuing education. 
Makes conforming amendments in GS 90-154(b)(4) and 90-154(b)(7). Effective 
Dctober 1, 1985. 
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H 1292 Landowner liability limited GS 41 
Introducer: Nye Sent to Insurance 


"To limit the liabiltty of landowners to persons entering thetr premises 
with permisston." Adds new GS 41-14 to provide that owner, lessee, occupant, or 
other person in control of Pr€mises owes the same duty of care to a person to whom 
he gives permission to use the premises for certain purposes as he owes a tres-. 
passer. Applies when permission is given to engage in recreational use of the 
premises (includes hunting, trapping, fishing, camping, and hiking) without pay- 
ment of consideration to landowner. Such permission is not assurance that the 
premises are safe for the purpose for which permission is given, and the person 
giving permission is not responsible for any injury to person or property caused 
by an act of the person to whom permission was given or by an act of any person 
who may enter the premises without permission. Effective on ratification, but 
does not affect pending litigation or causes of action accruing before ratifica- 
tion if action is filed within one year after ratification. 


Fie ies Teacher career pilot program GS 115C 
Introducer: Etheridge Cldens - Ss) 7360) Sent to Appropriations 


"To dtrect the State Board of Education to develop and to implement a 
career development pilot progran for certtficated instructtonal personnel, tn- 
structtonal support personnel, and administrators in the publte schools." (1). 
Establishes a career development pilot program to continue through the 1988-89 
school year and directs State Board of Education (SBE) to develop and implement 
in this: program a Gareer Development Plan (Plan). (2) Plan must be based ‘on 
continuous, comprehensive evaluation of performance and must include policies 
that will result in an "appropriate number" of employees being placed in each 
level of differentiation, but "this does mean there should be arbitrary caps or 
quotas."" Permits employee to move to a lower level of differentiation voluntarily © 
or to be moved because of an unacceptable performance review, though Plan must 
contain a review process for such a move. Plan must cover administrators, with 
their review to be the responsibility of the local superintendent or his designee. — 
(3) During the first and second years of employment, an employee is assigned 
"initial status" and is paid in accordance with the base salary schedule. Dur- 
ing the third year, an employee who is fully certified is assigned "provisional 
status'' and is paid on the base salary schedule. Requires principal and super- 
intendent to recommend employee for reemployment by the board in Career Status I, 
if the employee has completed at least 30 hours of effective teacher training 
under this act and if the employee's evaluations have been satisfactory. Other- 
wise, the principal must recommend contract termination. A "career teacher" under 
GS 115C-325 not recommended for Career Status I may request a review by an appeals 
panel. Local board of education then takes final action on the matter. Provides ~ 
that a Career Status I employee receives a salary of one step above his base salary. 
Permits employee to apply for Career Status II no earlier than his third year in } 
Career Status I and requires employee to submit portfolio supporting his application 
Permits principal and superintendent to recommend Career Status II if the employee's 
evaluations have been well above standard or superior. Provides than an employee 
not recommended for Career Status II remains in Career Status I, but may request a 
review. A Career Status II employee receives a salary of two steps over his . 
base salary. Principal may recommend reclassification to Career Status I if 
evaluations fail to demonstrate required performance, and employee may appeal.

Provides that in fiscal 1985-86 the 
$500 for the teacher training program is the only supplemental salary an employee 
may receive under this act. Retains allowance or advanced certificates and 
degrees. (12) Repeals GS 115C-326.1 (differentiation of classroom teachers) 
and Sec. 4, Ch. 971, SL 1983 (career growth pilot programs).

Introducer: Lancaster Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To prevent felons from profiting from thetr stortes and other accounts 
of thetr crimes by requiring that the proceeds of thetr stories be used to com- 
pensate the victims of the crimes." Adds new GS 15B-28 to provide that all 
proceeds from the preparation for sale, the sale, and the sale of the rights to 
materials that include or are based on story of a felony that perpetrator was 
convicted is subject to involuntary trust for benefits of victims of felony. 

Trust continues until five years after payment of proceeds to felon or five years 
after date of conviction, whichever occurs later. Applies to proceeds received 
by felons on or after ratification.

H 1314 Property tax repeal CONSTITUTION, GS 105 
Introducer: Mavretic Sent to Constitutional Amendments 


“To amend the Constitution to prohibit taxes on property, to require a 


State sales tax of at least five percent, and to require that the tax revenue 


from a five percent state sales tax and from one-half the corporate income tax be 
distributed to local governmental units; to authorize local individual income 
surtaxes, to repeal local sales taxes, to increase the state sales tax rate to 
eight percent and eliminate preferential rates, and to provide a refundable in- 
come tax credit to low-income individuals for the estimated amount of sales and 
use taxes paid by them.e” Revises the overall revenue structure of the state and 
its political subdivisions, subject to voter approval of a constitutional amend- 
ment, as title indicates. All statutory provisions are effective only upon voter 
approval of constitutional amendment. 

Constitutional amendment. Repeals paragraphs (2), (3), (4) and (5) of Arti- 
cle V, Sece 2, concerning the property tax and substitutes new paragraphs to (a) 
prohibit property tax levies by any level of government; (b) prohibit sales and 
use tax levies by counties and cities; (c) require the General Assembly to levy a 
statewide sales and use tax of at least 5% to be distributed to counties and 
cities on a per capita basis; (d) provide that the General Assembly may exempt 
categories of sales from the tax, but may not tax any category at less than the 
rate applicable to transactions in general; (e) direct that one-half of the reve- 
nue from any state corporate income tax be distributed to counties and cities on 
a per capita basis; and (f) amend Art. V, Sec. 2(6) to provide that the 10% ceil- 
ing on income tax rates applies only to income taxes levied by the state. Sub- 
mits amendment at the 1986 general election, to become effective on January l, 
1988, if approved by the voters. 

Property and Intangibles Tax Repeal. Repeals the Machinery Act and the In- 
tangibles Tax effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1988. 

8% Statewide Sales Tax. Repeals all local sales and use taxes. Increases 
the state sales and use tax rate to 8%. Repeals special provisions concerning 
taxation of certain transactions at 2% and 1%, and the $300 maximum on motor ve- 
hicles, thus making all non-exempt transactions subject to the general 8% rate. 
Effective June 1, 1988. 

5% Sales Tax Distribution to Counties and Cities. Directs Sec'y of Revenue 
to make quarterly distribution of the amount raised by a 5% state sales tax to 
counties and cities on a per capita basis, determined by adding the total popula- 
tion of all counties and eligible cities, ascertaining a per capita distributable 
amount, and multiplying that amount by the population of each unit. Directs the 
Governor to certify annual population estimates for each county and city to Dep't 
of Revenue. Provides that a city must qualify for gasoline tax allocations in 
order to qualify for sales tax distributions. Makes no provision for sales tax 
distribution to special districts. Authorizes counties and cities to use sales 
tax proceeds for any public purpose. Effective June l, 1988. 


Corporate Income Tax Distribution to Counties and Cities. Directs Sec'y of 


Revenue to distribute to counties and eligible cities after May 1 each year one- 


half of corporate income tax collections for twelve-month period ending on April 
30. Distribution to be on a per capita basis, using the same formula and city 
eligibility standard as provided for sales tax distributions. Makes no provision 
for special districts. 

Low Income Credit. Amends Individual Income Tax to provide a refundable 
credit against income taxes for the estimated amount of sales and use taxes paid 
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by individuals whose modified income is at the federal poverty threshold. Pre- 
sumably provides for refund of unused portion of credit to the extent that it ex- 
ceeds income tax liability. Sets out a table for calculating the credit accord- 
ing to modified income bracket and the number of qualifying exemptions claimed by 
the taxpayer. Defines modified income as gross taxable income plus all other 
nontaxable income except noncash public assistance and gifts or inheritances from 
immediate family members. Limits qualifying exemptions to one for the taxpayer 
and each of his dependents, excluding additional exemptions allowed for age, men- 
tal or physical condition, and full-time student status. Provides for a married 
person with no earned income to be considered a dependent of his income-earning 
spousee Disqualifies for the credit: (a) persons who for at least half of the 
tax year were nonresidents, patients in a mental hospital, or inmates of correc- 
tional institutions; (b) any person who may be claimed as a dependent of another; 
and (c) married person living with spouse but not filing combined return. Pro- 
vides for no refund of less than $5. Effective for tax years beginning on or 
after January 1, 1988. apctbes 

Local Individual Income Tax Surcharge. Authorizes any county or city that 
has a net revenue loss in consequence of the foregoing provisions to levy an 
annual surtax on taxable income of resident individuals at a rate that will off- 
set the loss. Directs Dep't of Revenue to estimate revenue loss for any county 
or city and to estimate the surtax rate needed. Provides that county or city may 
not levy surtax at rate greater than Dep't's estimate. Directs Dep't to collect 
local surtax along with state individual income tax. Effective for tax years 
beginning on or after January 1, 1988.

"To amend GS Chapter 131C governtng the soltettation of funds for 
charttable purposes." Amends GS 131C-1 to change title of GS Ch. 131C to 
"Charitable Solicitations Act" (now, "Charitable Solicitation Licensure Act"). 

Adds new GS 131C-3(5a) defining "fund-raising fees" as the difference between 
monies raised by all solicitations on behalf of anorganization, trust, foundation, 
established for a charitable purpose, and the amount actually paid to the organi- 
zation, etc. Amends GS 131C-4(b) to exclude a "professional solicitor" from 
provision that a person may solicit after filing application for a license until 
notified that the application has been denied. Amends GS 131C-6 to conform. 

Amends GS 131C-10 to increase from $10,000 to $20,000 the bond required of pro- 
fessional solicitor. Adds new G§ 131C-14(c) providing that if under any contract 
with a professional solicitor there is a possibility that the charitable organi- 
zation might receive less than 50% of the gross receipts of a solicitation, 

that fact must be specifically and prominently disclosed in the written contract 
and orally before execution of the contract. Adds new GS 131C-16.1 requiring 

a professional solicitor must disclose to the person solicited (1) his name, 

(2) the name of the professional solicitor or professional fund-raising counsel 

by whom he is employed and the address of his employer, and (3) the average of 

the percentage of gross receipts actually paid to charitable organizations by 

the solicitor for all charitable sales promotions conducted in this state for the 
past 12 months. Adds new GS 131C-17.1 providing (1) that no professional solicitor 
may use independent contractor or any other person who is not the employee of 
such solicitor, (2) that solicitor is responsible and liable for the acts of his 
employees, and (3) solicitor is deemed to be the employer of all persons acting 
under his license. Adds new GS 131C-17.2 providing that no professional solicitor 
charge an excessive and unreasonable fund-raising fee, and that (1) a fee of 

20% or less of gross receipts is deemed reasonable and nonexcessive, and (2) 

a fee greater than 20% but less than 35% of gross receipts is excessive and un- 
reasonable if the party challenging the fund-raising fee also proves that the 
solicitation does not involve the dissemination of information, discussion, or 
advocacy relating to public issues as directed by the charitable organization; 

a fee of 35% or more of gross receipts may be excessive and unreasonable without 
futther evidence, but solicitor may defend the fee by proving that it was neces- 
sary; the fact finder who determines fee is unreasonable must determine a reasonable 
fee; the difference between that fee and the fee charged must be paid by the pro- 
fessional solicitor to the person who was charged the excessive fee. Amends GS 131C-18 
to describe duty of Sec'y of Human Resources to investigate. Adds new GS 131C-21.1 
providing (1) solicitation without required disclosures is an unfair or deceptive 
trade practice, as prohibited by GS 75-1.1, and that any person solicited to 

whom disclosures were not made, and who made a charitable contribution, has a 

right of action against the solicitor under GS 75-16 and -16.1 for the amount 

of the contribution made, but that there is no right of action under the section 
against the charitable organization; (2) the Attorney General may bring a civil

Specifies 
that the application and other required information, except that kept confidential 
by the Comm'r, are public records. Amends GS 53-232 to require a $2,000 appli- 
cation fee. Authorizes Comm'r to require reports under oath and examinations 
to ensure compliance with rules governing acquisitions. Exempts transaction 
resulting in control of NC bank or bank holding company that arise out of the 
acquisition of shares in any of following ways: (1) in a fiduciary capacity; (2) 
in connection with an underwriting of securities or proxy solicitation; (3) in con 
nection with securing or collecting a debt; or (4) by merger or consolidation of © 
NC banks. Amends GS 53-231 to require an aggrieved party to appeal final decision 
of Comm'r to State Banking Comm'n before appealing to the NC Court of Appeals; 
Comm's must approve, disapprove or modify the decision within 30 days after 
receiving notice of appeal. Amends GS 53-226 so that the following terms have 
the same definition as exact terms used in GS 53-210: banking office, bank holdin: 
company, control deposits, NC bank, principal place of business, region, regional 
bank, state, and subsidiary. Amends GS 53-221 to permit acquisitions by regional 
bank holding companies if the requirements of GS 53-227.1 are satisfied; amends 
GS 53-215 to permit aggrieved regional bank holding companies to appeal final 
decision of Comm'r to the State Banking Comm'n. Effective upon ratification 
and does not affect pending litigation.

(4) Provides that in making a 

reasonable accommodation an employer is not required (a) to hire employees other 

: than the handicapped person for the purpose of enabling the handicapped person 

to be employed; (b) to reassign duties of handicapped employee's job to other 

employees without adding to job duties of handicapped employee; (c) to alter or

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deviate from bona fide seniority policies; (d) to provide such items as eyeglasses, 
hearing aids, prostheses except under same terms as provided to all employees; or 
(e) to make physical changes where cost of such changes would exceed 5 percent 

of annual salary of new handicapped employee or for an existing employee, the 

cost would bring total cost of changes made to accommodate employee to more than . 
5 percent of current salary. (5) Adds section providing that qualified handicapped ~ 
person who requests a reasonable accommodation must notify employer or place of 
public accommodation of his handicapping condition, make suggestions for accommo- 
dations, and cooperate in any discussion and evaluation aimed at determining 
feasibile accommodations; and requires employer or place of public accommodation 
to investigate whether there are reasonable accommodations that can be made and 
make such accommodations. (6) Adds as new exemptions from discrimination in 
employment (a) making an employment decision on basis of state and federal laws 
imposing physical, health, mental or psychological job requirement; (b) failing 
to hire or discharging handicapped person who has history of drug abuse or who 

is unlawfully using drugs where job is in firm that handles controlled substances; 
(c) failing to hire or promote or firing a handicapped person with a communicable 
disease which would disqualify non-handicapped person from employment. (7) Adds: 
provision giving employer an affirmative defense to action brought under act pie 
employment decision was based on handicapped person's failure to comply with 


work rules or performance standards or his excessive absence or tardiness; or 
that the decision was based on a bona fide seniority system or merit system or 
system that measures earnings by quantity or quality of work. (8) Prohibits 
employer from retaliatorily discriminating against person who has opposed any 
practice made discriminatory by the act or who testified in proceeding brought 
under act. (9) Limits relief to be granted under action brought under act to 
declaratory and injunctive relief and in employment cases allows awarding of 
back pay for not more than 2 years before filing of action. (10) Provides no~ 
action may proceed under act if plaintiff is pursuing federal remedies under 
the Vocational Rehabiliation Act. (11) Changes statute of limitation for 
bringing action under act from 2 years to 180 days after discriminatory conduct. 
And (12) repeals GS 168-6, rights to employment of handicapped.

"Cost" defined so that it is unlawful for a refiner or 
terminal supplier or affiliate thereof to sell motor fuel at retail for less than 
what such refiner or terminal supplier charges wholesalers or retailers for same 
grade, brand, or blend of fuel; and unlawful for wholesaler (or affiliate) to sell 
motor fuel through retail outlet for less than what wholesaler charges non- 
affiliated retailers. Excepts from prohibition below-cost sales (i) when 
price established in good faith to meet lower price of competitor in same 
market area selling comparable fuel, (ii) made during first 10 days at new 
retail outlet, (iii) made to liquidate discontinued product, and (iv) made 
pursuant to court or agency order. Prohibits knowingly inducing or attempting 
to induce violation of article, and provides for civil penalty for violation of 


non-inducement provision. 
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Sets out following provisions regarding sanctions: (1) Each act 
establishing unlawful price is separate offense, punishable by civil penalty 
of up to $1000, and further violations may be enjoined. (2) Injured ou aes 
may bring private actions for actual and exemplary damages and attorneys fees, 
and make seek injunctive relief.

refusal or willful neglect to provide required information is a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a minimum $1,000 fine and that false swearing by a person examined under 
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this bill constitutes perjury, a Class H felony punishable by maximum imprison- 
ment of ten years and/or a fine (presumptive sentence three years); (5) provides 
that when court orders a defendant to divest himself of any interest in property 
held in the entirety, a final judgment converts the entirety into a tenancy in 
common and only the defendant spouse's undivided one-half interest may be for- 
feited; (6) gives court general authority to fashion equitable remedies to effect 
complete forfeiture or to prevent future violations of bill (in addition to 
authority to impose specific remedies already set forth in bill); (7) deletes 
provision from original bill that would have authorized a court to award punitive 
damages and investigative costs to an aggrieved, innocent person and specifies that 
an award of attorney's fees to such a person is governed by GS 6-21; (8) provides 
that an aggrieved, innocent person must obtain written consent of Attorney 
General before filing private civil suit under this bill; (9) provides that if 
after six months (in original bill, one year) from filing of lien notice,: no civil

probably exists; (c) Upon Attorney General's motion, court may grant preliminary 
injunction to prevent waste of proceeds if it appears that they are subject to an 
involuntary trust and that they may be subject to waste. (6) Distribution of pro- 
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ceeds: (a) Proceeds must be apportioned fairly among multiple victims or bene- 
ficiaries, with relative impact of crime on each victim and beneficiary to be 
taken into account; (b) Before a court may order proceeds distributed to a victim 
or beneficiary, it must determine whether the felon has failed to pay any required 
fine, penalty, restitution, or attorney's fees and, if so, court must order 
priority to these obligations over payment to victim or beneficiary, up to 90Z of 
proceeds.

Committee substitute reported favorably in House 6/20/85 makes the 
following changes: (1) adds new GS 7A-347 to create within Administrative Office 
of the Courts (AOC) victim assistants who are responsible for coordinatirg efforts 
of law enforcement and judicial systems to assure victims and witnesses are

(3) Makes improper disclosure of infor- 
mation on transfer statement by assessor or public employee a misdemeanor, punish- 
able as provided in GS 105-296(h) ($50 fine) (original bill, punishable by two 
years’ imprisonment, fine of between $200 and $1,000, and dismissal from employ- 
ment, with ban on public office or employment for five years.)

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H 1082 Possessory lien amendments (digested in Bulletin No. 73, p. 764) 
Committee substitute reported favorably in House 6/20/85 completely 
rewrites bill so that it now provides as follows: (1) Amends GS 44A-4(a) to 
require owner of property subject to lien who brings action to reclaim property, 
to post the cash amount of asserted lien removing possibility of posting bond 
in double the amount of lien; to direct that the complaint in such an action 
set forth the amount, if any, of the lien not in dispute, so that lienor may 
apply to court for disbursement of that portion of cash bond; and to permit 
attorneys' fees to substantially prevailing party if action brought in district 
or superior court.

(2) Allows 
panel to assess costs of hearing against claimant for frivolous claim or 
apportion among parties with none bearing more than 50%. (3) Claimant must 
consent to disclosure of all medical records concerning injury and testimony by those 
who administered it. (4) All parties may call witnesses and documentary 
evidence may be received. (5) Panel may call for supplemental hearing to be 
held within 30 days of original (later with claimant's consent). (6) Panel's 
deliberations confidential. (7) Liability not automatic on finding of vaccine- 
related injury, but determined by GS 90-21.12 (medical malpractice standard) 
and GS 99B-1, -2, -3, and -4 (products liability standard).

(9) Appeal may be filed 
in Wake as well as in claimant's county. (10) Respondent's claim for 
indemnification may be filed where any respondent resides. (11) Claim must 
be filed within 4 years after vaccine administered (originally, within 2 years 
after first manifestation of injury). (12) Claims filed within 4 years 
of enactment (originally, 2) allowed. (13) Act applies to injuries that occurred 
(originally, were manifested) before May 1, 1985.

The summary of the committee substitute for H 861 reported favorably in the 
House yesterday was incomplete and potentially misleading. A revised summary 
follows: 


H 861 School corporal punishment (digested in Bulletin No. 66, p. 635) 
Committee substitute reported favorably in House 6/20/85 rewrites 
GS 115C-390(a) to remove legislative ban on local school board policies prohibiting 
corporal punishment (replacing original bill's provision expressly authorizing 
local policies prohibiting such punishment). Requires local school boards to adopt 
policies regarding student discipline, and provides that if such policies permit 
corporal punishment they must include provisions to (1) inform students beforehand 
that specific misbehavior can result in corporal punishment, (2) require that 
teacher or principal administer corporal punishment only in presence of another 
adult, who is told, in student's presence, of reason for punishment, (3) require 
official who administers punishment to provide child's parent with written ex- 
planation of reasons for punishment and name of other official present. Changes 
effective date from beginning of 1985-86 school year to beginning of 1986-87

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SUMMARY OF BUDGET BILLS 


S 1 (appropriations for current operations) and S 2 (appropriations for 
capital improvements) passed third reading in the Senate today and are now in the 
House. The original budget proposals of the Governor and the Advisory Budget Com- 
mission are summarized in Bulletin No. l, p. 8. 

The total state budget is approximately $8.22 billion in fiscal 1985-86 
and $8.24 billion in 1986-87. The General Fund provides $5.03 billion in 1985-86 
and $5.04 billion in 1986-87; the Highway Fund provides $717.4 million in 1985-86 
and $688.4 million in 1986-87; and federal funds provide $1.84 billion in fiscal 
1985-86 and $1.88 billion in 1986-87; $630 million in 1985-86 and $627 million in 
1986-87 comes from departmental receipts. 

Total recommendations for capital improvements from General Fund appro- 
priations are $215.5 million in 1985-86 and $164 million in 1986-87. 

The Bill includes reductions of $41.9 million in 1985-86 and $44.1 
million in 1986-87 in the base budget but most are reductions to reflect actual 
expenditures or deletions of unfilled positions. 

The following are some of the major expansion items in the state budget. 
Items are operating funds unless noted as capital fundsS- Amounts are rounded off. 
"mM" is an abbreviation for "million." 

. Dep't of Administration. (1) $184,000 in 1985-86 and $182,000 in 
1986-87 for the office automation project; (2) $100,000 in each year for OPEN/Net; 
(3) $203,000 in 1985-86 and $130,000 in 1986-87 for the Office of State Construc- 
tion; (4) $5.2M in 1985-86 for renovation of the Education Building; (5) $1.2M 
in 1985-86 for renovation of the Old Health Building. 

Dep't of Agriculture: (1) $429,000 in 1985-86 and $347,000 in 1986-87 
for marketing expansion; (2) $200,000 in 1985-86 and $95,000 in 1986-87 for the 
moisture meter testing program; (3) $354,000 in 1985-86 and $289,000 in 1986-87 
for animal health services. Capital improvement funds: (1) $1.5 M in 1985-86 
for animal disease diagnostic lab in Surry County; (2) $5 M in 1985-86 and $8.5 M 
in 1986-87 for the farmers' markets; (3) $803,000 in 1985-86 and $487,000 in 1986-87 
for the Piedmont Farmers’ Market; (4) $771,000 in 1985-86 for an. addition to the 
Holye C. Griffin Lab. 

Dep't of Commerce. (1) $192,000 in 1985-86 and $192,000 in 1986-87 to

Dep't of Community Colleges. (1) $3.2 M in each year for enrollment 
growth in Adult Basic Education; (2) $5 M in 1985-86 to increase formula alloca- 
tion for non-salary operating expenses; (3) $875,000 in 1985-86 for computer hard- 
ware and software; and (4) $21 M in 1985-86 and $11.9 M in 1986-87 for capital 
construction and planning.

facilities in Raleigh; (6) $250,000 in 1985-86 and $2 M in 1986-87 to construct 
facilities in Buncombe County; and (7) $300,000 in 1985-86 and $45,000 in 1986-87 
to install computer terminals in all permanent driver licensing stations.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS 
Special provisions of the appropriations acts are summarized below: 
I. General 


Pilot programs. Requires that any program designated by the General 
Assembly as experimental, model, or pilot must be shown as a separate budget 
item and must be considered as an expansion item until succeeding General Assembly 
reapproves it. Any new program funded by special appropriations bill is automatical} 
considered experimental, model, or pilot. Requires Governor in submitting budget to 
report which items are subject to this provision. 

Shift premium pay. Sets out provisions for maximum amounts of shift 
Does pay and conditions under which it may be paid. Requires State Personnel 
Comm'n to strictly enforce its regulation requiring that workers who receive such 
pay be regularly (excluding those temporarily placed on shift IAEA such pay) 
assigned to night or shift work. 


LL eeiducation 


Legislative comm'n oversight. Requires that Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Governmental Operations (hereafter, Joint Legislative Comm'n) oversee: (1) 
career ladder pilot program; (2) implementation of Basic Education Program; (3) 
planning for advancement center for teachers; (4) school administrator training 
programs; and (5) any other subjects Comm'n considers appropriate. 

Scholarship Loan Fund. Funds an additional 200 scholarship loans at 
$2,000 each for Scholarship Loan Fund for Prospective Teachers under GS 115C-468 
and pecan. insofar as possible, equal number of scholarships be awarded in each — 
of state's congressional districts. 

Competency testing programs. States that funds appropriated for 
development of competency-based testing programs may be used to create new personne el} 
positions only if that is the most efficient way to acquire appropriate achievement@ 
type tests. 

Staff allocations to special day school programs. Requires State Board 
of Education to develop staffing ratios for administrators of special day school 
programs serving only handicapped, and report on staffing ratios and costs to 
chairmen of legislative expansion budget committees by May 1, 1986. 

Reporting of positions serving exceptional children. Sets out pro- om | 
visions requiring report by State Board of Education on utilization by local at 
units of positions serving exceptional children; report must be made to Legislative 
Comm'n on Children with Special Needs by Nov. 1, 1985. | 

Bus transportation for children with special needs limited. Amends 
GS 115C-108 and -250(a) to make clear that provisions apply only to transportation 
of children with special needs who are unable because of handicap to ride regular 
school buses. 

Vocational education study. Requires Joint Legislative Comm'n to study 
relationship of vocational education and skills training offered in various 
educational institutions as specified in bill. 


Standards for approval of vocational education programs. Beginning with } 
plans and applications for 1986-87 school year, provides that State Board of \ 


i 
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Education may not approve any local vocational education plans or applicattons 
unless standards specified in bill are met. 

Eligibility to serve on State Board of Education. Amends GS 115C-10 
to prohibit public school employee paid from state or local funds (or spouse) or 
employee of Dep't of Public Instruction (or spouse) from serving as appointive 
member of State Board. Applicable to appointments made after July 1, 1985. 
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Public Instruction staff. Amends GS 115C-21(a)(1) to add proviso that 
all appointments of administrative and supervisory personnel to staff of Dep't 
of Public Instruction must be under control and management of Sup't of Public 
Instruction. 

Certified school personnel pilot program. Requires State Board of 
Education to develop and implement certified school personnel evaluation pilot 
program for teachers, principals, and ass't principals in nine school units 
selected by the State Board that volunteer to participate. Requires that personnel 
be evaluated by outside evaluators. Program planning to take place from July 1, 
1985 through June 30, 1986 and implementation to take place from July 1, 1986 
to June 30, 1990. Sets our program details and requires State Board to report 
to legislature on program implementation by February 1 of each year. 

School career development pilot program. Establishes 16 career develop- 
ment pilot programs for teachers and administrators, two in each educational 
district. Pilot programs to remain in operation through 1988-89 and states 
intent that they provide means of developing career ladder plan that could be 
implemented statewide. Sets out details of plan. Requires State Board to report 
on implementation of plan on February 1 of each year. 

Reexamination of New Competency-Based Curriculum. Requires State 
Board of Education to reexamine the New Competency-Based Curriculum developed by 
Dep't of Public Instruction to ensure that the instructional program gives 
emphasis to "American and family values." 

Class size. Amends GS 115C-301(d) to require that local school boards 
must maintain unit-wide average class size no higher than average allotment ratio 
of teachers to students in each grade span funded by General Assembly each school 
year. States that General Assembly may not appropriate funds for higher unit-wide 
class averages than those for which state funds were provided during 1984-85 school 
year. No single class may have more than three students more than the unit-wide 
average class size applicable to that grade level, with exceptions specified for 
typewritting, music, and physical education. Prohibits State Board from permitting 
temporary waivers from unit-wide average class sizes, maximum class sizes for 
each class, and maximum class loads for teachers except under specified exceptional 
circumstances. Waivers must be reported to Joint Legislative Comm'n on June 1 
of each year. 

Basic education program. Rewrites GS 115C-81(a)-(d) to require State 
Board of Education to adopt Basic Education Program. Before adopting program, 
Board must consult with Advisory Committee that includes at least eight members 
of local school boards that State Board appoints from list of nominees submitted 
by NC School Board Ass'n. Sets out matters that program must include. States 
legislative goal that program be fully funded and operational in each school unit 
by July 1, 1993. Requires State Board to report annually to General Assembly on 
any changes made in program in preceding 12 months and any changes jit is considering 
in next 12 months. Authorizes deviations from program to permit local pilot 
programs to encourage innovation. 

Community college study. Requires that State Board of Community Colleges 
have an outside, independent study to determine: (1) proper staffing patterns for 
institutions; (2) analysis of methods of calculating number of students; (3) impact 
of shift to more part-time students on need for administrative and instructional 
support personnel; (4) whether current system's governance, administration, and 
programs are effective; (5) issue of permitting technical colleges to convert to 
community colleges; and (6) whether tuition for college transfer courses should 
be comparable to tuition charged by UNC institutions. Requires State Board to 
report to legislative budget committee chairmen 30 days before convening of 1986 
session. 

Tuition waiver. Amends GS 115D-5(b) to include within tuition waiver 
provisions students in Human Resources Development Programs and juveniles of 
any age committed by court to Division of Youth Services and amends GS 115D-1 to 
permit such juveniles to take courses if approved by training school director. 
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UNC military tuition. Amends GS 116-143.3(b) to require that active 
military member not qualifying as resident pay out-of-state tuition rate, but 
such rate to be forgiven to extent it exceeds the in-state rate plus any amounts 
payable to institution or member by military member's employer. 

UNC graduate center tuition, fees. Requires that UNC Board of Governors 
ensure that tuition and fees charged for courses offered in graduate degree 
programs through graduate centers be no greater than if taken on campus. 

Off-campus degree program report. Requires Dep't of Community Colleges 
and UNC to report by one week before 1986 and 1987 sessions to legislative budget 
committee chairmen on respective procedures for establishing off-campus under- 
graduate programs. . 

Teacher preparation program study. Requires UNC Board of Governors 
to study ways to upgrade teacher preparation programs to make course of study 
more effective, standards for improving administration of teacher education 
programs, etc. Sets out members of task force to conduct study and requires 
status report to Joint Legislative Comm'n by May 1, 1986 and final report by 
Jan. 15, 1987. Final report to include proposed plan for implementing Teacher 
Preparation Program over three fiscal bienniums. 

School of Arts enrollment. Requires that UNC Board of Governors to 
increase proportion of in-state students at NC School of Arts to 50% by fall, 1987. 

NC Center for Advancement of Teaching. Creates NC Center for the 
Advancement of Teaching at Western Carolina University to provide career teachers 
with opportunities to study advanced topics in sciences, arts, and humanities 
and sets out other functions in bill. ; 


III. Human Resources 


State Abortion Fund. Limits expenditure of state funds for abortions 
to $924,500 for each year of 1985-87 biennium, regardless of source of money. 
Fund limited to reimbursing providers for services provided within the first 
135 days of pregnancy. 

Day care rate studies. Requires Dep't of Human Resources to conduct 
departmental day care rate setting study concerning setting maximum reimbursement 
rates and with implementing these rates; report to be made to Joint Legislative 
Comm'n by one month before 1986 session. Requires that Legislative Research 
Comm'n Study Committee on Day Care must include in its study an examination of 
day care rate setting, including revising the rate system 
to a single track system; report to be made to 1987 session. 

Arthritis Program evaluation. Requires Division of Health Services to 
conduct evaluation of Arthritis Program and submit report to Joint Legislative 
Comm'n by 30 days before convening of 1987 session. 

Nursing home beds allocation study. Requires Dep't of Human Resources 
in preparing 1986 State Medical Facilities Plan to reevaluate standards and 
criteria used in plan to allocate nursing home beds in NC; report to be made to 
Joint Legislative Comm'n by 30 days before plan's final approval by Governor and 
further report by one week before convening of 1986 session. 





IV. Natural Resources and Community Development 


Job Training Partnership Act. Requires Governor to develop comprehensive ~ 
inventory of state-administered employment and training programs as specified in | 
bill; report to be submitted to Joint Legislative Comm'n by May 15, 1986. Also 
sets out Comm'n's oversight of employment and training programs. Requires State 
Job Training Coordinating Council to report to Comm'n by May 1 of each year. 
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Environmental report. Adds new GS 143B-278.1 to require Sec'y of 
Natural Resources and Community Development to report on the state of the 
environment to General Assembly by Jan. 1 of each odd-numbered year beginning 
Jan. 1, 1987. Specifies matters to be included in report. 


V. Department of Justice 
Limited use of private counsel, Adds new GS 114-2.3 to require 


state agencies to obtain written permission from Attorney General before 
employing private counsel. Amends GS 147-17 to provide that Gevernor may give 
approval to state agency or officer to employ counsel only if Attorney General 
has advised him that it is impracticable for the Attorney General to provide 
legal services. Adds new GS 114-1.1 to reaffirm that Attorney General is vested 
with powers that existed at common law not inconsistent with constitution or laws 
of state. 


; Limited use of private investigators. Adds new GS 114-15.2 to prohibit 


state agency or officer from employing private investigator without consent of 
Attorney General. If impracticable for SBI to investigate, Attorney General 
may hire private investigator. 


VI. Agriculture 
Agricultural marketing. Requires Comm'r of Agriculture to report to 


Joint Legislative Comm'n by May 1, 1986 concerning activities of Marketing 


Division and requires UNC Board of Governors to make report to same Comm'n by 
May 1, 1986 on its activities in management and marketing of agricultural products. 


VII. Correction 


Medical services report. Requires Dep't of Correction to report by 
May 15, 1986 to legislative. committee chairmen on costs of all types of con- 


tractural medical services. 
VIII. Cultural Resources 


NC Symphony. States that if receipts from ticket sales do not equal 
25% of symphony's operating budget for 1985-86 fiscal year, General Assembly 
intends to decrease appropriations by ten percent for 1986-87 fiscal year. 


IX. Governor and Office of State Budget 


Pay incentive repeal. Repeals Art. 11, GS Ch. 126 (incentive pay 
for state employees). 

Excess receipts. Amends proviso in GS 143-27 to provide that if 
receipts collected in fiscal year by agency exceed receipts certified for it 
in budget code, Governor must decrease the amount he allots to that agency 
from appropriations by amount of excess, unless he finds that appropriations 
are necessary to maintain function that generated receipts; requires Office 
of State Budget to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n within 30 days after end 
of each quarter on expenditures of excess receipts that did not result in corresponding 
reduced allotment from appropriations. 

Transfers between items in budget. Adds new GS 143-23(al) to set out 
specified circumstances when transfers may be made between line items in an agency's 
budget, and requires Governor to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm'n the 
reason if the amount expended for a program is more than the amount appropriated 


for it from all sources. 
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X. Administration 


Internal reorganization reports. Amends GS 143B-12 to require that 


Governor must report all transfers of departmental functions under statute to 
specified legislators or to Joint Legislative Comm'n (if legislature not in 
session) within 30 days after transfer; report to include rationale for transfer. 

Land Records Management transfer. Transfers Land Records Management 
Program in Dep't of Administration to Land Resources Division in Dep't of Natural 
Resources and Community Development. . 

State sales and leases of land. Adds new GS 146-29.1 to provide that 
no land owned by the state may be sold, leased, or rented at less than fair 
market value, but excludes sales, leases, or rentals, to US gov't or local gov'ts 
or between state agencies. 

State agencies office space. Adds new GS 143-341(4)dl.to require 
all state agencies to use state-owned office space instead of negotiating or 
renegotiating leases for rental of office space. Requires Dep't of Administration 
to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n by May 1 of each year about leased office 
space. 


XI. General Assembly 


Excess indemnity insurance. Amends GS 120-32 to authorize Legislative 
Services Comm'n to provide excess indemnity insurance for occurrence that results 
in claim against legislator or legislative employee if claim covered by GS 143-300. 
through -300.6. 


XII. Transportation 


Transportation cost reduction. Requires Sec'y of Transportation to 
report to Joint Legislative Comm'n by March 1, 1986 on the operational improve- 


ments, cost reductions, and personnel reductions that can be achieved in the 1986- 87 
fiscal year. 

Consultation with board member. Adds new GS 143B-350(h) to require 
that each member of Board of Transportation representing a highway engineering 
division or residing in that division if member is appointed at large, must be 
consulted before the Board makes a decision affecting that division. 

Relocation of sewers in highway right-of-way. Amends GS 136-27.1 to 
include sewer lines within statute requiring Dep't of Transportation to pay re- 
location costs for highway project, and include within statute water and sewer 
lines owned by any water or sewer system organized under GS Ch. 162A. 





XIII. Salaries and Retirement Benefits 


Salaries. (1) Grants 5% salary increase to all permanent State 
employees and teachers except increase does not apply to employees who. do not 
have one year of employment with the State, or a local school board, or community 
college as of June 30, 1985. (2) Increases salary of Speaker from $25, 044 to $27, 816 
and increases his SATS allowance from $770 per month to $847 per month; increases 
President Pro Tempore's salary from $15,000 to $16,000 and expense allowance from 
$500 to $550 per month; Speaker Pro Tempoeene salary is increased from $12,504 
to $13,752 and expense allowance from $279 to $307 per month; other legislative 
members receive 5% increase. (3) Grants each employee supported by Highway Fund or 
General Fund two-half step increases to make up for lost merit pay;grants teachers

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who have worked for at least one full year but less than two full years on 
June 30, 1985 two-half step increases and teachers who have worked for at 
least two full years, four half-step increases. (4) Appropriates to Community 
Colleges and Board of Governors increases in lieu of merit); for employees exempt 
from State Personnel Act in an amount equal to those half-step increases 
for employees subject to Personnel Act. 

Retirement. (1) Grants cost of living increase of 4% to retired state 
employees, teachers and judicial branch officials. (2) Sets retirement rate 
at 1.58% (now, 1.57%) per year of creditable service. (3) Allows unreduced 
retirement for law enforcement officers after 30 years service or after age 55 
and five years service and allows unreduced benefits for other state’ employees 
and teachers after age 55 and 25 years of creditable service. (4) Allows accumulated 
sick leave to be counted for service retirement. (5) Retroactive to July 1, 1984 
allows beneficiary who began with an early or service retirement benefit within 
three years of retirement to convert to an allowance with disability retirement 
benefits without modification of any election of optional allowance previously 
made.

stored in a facility (one or more establishments, factories, or buildings on 
one contiguous site) in excess of 55 gallons or 500 pounds, whichever is greater; 
HSL to include chemical or common name of chemcial, approximate range of quantity 
of chemical usually stored at site, and usual area of storage; (2) requires chemical 
manufacturers and distributors to provide Material Safety Data Sheets (MSDS) con- 
taining chemical hazard and safe handling information to purchasers of hazardous 
chemicals in NC and requires employer to keep most current MSDS received for each 
hazardous chemical bought; requires employer to request MSDS within 30 days of 
receipt of chemical if not provided by manufacturer or distributor; and (3) 
prohibits removal or defacing of labels on incoming containers of hazardous 
chemicals. 

Cooperation with local fire dep'ts: (1) Requires employer who 
normally stores more than 55 gallons or 500 pounds, whichever is greater, of a 
hazardous chemical to: (a) give to local fire chief names and phone numbers of 
knowledgeable agents of employer to contact for further information or in case of 
emergency; (b) advise fire chief, on request, of availability of HSL and any updates 
(c) give fire chief, on request, copy of HSL; and (d) give fire chief, on request, 7 
a copy of MSDS of any chemical in HSL; (2) at fire chief's request, employer must — 
prepare and file with fire chief an emergency response plan; and (3) fire chief, in 
consultation with employer may make information from HSL, MSDS, and emergency 
response plan available to personnel of local fire dep't and to local emergency, 
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police, and medical personnel, but may not otherwise distribute such information: 
recipients of such information may not disclose it and may use it only to plan 
emergency response. 

Confidential business information: Establishes procedure to prevent 
unnecessary disclosure of information considered to be trade secret or confidential 
business information, Provides that anyone who discloses such information to 
an unauthorized person is guilty of a Class J felony (punishable by maximum im- 
prisonment of three years and/or a fine) and is subject to civil action for damages 
and injunction. 

Enforcement: Directs Comm'r of Labor to investigate complaints received 
from fire chiefs about alleged violations of law. Authorizes comm'r to send agents 
to inspect facilities to investigate complaints. Employer found to violate law 
will have 14 days to comply, with maximum civil penalty of $1,000 per violation 
(after hearing) for failure to comply. Provides that it is a separate offense 
for each day of violation. Prohibits facility operators from disciplining, 
discriminating against, or firing an employee for cooperating in inspection 
authorized by law. 

Medical emergency: Provides that if health care provider determines that 
a medical emergency exists and specific chemical identity of hazardous chemical

II. Community Right to Know 


Allows any person in NC to request in writing from employer a list of 

- chemicals used or stored at the facility, and sets out requirements to be met in 
making a request. Requires employer to furnish to person making the request a 
list containing all chemicals included on the HSL and MSDS for each chemical for 
which an MSDS is available. Requires that employer provide information within ten 
working days of date employer receives request, and allows employer to charge fee 
not to exceed cost of reproduction. Provides that if employer fails or refuses to 
provide requested information, person may request Comm'r of Labor to review request.

III. Implementation

Committee substitute reported favorably and amendments adopted in House 
7/8/85 completely rewrite bill so it now appropriates funds to the judicial 
branch of state government and makes certain substantive provisions as follows 
(all appropriations are from General Fund to Judicial Department): 

(1) Appropriates for fiscal 1985-86 $500,000 to upgrade the accounting 
system equipment of the clerks of court and $400,000 to upgrade clerks's micro- 
film and micrograph equipment. 

(2) Appropriates $42,126 for 1985-86 and Sik 067" for i ae 87 for 
equipment for new personnel. 

(3) Appropriates $191,616 for each year of biennium to be held in 
reserve to fund the reclassification of assistant clerks in accordance with GS 7A-102. 
. (4) Appropriates $38,247 for 1985-86 and $62,660 for fiscal 1986-87 to 
’purchase books for the Supreme Court library. 

(5) Appropriates:$50,000 for each year of biennium to train personnel. 

(6) Appropriates $484,682 for fiscal 1985-86 and $638,444 for fiscal 
1986-87 for new department personnel. 

(7) Effective Dec. 1, 1985, amends GS 7A-133 to add one new district 
miiueeovencn or the following districts: Districts 10; 14, 17A, 22, and 27A. 
Provides that these judges are to be elected in 1986 primary and election. 
Appropriates $172,036 for fiscal 1986-87 for the additional salaries and benefits. 

(8) Amends GS 7A-7(a) to permit each Supreme Court justice and appellate 
court judge two (now, one) research assistants and appropriates $213,159 for fiscal 
1985-86 and $285,115 for fiscal 1986-87 for salaries and benefits of the additional 
assistants. This provision is effective Oct. 1, 1985. 

(9) Amends GS 7A-39.3(b) and -52(b) to raise the per diem pay of emergency 
justices and judges called into temporary service from $75 to $100 and appropriates 
$30,000 for each year of biennium to cover this expense. 

(10) Amends GS 7A-10(c) (Supreme Court justices), -18(b)(appeals court 
judges) and -44(b) (superior court judges) to provide that the longevity pay which 
the indicated judges and justices receive is based on service which includes 
service as a district attorney or as a clerk of the superior court. Makes 
similar amendments to (1) GS 7A-65(c) (district attorneys) to provide that longevity 
for DAs includes service as a justice or judge or as clerk of superior court and to 
(2) GS 7A-101 (superior court clerk) to provide that longevity for clerks includes 
service as a judge or justice or DA. Appropriates $50,000 for fiscal 1985-86 
and $61,000 for fiscal 1986-87 for these purposes. 

(11) Amends GS 7A-41 to add one full-time assistant district attorney 
faeeeeieorethe,tollowing judicial districts: Districts 9, 20, 22, 24 and 30. 
Appropriates $223,160 for fiscal 1985-86 and $223, 2a0' tor Tiscal 1986- 87 to 
fund these positions. 

(12) Amends GS 7A-133 to raise number of magistrates in Buncombe County 
fdeeerict 25) from 13.to-14, 

(13) Amends GS 7A-171.1(a)(1) to set magistrates' salary schedule as 
follows: less than one year service: $12,764; one to three years: $13,424; 
three to five: $14,804; five to seven: $16,316; seven to nine: $17,984; nine to 
eleven: $19,808; and eleven or more: $21,800. Appropriates $1,010,417 for fiscal 
1985-86 and $2,204,736 for fiscal 1986-87 to fund new schedule, which is effective 
Jan. 1, 1986. Repeals Sec. 210, Ch. 479, SL 1985, which had set out a magistrate's 
salary schedule.

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(14) Amends GS 7A-171.1(2) to specify that part-time magistrates so 
designated by the Administrative Office of the Courts are covered under the 
teachers' and state employees’ retirement system and health coverage program. 

(15) Adds new GS 7A-39.14 ("Recall by Chief Justice of retired or 
emergency justices or judges for temporary vacancy") providing as follows: In 
addition to authority granted to Chief Justice under GS 7A-39.5 to recall emergency | 
justices and under GS 7A-39.13 to recall retired justices, the Chief Justice may 
recall not more than one retired or emergency justice or retired emergency judge 
of the Court of Appeals, including one whose commission has expired because he has 
reached the mandatory retirement age, in the following circumstances: (a) if a 
vacancy exists on Supreme Court, may recall an emergency or retired justice to 
serve until vacancy is filled; (b) if on Court of Appeals, may recall an emergency

$8,743 for fiscal 1985-86 to implement provisions. Provisions expire June 30, 1986. 

(16) Amends GS 7A-39.1, -39.3, -39.5, -39.9, and -39.13 to implement . 
amendment to NC Const. Art. IV, Sec. 8, that became effective 1/1/S3.anaq tnac 
deleted former constitutional provision that a retired appellate justice or judge 
could be recalled for temporary service only "on the court from which he was 
retired", thus permitting recall of retired supreme court justices to serve 
temporarily on the court of appeals. Amends cited sections appropriately to 
authorize the Chief Justice to recall a retired Supreme Court Justice to replace a 
temporarily incapacitated judge of the court of appeals if the Chief Judge of 
the Court of Appeals does not recall a retired court of appeals judge for that pur—- 7@) 
pose, provided that no more than one emergency justice or judge may serve on one 
Court of Appeals panel at any given time. 

(17) Creates State Judicial Center Comm'n composed of nine members with 
Governor, Chief Justice, Speaker, and Lt. Governor each to appoint two members and 
Director of Administrative Office of the Courts to serve ex officio.

Provides for funds to be distributed to counties in 
lump sum on basis of number of civil license revocations under Safe Roads Act 
and, effective July 1, 1985, provides that future collections of these fees are 
to be distributed monthly on same basis. 

; (20) Adds new GS Ch. 7A, Art. 38A, to establish office of appellate 
defender, and allocates $450,000 for each year of 1985-87 biennium from Indigent

defender, as appropriate, is to petition trial court to fix value of legal 
services provided by defender's office. 

(21) Effective for indictments returned after 7/1/85, adds new GS 7A-450(bl) 
to provide that when indigent person is indicted for murder and state seeks death 
penalty, assistant counsel must be appointed in timely manner. If indigent is 
represented by public defender, ass't counsel may be an additional attorney from 
defender's staff. Appropriates $200,000 for each year of 1985-87 biennium for 
this purpose. 

(22) Amends GS 7A-466 to delete provision for appointment of public 
Sesenuer in Districts 3, 12, 15B, 18, 26,.27, and 27A by Governor, and to provide 
that all public defenders are to be appointed by senior resident superior court 
judge of the district from list of at least two but not more than three nominated 
by written ballot of licensed attorneys resident in the district (system now 
used only in district 28), with vacancies to be filled in same manner as original 
appointment. 

(23) Authorizes Supreme Court to provide for experimental pilot program 
(in three judicial districts selected by the Court) of mandatory, nonbinding 
arbitration of all claims for money damages of $15,000 or less in order to deter- 
mine whether such a system would reduce trial costs and improve efficiency. Pro- 
vides that Court's rules are to make such claims subject to initial decision by 
arbitration, but that no party may be deprived of right to jury trial and that any 
party dissatisfied with arbitration may receive trial de novo. Directs Court to 
evaluate program and report to General Assembly. Authorizes Court to seek neces- 
sary funds from private sources and forbids use of state funds for this purpose.

Central Pay for Schools Modified. (a) Rewrites GS 115C-12(18) to 
require the State Board of Education (SBE) to develop and implement a central 
payroll system for all payments from State or federal funds for employees of local 
school administrative units as selected by the SBE. Requires implementation of 
system by the 1987-88 school year for all State-funded and federally funded 
employees (now, requires payment through the system for all State-funded, certified 
employees by the 1985-86 school year and of all noncertified employees by 1986-87). 
Provides that payments be made by electronic transfer. Provides that payments 
made from non-State and non-federal funds, including local supplements, shall 
be made through the local payroll system unless the administrative unit is included 
in the central payroll system and the local board of education requests that the 
payments be made through the central system. Requires all employees paid through 
the central payroll system to be paid monthly on date established by the SBE. 
Permits payments to employees made through a local payroll system to be made on 
the statewide payroll dates or on a payroll date set by local act. (b) Amends 
GS 115C-285(a)(1) to provide that salary payments to classified principals and 
state-allottedsupervisors made through the central payroll system must be made 
monthly on the state payroll date and that salary payments made through a local 
system may be made monthly at the end of each calendar month of service or on the 
statewide payroll date.

Directs Office of Rural Education of Western Carolina 
University and Rural Education Institute of East Carolina University to operate 
3-week residential summer sessions for 150 students entering 7th and 8th grades 
and other 3-week sessions for 150 highschool students, placing emphasis on)” | 
students in rural and isolated areas (3 to 1 ratio rural to urban students required? 
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Community College/Matching Funds for Capital Projects. Amends GS 115D- 
31(a)(1) to provide that state appropriations for capital or permanent improve- 
ments for community colleges and technical institutes may be matched with any 
prior expenditure of non-State funds for capital construction’or land acquisition 
not already used for matching purposes. 

Satellite County/Appointments to Boards of Trustees. Amends GS 115D- 
12(a) to permit the county comm'rs of a county in which a community college or 
technical institute has established a satellite campus to elect two members 
(in addition to current board of 13) to the board of trustees if the board of 
trustees of the community college or technical institute agrees. 

Community College Satellite/Funds/Requirements. Adds new subdivision 
to GS 115D-32 providing that counties that agree to have satellite ‘campuses of 
community colleges or technical institutes located in them accept the maintenance 
and utility costs of these satellite campuses. Permits boards of county comm'rs 
to enter into contracts for the construction of satellite campuses in their 
counties.

Permits 
the facility to be used only as a satellite facility of the community college 
or technical institute that operates it except as authorized by the board of 
trustees of the community college or technical institute that has been assigned 
the county where the satellite facility is located as a service delivery area. 

Allocation for Cape Fear Technical Institute. Provides that $300,000 
of the funds allocated to Cape Fear Technical Institute for fiscal 1985-86 by 
Bec. >. 10, Ch. 480, 1985 SL, must be used, for the construction of a satellite 
in Pender County. 

Allocation for Central Carolina Technical College. Provides that $100,000 
of the funds allocated to Central Carolina Technical College for fiscal 1985-86 
by Sec. 5.16(f), Ch. 480, 1985 SL, must be used for the completion of the satellite 
in Harnett County. 

Tri-county and Anson County Funds. Provides that funds allocated to 
Tri-County Community College and to Anson Technical College by Sec. 5.16, Ch. 480, 
1985 SL are not subject to any requirements for matching funds. 

Unencumbered University Funds. Permits any unencumbered or unexpended 
funds remaining in capital improvement codes credited to The University of North 
Carolina Board of Governors or the 16 constituent institutions for projects not 
enumerated by the General Assembly to be used for advance planning within the 
UNC system. 

Teacher Preparation Program Study Task Force. Amends Sec. 72, Ch. 479, 
1985 SL to require the UNC Board of Governors to form a task force by Oct. 1, 
Peas (now,:- Aug. 1, 1985). 

Military Tuition. Amends Sec. 69.(a) > Che: 4/9. 4969 05L. by-ehanging 
the formula for the amount of out-of-state tutition that shall be forgiven for 
members of the armed services who qualify for admission to an institution of 
higher learning but who do not qualify as residents for tuition purposes. 


Formula Distribution of State Vocational Education Funds/Secondary. 
Sets out formula for the distribution of State vocational education funds that 
are required to match federal funds for the disadvantaged and for the handicapped. 
Requires the State Board of Education to combine each school administrative unit's 
State and federal allotments into one allotment for the disadvantaged and one for 
the handicapped. Requires a local match of 28-327 from the local unit for the 
allotment for the disadvantaged, but contains no matching requirement for the allot- 
ment for the handicapped. 
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Adoption subsidy. Provides that of funds already appropriated to Division 
of Social Services for 1985-87, $450,000 in each year of biennium are to be used to 
increase monthly adoption subsidy paid to families who adopt hard to place 
childrenry trom: Sl00ste.

Adds new Art. 4D to GS Ch. 113, defining standby 
duty for firefighters working for Forest Resources Division of Dep't of NRCD as 
time during which firefighter is required to remain within 25 miles of duty 
station and to be available to return to duty station on. call. |Requires Depet 
to provide each firefighter on standby duty with electronic paging device. Requires 
Dep't to permit firefighters on standby duty to be more than 25 miles from duty 
station, for at least 2 out of 14 consecutive days firefighter on such duty; and 
on such days firefighter may be called only for bona fide emergency. 

Parcel identification. Amends GS 161-22.2 to transfer from Sec'y of 
Dep't of Administration to Sec'y of Dep't of NRCD authority to approve installation 
of parcel identifier number indexes by registers of deeds.

Amends GS 18B-400 to permit ABC Comm'n to 
authorize distillery representative to transport and possess up to 10 gallons of 
spiritous liquor, in course of business. 

Highway safety rules. Transfers from Division of Motor Vehicles to 
Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety the authority to adopt highway safety 
rules for motor carrier transportation services, making conforming changes in 
GS 62-281 and GS 143B-476(a). 

Highway patrol car use. Directs that all new highway patrol cars, - 
marked or unmarked, to be assigned to and used by troopers with primary duties 
Inecseldy 








Jails suit compromise. Permits state to enter into consent judgment in - 
case of Hubert v. Ward, pending in federal district court in Charlotte and 
concerning the quality of state correctional facilities and services, regardless 
of limitations of GS 114-2.1. Provides for use of already appropriated funds 

to help meet costs of such judgment. 

Transfers State Fire Comm'n from Dep't of Crime Control and Public 
Safety to Dep't of Insurance. Terminates terms of existing fire comm'n on Sept. 
30, 1985 and provides for appointment of new comm'n of same size and with 
representation in general of same groups as existing comm'n, but with formal 
appointment by Comm'r of Insurance. Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1985-86 from 
General Fund to Comm'n, to implement fire reporting system and voluntary fire 
service certification program. 

Permits Dep't of Administration to sell all or part of Old Health Farm 
property located in Wake County; net proceeds to compensate Dep't of Transportation ~ 
for release of access control on Western Blvd. and remainder to go to General 
Fund. 











Amends GS 143-135.1 to prohibit any city or county from imposing 
requirements on state-constructed buildings that exceed NC State Building Code. 


Social Security information. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't 
of Human Resources $50,000 for each year of biennium to be used to establish a 
public information office to help citizens with information regarding Social 
Security Disability Program rights and to continue the -work of the Disability 
Task Force. Force members are to remain, and three new members (a physician 
familiar with the physician's role in Social Security disability cases, an attorney 
representing the class in Hyatt v. Heckler, and a person with experience in voca- 
tional rehabilitation matters, appointed, respectively, by the Governor, the Lt. 
Governor and the Speaker). 

Highway Patrol communications equipment. Appropriates from Highway 
Fund to Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety $162,000 for fiscal 1985-86 
for communications equipment and cameras. 
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Renovations. Allocates $2,335,000 from funds appropriated to Repairs 
and Renovations Reserve in 1985-86 as follows: $1,800,000 to renovate Olivia 
Rainey Library building; $80,000 to renovate sports arena at Butner, and $500,000 
to renovate Chinquo-Penn Plantation. 

State car commuting. Provides that provisions in appropriations bill 
(Ch. 479, SL 1985) regarding commuting by state employees in state-owned vehicles 
are to become effective Oct. 1, 1985. Exempts 17 categories of vehicles and/or 
drivers from such provisions, apparently conforming state law to changes in 
federal tax regulations. 

Directs that $5,675,000 in fiscal 1985-86 and $200,000 in fiscal 1986-87, 
of funds appropriated as reserve for grant-in-aid to Microelectronics Center, 
to be used to finance and operate extension of Microelectronic Communications 
System to UNC-Asheville and Winston-Salem State, including link with Bowman Gray 
School of Medicine. 

Transfers Board of Science and Technology from Dep't of Commerce to 
Dep't of Administration. 

Creates Andrew Jackson Historic Memorial Committee, with 6 members 
appointed by Speaker and 6 by Senate President. Provides that committee is to 
assist Division of Archives and History in determining need for memorial, in 
Union County, to Andrew Jackson; in determining location and design of memorial; 
and in determining how to raise funds for memorial. 

Governor's nominees. Adds language to GS 147-12 requiring Governor, 
when required to submit nominee to General Assembly or to Senate for confirmation, 
to notify General Assembly or Senate of name of nominee by May 15 of year in which 
appointment to be made. Effective Jan. 1, 1986. 

Directs Legislative Services Comm'n to provide $10,000 from General 
Assembly funds in 1985-86 to NC Student Legislature, for printing, postage, 
telephone, and travel costs, and costs of the Student Legislature's annual session. 

Amends GS 143-23 to permit Senate President Pro Tempore to make budget 
changes in Senate's budget and Speaker to make such changes for House budget; 
the two officials jointly approve other changes in General Assembly budget. 

Child day care services. Reorganizes state child day care services by 
adding new Part 10A to Art. 3, GS Ch 143B substantially as provided in Senate 
committee substitute for S 11 as amended (see Bulletin No. 79, p. 889). Adds 
requirement that the implementation report be delivered to the Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Children and Youth and to the Fiscal Research Division. Appropriates 
from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources $63,000 for fiscal 1985-86 and 
$12,000 for fiscal 1986-87 to fund the Child Day Care Comm'n. 

Makes provisions regarding day care standards, abuse and neglect in 
day care plans or facilities, and day care enforcement substantially as provided 
in the Senate Committee Substitute for S 20 as amended by the Senate. (Senate 
committee substitute digested in Bulletin No. 47, p. 361; Senate amendment 
digested in Bulletin No. 48, p. 375.) Does not incorporate House amendments 
(digested in Bulletin No. 59, p. 564). Differs in following respects from Senate 
committee substitute as amended by the Senate: (1) amends the schedule of appli- 
cability of day-care plan standards provisions to the following: (a) for plans 
in counties with population of 100,000 or more, Jan. 1, 1987 (was, Jan. 1, 1986), 
(b) for plans in counties with populations of 50,000 or more but less than 100,000, 
July 1, 1987 (was, Jan. 1, 1987), (c) for plans in counties with populations of 
25,000 or more but less than 50,000, Jan. 1, 1988 (no change), and (d) for 
plans in counties with populations of less than 25,000, July J, 1988 “Gwas, Jan. 1, 
1989); (2) substitutes "Child Day Care Commission" for "Child Day Care Licensing 
Commission"; and (3) amends GS 110-90(5) to provide that license revocation hearings 
are to be held in accordance with Administrative Procedures Act and conducted by 
impartial hearing officer (same as Senate committee substitute, but does not 
include other provisions relating to appointment of hearing officer(s) for that 
purpose, and to use of panel of three hearing officers for revocation of a license). 
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Artificial reefs. Adds new GS 143B-286(2)k giving Marine Fisheries 
Comm'n the power and duty to establish standards and adopt rules and regulations 
governing the location and utilization of artificial reefs in coastal waters. 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Natural Resources and Community 
Development $300,000 for fiscal 1985-86 to be placed in a reserve and used to 
construct artifical reefs from railroad boxcars; provides that unexpended funds 
at end of fiscal year are to revert to General Fund. 

Crop depredation program. Appropriates from the Wildlife Fund to the 
Wildlife Resources Comm'n $10,000 for fiscal 1985-86 to implement a local use 
crop depredation pilot program in Pender County to compensate landowners for 
damage caused by wildlife. Directs Comm'n to make necessary rules and regulations 
to preserve wildlife and ensure the quality of the pilot program. 

Ocracoke Ferry. Appropriates from Highway Fund to Dep't of Transporta- 
tion $200,000 for fiscal 1985-86 to build permanent structures at the Ocracoke 
Island Ferry Facility. 

Urban highway construction. Modifies Highway Fund appropriations as 
originally enacted in appropriations act (Ch. 479), with principal change being 
an increase in urban construction funds in 1985-86 from $1.5 million to $18.5 
million. ‘The additional $17 million is to be allocatéd for Small Urbans Gonsteaee1 om 
projects as follows: $14 million to be equally divided among the 14 Highway 
Divisions and the other $3 million used statewide, either for rural or small 
urban projects, as approved by Sec'y of Transportation. 

State salaries. Modifies certain specific salaries set out in the 
general appropriations act, and provides that the minimum salary for full-time 
permanent state employees is to be $758 per month. 

State retirement election. Requires employees of State Employees Asso- 
ciation of NC, of NC Ass'n of Educators, and of NC School Boards Ass'n, in service jf 
and members of TSERS on June 30, 1985, to make before Oct. 1, 1985, irrevocable 4 
election under GS 135-27(e). . 

UNC professor endowment. Establishes trust fund for endowment of dis- 
tinguished professorships in UNC, following provisions of S 86 (digested in 
Bulletin No. 22, p. 152) except basis is to be one $334,000 challenge grant :for 
each $666,000 raised in private sources and one $167,000 challenge grant for each 
$333,000 raised from private sources. 

Certain billboards prohibited. Prohibits all new outdoor advertising 
signs, except for official directional signs, signs advertising the sale or lease 
of the property on which located, and signs advertising activities carried: out on pro 
erty on which located, before July 1, 1987, in all counties (i) bordering South 
Carolina, (ii) with population of 60,000 or more, and (iii) with minimum altitude 
of 1,300 feet. 

Roanoke land purchase. Permits Wildlife Resources Comm'n, to extent 
funds available in 1985-86, to use $3.4 million to purchase land bordering 
Roanoke River. 

Precinct boundaries. Enacts provisions to coordinate election precinct 
boundaries with census blocks and modify the municipal annexation statutes 
regarding use of streets as boundaries, adopting the provisions of House committee 
substitute for H 702, digested in Bulletin No. 83, p. 923. Instead of a separate 
appropriation to implement act, provides the General Assembly to implement using 
funds already appropriated to it. 


Housing development advisory service. Transfers six housing specialist 


positions in Regional Housing Program of Dep't of NRCD to Division of Community 
Assistance, effective July 1, 1985 and expresses intent of General Assembly 

that the personnel employed in such positions as of May 1, 1985 be rehired. 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of NRCD $258,000 for each year of biennium 
for transfer. 
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Chowan River study. Permits establishment of Interstate Legislative 
Comm'n to study Chowan River, substantially following provisions of S 806, digested 
in Bulletin No. 90, p. 994, except that appropriation is $25,000 (rather than 
$100,000). 

Medical Database Comm'n. Establishes NC Medical Database Comm'n, 
generally following provisions of Senate committee substitute for S 286, digested 
in Bulletin No. 108, p. 1231, except that private associations no longer nominate 
physician, hospital administrator, and insurance company representative for member- 
ship on comm'n, Appropriates $100,000 in fiscal 1985-86 and $135,000 in fiscal 
1986-87 from General Fund to Dep't of Insurance to implement comm'n act, 

Limitation on landfill permits. Prohibits Dep't of Human Resources from 
issuing landfill to or for a county of 400,000 or more, or to or for city in such 
a county, if the landfill is located in another county, unless that county's board 
of comm'rs agrees, 

Membership of Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations. 
Amends GS 120-74 to increase the membership to 22 (now, 14). Requires the Speaker 
to appoint 9 (now, 5) Representatives and the President Pro Tempore to appoint 8 
(now, 4) members from the Senate. 

Block Grant Correction. Corrects Sec. 4, Ch. 479, SL 1985 so that appro- 
priation for programs for severely emotionally disturbed children and adolescents 
is $17,377 in the Alcohol and Drug Abuse and Mental Health Services Block Grant. 


Comm'n on Jobs and Economic Growth. Creates Comm'n as an advisory 
comm'n to work with private and public institutions and individuals to identify 
economic challenges and develop practical proposals for meeting them. Comm'n is 
to be composed of no more than 30 members appointed by and serving at the pleasure 
of the Lt. Governor. Appropriates from General Fund to Office of Lt. Governor 
$125,000 for each year of biennium to fund Comm'n. 

Veterans service programs. Amends GS 165-6(9) to raise maximum per county 
matching funds which Dep't of Administration may contribute to each county for 
veterans services programs from $1,000 to $2,000 and appropriates from General 
Fund to Dep't of Administration $100,000 for each year of biennium for this purpose. 

School alcohol and drug program. Establishes in Dep't of Public Instruc- 
tion the Alcohol and Drug Defense Program, giving Sup't of Public Instruction state- 
wide responsibility to address 4lcohol and drug problems of school aged youth. 

Sets out planning and consultation responsibilities of the Program and appropri- 
ates from General Fund to Dep't of Public Instruction $565,000 for fiscal 
1985-86 and $592,000 for fiscal 1986-87 for the program. 

North Carolina Council on the Holocaust. Establishes Council in a 
manner identical to S 360, digested in Bulletin No. 52, p. 469, and appropriates 
$5,000 for fiscal 1985-86 from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources to fund 
Council. 

NC-Israel Visiting Scholar Program. Adds new GS 116-230 creating 
Program for purpose of granting funds to members of UNC faculties and institutions 
of higher education in Israel for travel and living expenses. Only private funds 
are to be used.

failed to use proper procedure, acted arbitrarily or capriciously, or failed to ~ 
act. as required by law or rule. (3) A party to a case in the Dep't of Human 
Resources may request an OAH hearing. (4) A hearing officer has the authority ~~ 
to determine that a rule as applied in a particular case is void because of . 
one of the reasons set out above for which the Rules Review Comm'n may delay or 
disallow a rule. 

Agency response to OAH determination If in its final decision made 
after a review of the OAH hearing record an agency does not accept the OAH re- 
commended decision, the agency must set out specific reasons why it does not accept 

Court review. In a review proceding, a party may present evidence not | 
contained in the record which is not repetitive. Review is to be conducted by the 
court without a jury. Based on the record and the evidence presented to the court, 
the court may affirm, reverse, or modify the decision or remand the case to the ~ 
agency for further opoeceniness 


Office of Administrative Hearings. Chief Hearing Officer of OAH is to 


be appointed by the Chief Justice (subject to advisory opinion discussed below) i 
for a term of four years. Initial chief's term is to expire June 30, 1989, Chiets 
initial salary is to be $48,216. Chief is to name five additional hearing officers 
Hearing Officers' salaries are to be $41,760. 
Personnel Act hearings. All contested cases under GS Ch. 126 (State 
Personnel Act) are to be conducted in OAH hearings, including hearings involving © 
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local government employees subject to the Personnel Act. (In cases involving 
local employees, the decision of the hearing officer is not binding on the local 
appointing authority unless the hearing officer determines that unlawful employ- 
ment discrimination has occurred or unless applicable federal standards require 
a binding decision.)

Lt. Governor and Speaker are directed 
to request the Supreme Court to issue an advisory opinion on the constitutionality 
of provisions (1) establishing the Administrative Rules Review Comm'n and setting 
up its authority to delay and disallow agency rules and (2) calling for the 
_appointment of the Chief Hearing officer by the Chief Justice. Provides that the 
rules review provisions (a) become effective 30 days after an opinion that they 
are constitutional or (b) do not become effective if the opinion is that they are 
unconstitutional. Provides that if the appointment by the Chief Justice is 
declared unconstitutional, the appointment is to be made by the Attorney General. 

Expiration. Act expires Jan. 1, 1992. 

Other. Notice publication requirements are to be met if an agency 
_publishes notice in three newspapers with general circulation before the first 

publication in the NC Register. New provision specifies that no agency may make 
any rule enlarging the scope of any trade or profession subject to licensing. 
A provision allowing agencies to adopt rules imposing criminal penalties where 
required by federal law or regulation is deleted.

all subpoenas on behalf of the Committee, Amends GS 120-30,17 (LRC powers and 
duties) to authorize the LRC to request another state agency, board or comm'n to 
conduct an LRC study if it determines that the other bodyis a "more appropriate 
vehicle with which to conduct the study." If another state body agrees to conduct 
an LRC study, it may conduct the study as if it had original authorization and 
“shall report to the General Assembly at the same time LRC studies are to be 
reported; the other state agency must conduct the transferred study using funds 
already assigned to it.
